CHAP. IV. 



VEW ErFOftTS OF THE JESUITS IN 1360, TO ACQtfiRS A 
FOOTING IN FRANCE. 

Ue TBoxt otwcires* that " the Jesuits at first yielded to 
** die limes $ and in the hope that the hatred against them 
*^ would gradually subside, observed a profound silence till the 
*' reign of Fsancis It. when the Duees of Guise, who were 
*^ strongiy attached to them^ bring in power, they renewed 
** their (^leratiohs.*^ 'Uley Haw obCEuned new Letters Patent 
from the King^ dated ISth of February, lS6d, enjoining the 
Parfiamoit to confirm thdr Institution, which the Parli«nent 
^tgamreferred to theBish(^of Paris; but the Jesuits obtained 
-afi^ mat^hite from Fbahois^ dated 81st of October, 1560^ 
Which wiaaitiHowe^ by another from die Queen Mother (Ca» 
THXBiia TSk MEniCis)^ datiid 8di c^Noyembef fcdlowing, com- 
mandiiig tlie ri^^stfy of the a£ct of the late King, the confirm- 
ation of the I^apal Bulls, and the reception of the Jesuits: 
iKkkogtli, tlieBijdippof Pari% seduced by theprofesBions of the 
Jeni^By and pvesied by supericnr authoctty^ consented to dieir 
neeption, but with sudi restrictions as was in effect requiring^ 
that thqr should cease to be Jesuits.

In exacting these conditions^ he only deceived himself by 
.sUppo^ng that the Jesiuts could be bound by engagements 
which restrained others. The Parliament, however^ yet hdd 
out. 

After the death of Franks II. the Queen Mother (Ca^ 
TH£EiK£ D£ MsDicis), nvho gQvemed more absolutely under 
her son Charles IX. than she had under Francis *• dis- 
patched fresh commands, on the 22d of February, 1561, for 
Confirming the Order, declanng that it would be of the greats 
est advantage to the Christian religion and the nation at large. 
On the 4th of March following, a fresh injunction followed. 
About this time^ Cardinal Ferrara, accompanied by Lainsz, 
arrived in France from the Pope : Cardinal de Tourkon, the 
Primate of France, v/ho had akeady given the Jesuits the 
College Toumon, observing the activity of Lainez "f*, openly 
espoused the reception of the Jesuits, whidi the Assembly of 
Pgissy (of which he was President) decreed on the 15th of 
September, 1561, and the Farliament of Paris confirmed on 
the iSth of February, 1562 — on condition' that they should not 
prejudice or injure die rights of Bishops, Chapiters, BLectors, 
Parishes, or Universities, nor of other jteligiimSf and that they 
should renoiince all such p^vileges granted by their Bulls, a& 
were contrary to that provi^on.

The great friend ^pateon of the Jesuits^ the Dukii of 
O VI SE^ personally assisted in the massacre; and Datila particularty 
nieniibns the Jesuit MALDONAf, as urging the Prince de CONDisVkait:

CHAP. V. 

£V£NTS OF 1564, AND THE SUCCtEDI^G PERIOD.. 

7r£ Jesuitii unmedklel;f puithaBed a biuHbig ill the Rut 
St Jaques, and fitted up a Public Semkitfy in it They 
gained the theii Director c^the Univeraity^ vribo dgndtetiasij 
fieensed thdr teaching ; but as sDdti aft tibe Umreinty heardof 
it, thejr revoked the Order*. The Jesiuts iqppeakd to &e 
ArBeiaeiit, which heaid the parties; PA8<»nBib€Siig counsel 
for the Uni vel-sity, who httviog been cfiffBally jKX)uaiiited witl| 
BaouEiV one ofilGKATius^s first companions, and learnt ihm 
him the most secret deagns of the Sddety, wtus able to refer 
to his own notes made at the time. He obsen^es in his atga^ 
jMOt, ** Thia.Sect can only fradueefivisaon between the P<^ 
*^jmd the Gydinals, between all other ReligtawMi Orders ani 
*^ themsehresl and dia^ia no Prince or ruler .who Sreely tc4e- 
*^ rales them, that cun'Secmehiaenipire against tlieir alttempt&r 
Db Thod oobnSrared his pnoradon so .fine as to reocnrd it in 
Ins History :, ^ You joorsdvea^ (sajrs he), ^^ who now tolerate 
V the iMiats; eveni you will repebaoh yourselves (but too 
^ lata) %ith jour credolitjr^ when 3rou shall bdtold the fatal^ 
jf^ etes^ilafoea.of yourpKancyin the overthiiow of order, and 
-^ ih* pdohc ttduKpedllify, not only in this kingdom but through*

The Jesuits, seeing the importance of this question, dis* 
patched tKeir Tather Possevin to Bayonne, on their behalf, 
where Chaeles IX. and the Queen Mother then wefe; and 
Fbancis Boroia the successor of LAiibSES, who had lately 
died, went .to' die Pope for his protection *. The Pope wrote 
'to the Bishop rf Paris to^befriend «hem, and Possevin ob# 
4ii^ed riecommendatory letters front the Queen Mother, the 
ClMncdilor, and the first Pe«^ of the Court. The first Presi- 
dent yielded, mi tried to preserve the Cdilege to the Jesuils, 
ftnd to continue to them the privily of teachingf . Theoon- 
sequence was, that the matter, was defierced ; but nothing was 
decided, and die: Jesuits went on. 

'WhUe the Jesuils wereakmngat superioiity in Fraofl^ 
tbey had obtMBcdit in Portugid. <^S£SASTiA)r,.King of Fir* 
tu^ a Minor, had Father Gonzales, & Jesuit, to/e his Con- 
fessor. Fadber Tckr^s, Ihe Jesuit, warthe Confessor of Quteft 
Catheline, the Biegent,.aiid GtaodBOother of tihe King;. and » 
daixd Jesuit wa^- Confessor of Cardinal Hsq^ky,. ^ Kfaig?ii 
^gfteat unde |. After thar example, all the nobilify had plaeeA 
themselves under the: care of the Jesuits, whUi gavte than ^m^ 
b(HU>d^ at»tl¥»rity as well in Portugal as in. India, whidi 
depended upon diat hit^omt the Qiiecai^ however, aonie^ 
livies thwairting thdur projects, they t^esolved to dq»rive het 
pf thfs Begency ; but b^^ ajqmsed of their deagns, aiid»i»* 
pecUog her Confes^r, she disiaissed hijn. The two oAet 
Jesuits succeeded in getting Cardinal HsiiaY aiqxnitted fie* 
gest^tt under whoni, as be had a very narrow mind, they Jbofed 
to gpiv^m nun-e despotiqiJly. H^ sow dii»ov#red thatJubwas

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betrayed by his Confessor, and that the Jettiks wished lo 
obtain the Regency for themselves. He idade some useless 
4eSbrts to rid himself of them. The youi^ Kkig attempted 
the same thing; but they had appcwnted the 6rwd Inquittttnr, 
his Minister, and threatene<t to denounce him to that Tri- 
bunal, where Aej said that Kings were amenable, like di6 
meanest of thar subjects. H^ was oUiged to submit, anA 
they governed, in spite of hkn, of the Cardinal^ and of the 
Queen. They at length confirmed the King in a wild prcgeot 
he had formed of maldng conquests in Africa, and -De Thou 
describes Ae faUd end of that enterprise. Aamnpatued by 
some officers, the King defended himself courageously, but fell 
lit khgth under the blows of his enemies : PASoiTisft si^ they 
had first tried in vain toobtain his decree, that ^^ theneeferth' 
^ no one sIk>iM be King of Portugal, unless he were a Jesuit, 
** and eWledby that Order, as the Pope is elected at Rome^ 
^' by the Cardinals * " On his death. Cardinal Heney be- 
dmie King. They governed him so absolutely, and the Jesuit 
Hs^TRiairEz^had such power over his superstitious and iiamd 
mind, that he persuaded Um to bequeath his crown Id the 
Kng of Spain f. Anthony, however, the rightAil h«r, was 
adtnowkdged King by the States ; but he could not resist the 
tBagof 8p»n, fer the Jesuits excited a revolt against him in 
ifl the seaports 6n the same day, and occanoned the massacre 
of a great number of Frenchmen, who espoused h» cause. 
The Parliament erf* Paris, in 1609, records thisfiMst as fidlows : 
^ When the Sing of Spain usurped the government of Por- 
^ tagal, all the Religious Ordersadhared firmly to their Kmg, 
^'4t^ Jesuits ^oepted, who desisted him, and were the cause 
^4lf t#o thousand deaths, jf^ n^McA ikey obtained a speeM 
^Mmtt of AlmotuAmr Djb T^ou notices the same Bull 
-x^i^ 'Louvain they sought an establishment in 1560, iHuch

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they obttibed (iHitwithst^uKUng great oppondon), after e&m- 
deraUe intrigue * : thfe conditioiis inq)osed upon them were dT 
l}ie strongest kind; but the Jesuit Sacchini, their Histfman^ 
ajtqrs that ^^ they were advised to accept tliem, »nce ihey could 
^'iAlwaysobs^rve or break them, and might find mean^, when- 
** ^er they would, to get released from them hy the.Pdpe"— 
SB, in fact, they<M soon afterwards. Thus, m their Petition 
for admission into Flimders, m 15^^ they engaged not to 
preach without leave of the eodeinastical authbiities; and 
PmiLiP II. in admitting th^n intd Brabant, pr(^bited them 
fifom exercaong any pastoral functions .inthout such consent ; 
Imt Van Essek ^ves two remarkaUe examples, one at^lhent, 
apd the other at Brussels, of thdorinyading the authority of tiie 

Church t- 

The cdebrated Akias MoKTAims wrote from Antwerp . to 
Ph]£p II. on the 18th of Fdboruary) 1571 :<< Let not the Go. 
'^* vemor or Mipstry of the Low CounMes, have any coraiexiop 
^^ with the Jesuits, a&rd thein'tny infinrmation, ot increaae 
<^ thecredit a^d wealth they already posseito; eipedally let not 
** the Gpvecnor employ a Jesuit as hb Preacher of Confesscnr: 
"for I call God tp witness, from my certain kxiowl^ge ef 
" theip, that this advice iis of the utmost importance : few 
" possess more convindng and abundant proems than mys€^ 
*Vof their objects and their artifices, havmg fer fifteen years 
^^ obtained the fullest ini^rmation of tfidr affiufs.^ 

When ^HE DtrxE of Alva was Governor of the Low Couii* 
tries, the Jesuits bought the /superb Hc^I d'Ais at Antwerp ; 
h^t they were expelled in 1578^ tot r^nng to tdce the oadi 
(which all the Clergy had taken), « ^ observe the Trealj of 
Ghent, in brd^ that they might not disfdease the Pope^ v^o 
caused th^ cause of Don John of Austria; In 1565v they 
had become so odious in Hungary and Germany^ that the de^ 
puties of the States assembled in Austria, a^d demanded^ dieir 
banishment al|ove all other things. f

IW dmtity of these Fatfers wai^ as loudly questioned in 
Spain. Und^ die spedous pretext pf practiung p^t^^^e, they 
lmieBtd;£ahedSodetieai)f Fhig^U«ttt9f in iqai^r towns, which 
not only ocnte^ed tibemadv^s m the Jesuits' Cl^urcbes, but 
belbre diepufalk, ani e^een in {lublic processions. They bad 
ittfrachiaqi this^paRaclioeeven any^ Fewudes. These abcani* 
sationa oompelfed the Council o£, Sidaiaupca, in 15659 to passia 
Beone pn)h3)iting a prac^ke sooontnugr to decency*

, . Candbal Bouu>iixo» d^ved^'like others^ by their exterior^ 
had at £nt Ikwixfed thei% and even chosen cme of them 
(Bibxea) fiir his Confessor, whom, however^ lie found to bea 
wreteh adificted to tfai^ mos^ infamous crimes. The Cardinal 
couid hardly: believi^ his guik at first ; but Uie public voice 
hating induced him to insHitute inquiry, he not only opened 
Us^^es to-tbe iniqiiity of his Confessor, but also to the detest- 
aide gmduct witk wfaieh the. Jesuits ^i^ere rej^x^ached at th^r 
Col^e gftftaaftM? md discovered how dimgerous these men 
wete ta.ycndt* Mrndtpdred them, in consequence, of the 
j|^fsniaiet«t«f hisaenpnary which be had committed to than.

of a new Seipinaiy Jtt Borne. Car(|tea) Sj^^tbili, wW'was 
devoted to them, todk measures with Lainez for tMs pmi 
pose.: the Genaral proposed to tax all Eocleaiadtics and IVow;^ 
lessors for its maintenance. The Clergy of Bojue pr^sco^ed^ 
a strong remonstrance to Pope Pius IV. ob^epving thit " thqF 
" increased the revenues of their Cdlqpeset^ day, sA tha 
** expense of the Clei^; and that if his' Holiness ^uld not 
" repress theii upidity, they would eventually seiae all ithe. 
** Parishes of Bome.^ The Pope was unfavmUy impcesaedt 
at first; but Lainez, knowing his love <^ flattery, heff)ed.upQi| 
him poetical compliments, and prose eukpums, in sixteen 
d^erent languages. The P<^ could not resist i^chiaoeBse^ 
and the Jesuits obtained the Semiiittiy at Bome. 

In 1560* they were very neiufy driven fiom .Vcme^ 
They shewed great anide^ to confess the wives of tha Se- 
nators, for the puxpose, as it was beiieved, of acquiilii:^ Aa 
secrets of the Repubhel Tbevisani, the Patriarch of Venice, 
fiSatii^ed himself df the truth of the diar^ and made othsr 
discoveries of still greater importittice^f*. 

About the year 1560, th^ gained Emanuel Duke of 
Savoy: LadIez wished that some Cc^eg^ which he was 
about to found,, should be well endowed; but &e States not' 
permitt^lg this, the Jesuits proposed, as a ranedfr, to pers^^^ 
cutewidi fire and sword, under the pmteKt of.ridigiaD, di6 
various Protestants who were scattered throug^iout the valley a^ 
of Savoy, in order to obtain, frdm the confiscation of their psxx 
perty, the means of endowing thdr CoUeges. The Pope bom- 
self wrote to the Duke upon this scheme, dridjurniilm&itiik^' 
with "mcmey to prosecute it. There arose, in consequence a 
bloody war in the^States of Savoy: part <^ the PibceBtai^ ftMl> 
to Switzerland, others took up amis in the&r own defonoe, and 
were treated with the utmost barbarity. The horrid cruelties 
of a civil war followed J. The Jesuit Possevin, who was C€^€-^

1%e Jemita ha«e fiecpieiitly exdted the moft cnid eivS 
irara, in order to ^compel a whole peofde to retme tb«0l^ 
against tfaeIr^w]]l ; and have abused the oonfidenee and wtA^ 
nesBof Princes, in persuading them to measures whwh hare* 
^pnved didm of Uieir States : but thej have especially dis** 
played their sangiunary sprit in aiding the odier mcmbsrs fot 
the Boinii^ Church to persecute and destroy Heretics. 

SieisKimD the Si^ of Poland, who was lumielf a Jesuit, 
eamesthr 'derired Aeit esTAHtftment in Swieden, where hia 
unde, Puke Cha&les, was his Lieutenant : Ceablss remon* 
strated/m vain, that the people of Sweden would not endure^ 
the Jesuits: the King persist ^, and th^ people took igma. 
i^rakist him. He was boatea both by sea and land, taken^ 
prisoner, and onty released, * on condhioii that he would as*: 
semble his States, and act in cdnjunctim with them. He dieR' 
escaped from Sweden, and strove to. arm the Poles against the 
Swedes ; but. they refused the alliance, and in the mean tipie 
has «ai^ feis^ upon lus towns f. , 

Thft #dBmts rendered themselves so odioqs at Riga, in 
159^, that the town revdited; and Ds Thou observes Itfiat 
the Prince was so'grieved, as to occarion his death. 

Henby hi. ^ haying ascended the throne of France, the 
Jesuits obtainedfrcnn him, in March, 1^75, Letters Patent for 
their estahKfflhmmt at Bourgcs, to whjph plyse IMUi^wyAT, tbfi 
JenSc, rqpuond fiom Paris, irtia» he had endwoilod die Uni* 
yetiiy, and the Facid^ .of Tl^^ogy^ <m the sulgact of Piuv

AvGSLO and the Pope, on the subject of Pargatory. The Foatlif 
faaviagoffend^ the Painter, the bttcr produced a gxaad painting of 
thekate of iaal retrifaution>and^plaoed a atdkiqg pprtf;^t pf the Pope^ 
in Hell. The Pope bei|ig naturally much incensed at such ^ attajd; 
upon his character, immediately sent to Michael Angelo, 9mi 
desired he would expunge the figure; upon which the ingenious, tat 
heretical, artist returned a message to the indijgnaAt Pontiff, inftM rnmiy

CHAP. VL 

THE JESUITS AT THE HEAD OF THE LEAGUE IN FBANC4 
— THEIR CONSPUIACIES AGAINST HENRV HI.. AND 
, HENRY IV. 

Tss Je^ts profited' by the League of France, la lendae 
liieiBiflebres^saentiftl to the Leaguers ; or nther, ti^j nfid 
l^iemflclves the soul nWch animated . the League, and idie 
Preadiersr who famented k. They headed thoee CMioua 
qants, who, under pretaice of destreying HeredcB^ <Ui^raced 
r^^Mxi by-thebr excesses; thvew the whole empire into cm- 
fiiaon; armed their ^sUow-citizena agttBst eiadi other; aal 
massaored two Kings of France. 

Mezeuai traces back Ae first League to 156S, which toolc 
flace nt TbcfahusBf rwkere^iwo years before, the Jesuits had 
been established, t^ the Pariiament of Langoedoc, at tha 
CoUege Toumon. After this exunple, a great number of

the first Leaguers, one article of which was to exclutle Henkt 
IV. (then a Protestant) from the throne ♦. The other Jesuit 
was Matthieu, a Provincial of the Order. 

In 1581, Sahmieb the Jesuit was isent to sound many 
Catholic Princes, and excite them against the King, whom he 
accused of favoring the Heretics; and in pursuit of this 
scheme, he traversed Grermany, Italy, and Spaiti. He could 
assume as many forms as he had oligiects to achieve, and some- 
times appeared as a common soldier, at others as a Priest, and 
l^giedn as a an^le rustic: he lent himself to Hoentious practioesy 
bbserving that there was no nn in them, since it was to acoom- 
pBsh a good work f . While Sammieb pursued .his ocnmie^ 
Matthieu went to the Pope. He \fas called the .Courier cf. 
ihe League, having made three or four joumies,'in succesabn^ 
in order to obtain a Bull, in default of which, he demanded a 
Brief, or even a Letter. The Pope was of opinion that the 
person of Hekby III. should be secured, and tbat his Citie» 
siibuld be seized X ; a^ Pasquieb expressly rdates, diat he 
contributed money for these objects ! 

It was through the intrigues of these Fathers that. Philip 
II. Eii^ of Spain, condiuded a treaty with the Ddxes qp 
Guise, on the Slst December, 1584; which provided that, 
^cnihedeaih o^Henbt III. the Cabdh^al de Boubbok 
<^ should be placed on the throne, and that idl heretic Prinoea 
^should be for ever excluded,^ the legitimate heir, HvtiBx 
IV. being then a Protestant §, \ 

. On the death of Matthieu in 15£^, the Gei^ral supplied^

It 
is imposeible to peruse without horror the record #hidi 
History has preserved of this dreadful epodi, which contihued 
many years under both Hcvet III. and HsMar IV. ** The 
** Society^ (says the University) ^< was every whoe Mijiyd 
^ m kindling a flame, which every honest man strove tof ex* 
*< tinguish. Commolet and Rouillbt were the tnonpets €t 
<< secfition, one of whom impioudy preadied that an Emm * 
<< was necessaiy, whether monk, soldier, or shepherd. The 
^ trial of PouLiN proves that the CouncB of the League sat 
*^ HI the Jesuits^ Ifonse of Professioa, and that mk adempt

harbour them, or suflTer than to keep public or private tehocJi^, 
on pain of being attainted of Hi^ Treason: Henry IV. 
iqpproved the measures for thdr expulsiony but they were ncft 
tmivenudly ^ obeyed. The Jesuits remained in Gtdenne and 
Languedoc« They had re-entered Bourdeaux after having 
been driven thence by ns Matignon, and were masters of 
many cities, within the jurisdiction <^ that Parliionent ; to 
which (as they themsdves admit) Henry IV. addressed heU 
ters for their expulsion^ but without effect f'. In that fistant 
province they gave themselves up to every kind of excess. It 
is above a hundred years since, that Jaerigue, one of die^ 
members wKo quitted them, and became a Protestant, record- 
ed in his work, entitled, LesJemiUs sur Ftkhajfaud^ the abo- 
minations of the Jesuits of the Province of Gtiiame.

KACIES AGAINST QUEEN ELIZABETH AND KING JAMES 

THE FIRST IN EJfGLANU, AND EXCITE THE GREATEST 

TROUBLES IN POLAND AND RUSSIA. 

TvE Jesuits were engaged in England for thuty years, with* 
out interruptRm^ in exciting civil war, in arming subjects against 
their Soverdgns, and in promotbg insurrection and revolt; 
they formed and conducted several conspirseies, for Uie d^ 
itruction of Queen Elizabeth, and King Jajmes I, 

The Author of Jesuites crtmineU de iize MajesU gives 
on interesting detail of them, chiefly extracted fltt»n the Trial 
of the Criminals, entitled. Actio in Proditores. 

AoBEET Parsons and Edmond Campion were the fi^t

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Jesuits, who, under cdour of instructkig and ocmsoling the C«4 
thcdks, visited their Houses in order to inqnre sedition and re- 
volt through En^and: Qveein Euzabeth discovered thdr 
designs. Camfion and two other Jesuits, named Sksbwiii 
and Bkyant, having been found guilty, were executed the 
1st December, 1581. 

A Jesuit, named Ceichtqk, who had been in Scotland, 
with a yiew to engage the King to jcnn with the Pope, and the 
King of Spain, to dethrone the Queen of England, having 
failed in his attempt, tried to povuade a giaitleman named 
BOTTSSE to.asaasfflnate him: Bouss^ ^as intrusted with the 
money which the King <^ Spain distributed in Scotland for 
aeditious purposes; but rejected with homnr xSm proposal, 
which a Priest dared to make tto him: Cbichton soon after 
accused him of this refusal, to Fuentes, the Governor of die 
Low Countries, as acrime, andhadqredit oacHightoobtamhis 

The vigihmce of Queen ELizABwra was eiunted by these 
multiplied intrigues: she con^dered it necessary to prohiUt 
her subjects from lodgii^ or harbouring these perscms: the 
^tish Paxfiament, in order to provide fen: her safety, passed 
aa-Act in 1585, which provided thi^ all who knertof any Poi* 
pji^ Priest or Jesuit^ and did not ^soever them within four 
days, should be imprisoned. 

Queen Elizabeth wrote to Hekby III. of Fram^ that 
.^^ the hypocritical and diabotical Jesuits were the source of 
^ various treasons, their maxim bdng, thatit is meritorious to 
^^ Jcill a ffing whom the Pope had cursed *.^ 

In 1585> the famous Gasnett landed in England with the 
title of Provincial; the . numbar and nature of the plots in 
jrhich he engaged, obliged him to assume difRgrent names: his 
first object was to secoid, in the interior of the kingdmn, the 
designs of the King of Spain, who in conjunction with Pope

The Jesuits^ disooncerted with this bad fortune, had re* 
courseto p^dy and treason; and it isobserved by the En^ish 
Judges, who assisted at the Trial of Gabnett, «that fionv the 
period of their first airiyalin England^ they did not suffer 
three years to pass ov^, without engaging^ insome new conspi- 
ifBicyy tending to the ruin of the Emgdom.

ZABBTA issued a Dedavation^agakidt them, im the ISth OotxK 
ber, 1591/ hi whi^, 9&at s^tAig forth the altanpts <^ Hm 
Pope and Kuig of Spain against her, she say&that ^^hehail 
^* ^e most eertain inftnaaticm, that tiie Jesuits^ GoUqies were 
** the nurseries and hiding-places of die rebek; that ^llieir 
^ Prmcapal had been toSpam, toarm its Kingagiustfaer; 
*^ that Pabsoks, a tea/(A^eranM»^tl«em,find who was theBirec- 
^ tor of the English Seminary «t Borne, had done the same;

upon it, drawn up by the Judges, entitled Actio in Pro^ 
dUares, upon wlndhi mithentic document is foiOided the minute 
detail of this abominable affair, given in the Jemiies enmktelB 
de Lixe MyesU; and De Thou, in his 135th Book, gives^i very 
copious account of it It is there seen that die Conqirators 
began by consuh^ng Gabnett, the Superior of the Jesuits, 
whose decisiovi was the great bond of theb union; thatinorder 
to cement it the more, the Jesuit Geilabp confessed them^ 
gave them the Sacrament, and admiiiisteTed an oath to them;

noured them with the title irf* MAHtTBS, aldiougb executed 
&r a crime, the bare reehd o£ which ovierwhel^is^ us with 
borror. . ^ 

King James pidAdied anoth^ ProclamlitioA^ on IQth 
June, 1610^*/ he there notice the different attempts upoq, 
liusi nnoe he sacended the throbe ; 'states that his Fiffliament, 
alarmed by the assasoniition of Hekbt IVi and by th^ sao- 
gumary doctrine whidi had been taught, by the Jesiutis had 
demanded of hmi tlie rehewal aiki exeoation (^ the ancii^t 
Laws against Jesiiits aMBcmiish Priests, and that be owed 
it to his conseienoe, his himour, and hiil sqfety, to ocmiply with 
Aeir wish. In this Proolamatkm he ordained the Oath of

They possessed full ateSSi with King Sigxsmoko, 
ind enjoyed it ut 1805, to dethxone Bobitz, ^Gfand 
Shdce of 'Muscovy, and to pat Demstbius, one of tfaeir 
bwn ereatures, in his pkee, who iinas also auppcnrted by 
4he Pope : 'I>EJK£'niiirs attacked Bobitz with an annyrttsed 
(«^th ^e money of ihe Palatinate, and the intrigues of the 
Jesnits. The ravages wMch this crud war, kindled by the 
J^stiits^ made in Muscovy, may be seen at fuU lengUi in Jht 
fFnoTj. ^ After a contest in which multitudes perished, Bobitz 
^as sllon, and Dembtbius ascended the throne: the Jesuit 
<Ko^»Ki made an harangue in his favor, add he gave the Je- 
suits a hrge house in Moscow; but after muckblood was died 
4n thii< civil war, Demetbius was killed; the Poles who had

Thar excesfies in Pdand were <^ so revol&ng a nature, 
^ttd they had ptaotiied !iuch deception upon Sigismond, that

%K>biHty, compfattttied to the King: the neglect he .shewed 
caused many troubles'in the kingdom. The King prohibited

^1607 *f: Saboa, the ^ponirii Jesuit, instead of striving to 
4^eN9(oi^ l^feace, persuaded^ie Sing tovefin^ all accommodatkoi, 
'VHaid toattfick the nobiHty, sword in hand, whidi he did, and 
^ttie most ^ffieting resuHs^ »sued. In a statcnoent made id 
ifii^'iAtfisembfyof the Slat^ wl»^'hasl)een6fta»^j^^ It 
h 'Asserted^ tlM ^< dieiJielsuits were tiw Chiefs of tl^ seditXHlls 
'^ atfd tom^^tsMBi that ttiey iieoBrae the adlnters of dte dee*

CONDUCT OF THE JESUITS TOWARDS THE CATHOLIC 

CLERGY OF ENGLAND — THEY PREVENT THEIR CHURCH 

FROM # BEING GOVERNED BY A BISHOP, IN ORDER 

THAT THEY MAY GOVERN IT THEMSELVES, 
* ■ ■ 

WuiLiAM Alle^, a Gathcdic, born in Lailcitster, febei^ 
firom Phillip II. a Catnonry in the Church cf Dbuay, in which 
he infi^tructed Ei^lish Students, and qualified them to ojppose 
the progress of Proteistantifem in thar ownlcodntry : hefttf- 
4er ittduced-the Bang of ^paSai to found at Douay aScmk 
nar; for En^idi youth, aftei^ardg removed to Rheims by 
CAarpiKAL Lt>RaAiN£ : tnme^df fii^se pupik passed over m^ 
-ijJHg ^ttffu^ to tjnoourage a^ i&stmctiiteCafboHcair bttb^^ 
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accused as traitors, Allen defended them, and held, that 
such as suffered in that cause were Martyrs who had sealed 
their religion with their blood. Pope Gbegort XIII. sent 
for Allen to Rome, who there founded a new Seminary finr 
the English, and gave the government of it to the Jesuits, 
who availed themselves of such an occasion of slipping into 
England^ where they soon exceeded the limits of their mis- 
sion : they tried, indeed, to confirm the Catholics in their 
faith; but as the great d%nities and riches of the English 
Church were possessed by Protestants, the Jesuits established 
It species of secret hierarchy, of which they were the heads, 
under the authority of the Sovereign Pontiff. As long as 
Allen lived, who was created a Cardinal by Sixtus Y. the 
English Catholics preserved some moderation; but on his 
death in 1594, their Priests became divided by the (fe»re of 
domination; and mutual jealousies arose: some maintained 
that motives of Religion ought not to disturb the peace of the 
State, and that they might live with a safe conscience under 
an heretical Queen ; while others carried every thing to extie^ 
mities, and declared loudly that they were ready to suffer JTor 
the faith of thdr fathers : many plotd formed by them were 
discovered, and the Queen issued several Proclamations against 
the Pope : the Jesuits and their pupls were branded with in- 
famy, and threatened with death as disturbers of the public 
tranquillity. 

Francis Tolett, an English Jesuit, and afterward! a 
Cardinal, had sufficient prudence to hold the balance even be- 
tween the .two ^parties who composed the En^^ish Sdfod at 
Rome, and to prevent th^ divisions from becoming public; 
but as soon as l^e was dead, the Jesuits broke out, a^d pro- 
claimed open war with the Seminarists who were not of th?ir 
^innion : at the 'same tu(n^, Weston, a Jesui^ who sought th^ 
^vernment of the Catholics in England, who had retired to 
Wisb^ach, excited great disturbance th^, a^d the lln^Bsh 
Priests having refused to obey that imperious Jesuit, were ac- 
cused at Rome by bixn wii Parsons as ^ismatics and off?n» 
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im. pARsoi^s was a se<iitiou8 sjnrit, who had fled to Rome, 
where, being himself out of the reach bf danger, he never ceased 
for dghteen years to write and disperse libels, in order to 
Uack^ the first parsonages of the kingdom, and disturb the 
public peace. Many of his Letters were intercepted ; in scHne 
of wlucb he stated, that foreign troops were ready to make a 
descent upon En^and ; and in others, he sought to stir up the 
people to revolt, and to prove that Elizabeth was but a 
usurper who had no right to the throne. 

In the mean time Westox laboured incessantly to estiU 
blish his authority: he employed at first the credit of th6 
Provincial, Gaenett, to obtain for Geokge Blackwell, the 
Arch-Prfest, the direction of all the English Seminaries. 
Blackwell ms led to unite hiniself with the Jeisuits in the 
hope of making them subservient to his ambition, knowing 
thdx ix^uence at the Court of Rome. He acted entti^ly 
under the advice of Westom : all his letters to Rome were 
full of die praises of the Jesuits ; and he assured the Popa 
and <C&rdinals that they were the greatest protectors and 
^ends of the Priesdiood, in order that he might secure him« 
self their protection. The Jesuits gained oyer Sta^^dish, nh 
English Priest, and sent him privately to Rome to support 
those statements, under the title of Deputy of the English 
-Church : on has arrival, Paksons associated with him Hajk 
Dodi and Aikie, two English Priests resident at.'^me. 
These pretended Deputies, favored by the Pope and Cardinal 
Cajetan (the Protector of the English Catholics), erected a 
new Seminary in England, to be governed by Blackweli. 
and other Jesuits, independently of the Priests at Wisbeach, 
who refused obedience, which conduct led to firesh divi^ons. 
They sent two brethren to Rome to appeal to the Pope, whom 
Paesoks imprisoned, and treated with the utmost indignity : 
while in England the Jesuits employed threats, promises, and 
entreaties, .to induce the Priests to consent in writing to the 
tiew^isscipline of the English Seminary. Cardinals CaJtetak 
iod^OEGHESE sent lettiers ftom Rome^ threatening the re* 
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frpctoiy wkk process from t}ie Holy See, which alarmed msaxy^ 
whUe. others pubUshed a defence, which* was answered by 
IjjsTXK the Jequit'with considerable gall ^ and rpge, maintain^ 
lug 4hat the. Priest^ wfret schbm^tics, and.giiiltypf many 
other crimes^ Tlie Provincial and Blackwell having ap- 
proved Jthis Libel, it was. widely drculated, end ^produced such 
a«L effect, that &e CathoUcs 'Would no longer held communion 
^t|l those Priests^ who weise in the end 'deprived of their pro- 
perty : they were tr^ted worse« by the Jesuits and the Ardir 
Priest BhA^KwiRhh thap h^ ^their eneoedes themselves. A blind 
aod' unconditional submission being required of them, th^ 
were .reduced to appeal to the Pope, on which) Blackwez^ 
8mpended,them from their functions: Pae90Ns obtained a. 
£^ef at Ropie by which tho po^srer of the Jesuits over the 
i^n^r^i^;^ Senunaries was established, without any discussion of 
tb^ jqy^estipn, or even hearing the Deputies itent to Rome by 
th^.J^ri^tir Respect for tbp Papal Brief silenced evray com^ 
pl^ipt o^.the Priests V and th^y resolved io obey Blaokwbx.% 
fi% ^tliQ AiTch-Priest appointed by the Holy See ; but he soon 
revised, .by his conduct, the dispute wUich seemed at an end^ 
\}j publicly declaring them sehismatics^ and refu^ng-them-ab- 
aQli^tion : upoo ^this. they app^ed.to the Theolo^ans of the 
IJlpiy^ty of Paris, who dedded in thdr favor,: the Jesqift^ 
prplubited the promulgation of this deciaon, on pain of inteih 
dktion and^confiscatipn. ^ Blackw^ll also inteidicted tm of 
diechi^frSeminfudstss. dq)rived them of their property, and 
Inhibited the Catholics from holding any commerce with, 
th^n ; thj^ now ^agwi ap^pealed to the Pope^ and sent Depi:u 
ti^^ repi^esehting that ^^ the Jesuits were the sole autJhom 6t

CHAP. X. 

AFFAIRS OF VENICE. 



'F^pE Pavx v. on the 15th of April, 1606, laid the BiqMiblic 
of >Vet4c6 Under an Interdict for disobedience, which Inteidiot 
tile fitei^te commanded its subjects not to obey. The Jesuits 
dtdioing they diould obey it, were oUigcd to quit tibe Oitys 
^mdwent toFartasaf. FATHlntFAJirz^ describing theirvetMa^ 
aays that tiiejr conecttkd in the City the yasloi and piroeapiia 
tNDameHts of the Chutdi, as wallas their best furnitui^^aiidl 
books^ lejsvitig nothing but bare waBs^ except a qumili^ of 
crucibles for mditing metals, which occasiimed great <^S^ioe|. 
The VeniBtians ,were persuaded that the Jesuits had irrko^tcd 
the Po]^ agmnst them ; that they had dinunkhed theaffecti^i^ 
of the niafried women and chMren, by persuading them that 
th^ husbands and fiithers were ^coonmumcated; , that a 
letter ftoma Jesuit to the Fope had beni inteztepted, •itfttjag 
tiiat there w^re above three hundred youths of noble birth 
ready to obey whatever crdm^ the Fope might give,: ^ in

orderod to fyaiidi in a limited time an exact list of the names, 

ea^Jtsyin^it, and oooncry, of their members in those States, 

with an es^press j^d^tion to the Superiors, against receiiring 

jummig them any odier than Voietian natives-^Decrees which 

gaf^ great alarm to these Fathers, and announced <&positions 

tin die part of the Senate, likdy to tend to their destruction. 



CHAP. XL 

W&CAt. OF TB3E, JESUITS IN THE KINGDOM OF FRANCE. 

Th& Jesuits, akhou^ expelled from France by afanost all its 
'IMaiiiMSi^^ ft>tmd m^qas to maintain themselres in the juris- 

dic&ins of tbe Pailisments iof Thoulouse and Bouideaux. 

jj^ these Provinces they preserved an understanding with 
^^B^reat parts> of the kingdom, used entreaties, sought prbtec- 

^Hi m eveiy quarter, and, above all> interested the Legates of 
the Pope in the»r £Eivor. As the Court of Rome always found 
fbem^ ready to second its exorbitant pretensions in every 
Jdngdom, it iratmly espoused their cause. The Pope had

The King had answered the solicitations of the Pc^pe, in has 
Letter of the 17th <rf August, 1698, as fdlows : " The 
<^ Jesuits shewed themselves so full of zeal and intxi^e, that 
^^ they were insu|qp(»*table, ccmtinuing to seduce my objects, 
'^ and to conduct their intr^es not so much to oy^rcome and 
'^ amvinoe those of a different rdiigion, as to gun a footii^ and 
^^ authority in my kingdcNn, and toenridi and exalt tbemsdvea 
^' at the expense of evay one-f-.^ In the instructions givoa 
by this Monai?ch to M. ds^Sillert, his Amhassador at Rcmie, 
in January^ 1599, he observed, that ^^ under the pretext olT 
^^ religion, the Jesuits disturbed the repose of |he State, and 
^^ intermeddled with public affairs; whidi, with the covetoua- 
^^ ness and ambition they had displayed, and the attempts 
*^ made, at their instigation, against bis authority, had ren- 
*^ dered them so odious, that, if he had followed the wishes of 
^^ his subjects, and the Decrees of his Parliaments, they would 
^' have been treated far more rigorously than they had been: 
*'^ that, actuated by the sole desire of obliging his Holiness,, he 
^* had always rather moderated than inflamed the cfipositioii 
<( i^jainst them, although they had ^van him ev^ oec^ttioa. 
*^ oi ofifence ; havii^ never ceased, since tb^ baniidunent^ ta 
^' intrigue both in public and privi^, exciting discord amoo^ 
^^ his subjects, and condemning his measures, of which the|P 
^ juc%ed rather by passion, than I^ truth or reason^.^ Thajr

pepared ap6I(^es to gain tbe public mind ; printed at Bbur* 
<ieaux and. Limoges, that ocnnposed ty flidr Father RicHJeoME, 
and distributed it among the Great. The Bishops, who had 
an interest in pleasing tHe Court of Rome, employed them in 
thw Dioceses: but so long 83 the Chancdlor de Chiveent 
fived, who knew their danger, they could not obtain the 
Eng's favor. After the disscJution of his first marriage, being 
at Lyons celebrating his second with Maey of MEnicis, th« 
Jesuits availed themselves of that event; and through tbe 
medium of some noblemen who were in thrir interest, caused 
two of their most intriguing Fathers to be introduced to th^ 
King, viz Maggio a Visitor, and Gentel a Provincial; but 
even while they and others wa*e seeking ip influence him in 
their favor, he daily discovered new subjects of complaint, and 
thus expressed himself in a letter to Cabdinal d^Ossat, 
dated Ist of May, 1601 ♦: " I must complain to you <rf the 
'^ Jesuits : you know how their own General prohil»ted their 
** return or re-establi^meht in any town of my kingdom with-' 
*' out my leave, requiring that they might withdraw from 
^* D^on and Beziers, where they had bee^ introduced without 
'* my permission, with which I was satined, as I often ia- 
*' formed their Father Maggio ; and that it only remained for 
** his Brethren to prove by their conduct, the respect and obe- 
** dience which they owed me, that I mi^t forget the past, 
** and give them my ccmfidence : they soon, however, forgot 
^ tkus lesson, for they established a College at Caliors without 
'' my permisaon, which renewed tbe sense of past injuries ; 
^* from thence I ordered thdir expulsion, desiring to preserve 
^ nay authority in my kingdom, without enduring that it should 
" be disputed, still less under pretience of reli^on, and by the 
" Jesuits."^ When tfae dqpendance rf the Jesuits on their 
General, and their constant onrespondence with him,^ are con- 
vdered, it must be seen that it was impossible for the Jesuits in 
France to have acted thus, except in concert with their G^*

neral, who must, consequently, have deceived the Xing, in 
affecting to impose restrictioiis which he prevented from bong 
acted upon. 

It was the Jesuits themselves, who hindered Henbt IV. 
from brining about their recal at this time.*— They were iit 
every conspiracy agamst the Kmg: Marshal Biron, and 
the Duke de Bouillon, were accused, in 1608, of haiong 
formed one *, the first of whom was tried by the Faf liament, 
and executed. The Baron de Lux deposed on his trial, that 
*^ Father Alexander, a Spanish Jesuit, was sent by the King 
^^ cf Spain to Biron, to inform him that the Coundl of Con- 
** toience in Spain had held that the offer [of the Duke pe 
^^ Bouillon to assist in so holy a cause against a dig, of 
*^ whom they said the most injiu*ious things which enemies 
^* could devise, might be accepted without offending God ; and 
*^ that it was taking vengeance upon our enemies, by our ene« 
*' mies themselves-)-.'^ The Duke, de BouillonV offer was 
to maintain the war in the Low Countries, on payment of 
£00,000 Crowns. The Duke being a Protestant, the King of 
Spain scrupled to accept his offer, and it was this scruple 
which the Jesuit came to remove, in the name of the Council 
of Conscience. It further appears, from the depositions, that 
this plot had for its object the dismemberment of the ldngd(»n» 
and the destruction o( Henry IV. 

That King, in a Letter of the 22d of November, 1602, to 
M. DE Bongars, his Envoy in Germany, observes that " the 
" question of the restoration of the Jesuits in hisjdngdom, and 
« the revocation of the Towns of Safety, granted by his Pro- 
<' clamations to those of that religbn, were made the ostensible 
♦* grounds o£ that conspiracy .** 

Henry IV. knew the Jesuits so well, that on the 24th of 
May, in that year, he wrote to M. de Beaumont, his Ambas* 
^ador in England, as follows : ^^ Although no other advantage

The enftrtedes which were urged on all sides fw the recal 
"of the. Jesuits,^ and the alarin which their inoesooit iiitriguet 
:oeGaMMd the King, tlvew him into the greatest perplexityl 
^length lie velaited^ andt begi» to tliink that he couM gain 
the Jesuits by loading them with fetv^rs, and tbushrefor the 
fiMxiXft m peace. He ojpencdM^ heart to tins eff^t to SmxV^ 
,jrho had l(Hig«i^yed his confidence; Hie hoped diat, by tnec&B 
^ben^ting^the Jesuits, he should attach them to him forever; 
Imt he ^oon adiBittedtfattt his enlightened Minister had the besit 
.gix>und8 fc^ asstyring him that no reliance was to be plac^ on 
their promises. SoiiLT relates that the "Scag said to him, ^^ I 
/' must now c£ necea»ty do one of two tMnga— either simply 
<* AdmiJ^ the J^tiits, and put th^ repeated oatibs and pro« 
<< mis^ to the test, 6r else al%c4utely rqeot them (os e^er, and 
'^ employ the most rigorous means to pre^^t their approad&» 
^< mf^ me or my kingdom ; in whicb cas^ th^ will undoubtedly 
f^ be thrown into despur, ^d lay plots for my life, which wiB 
^< render me so wretched, from living in oonstant iear of bdng

The University of Paris, and ike Facidty of Theology, 
yjgprously opposed .themselves to the r^^ of the Letter* 
'fstUg^i for the recal €£ the Jesuits^ who abandoi^d, at that' 
time, their attempts to obtain their aequiescenoe, in eqnae^ 
quenpe of so^e expressions of of^posidum cm thepart of the King^ 
as is manifest from the Prods Verbal of the Faculty, printed 
|iy order of the Univer«yty. It d^es not deadly appear in what, 
Iffiy the Ejing declared himself, whenit was too late ; but it w 
tCFtmif as may be seen at lai^ in Lea JesuUes crimineh €k 
J^^ McyestSi that from that period, Henby received varidus' 
kiformati(m of intended attempts upon his person, and that 
certain Jesuits wore concerned in the conspiracy. He was 
forewarned, among othesrf^ by the Captain of the Guard. If 
Intention had been paid to the infimnation of that Officer^ aft 
well as to that of the Lady of Coiaan, whid) she thou^t fit 
to transmit through the medium of the Jesuits, but which 
was sfuppressed by them, the cruel asdas^nation by Ravaillac^ 
which took place on the 14th of May, 1610, would have heetk 
prevented : their Fatlier Cotton visitid RAWAthLAC in prison^ 
and advised him to ^^ take good care how he accused the.imio>» 
** cent.'* Bavaillac had' every character of a true fanatic, 
who was only stimulated to that abominable act by a deluded^ 
consdence. He stated, that he had seeti iqipariti(^[is, and had 
communicated the circumstance to Father Aumg^ty. That 
Jesuit was confronted* with him, and denied^ at first, that, he 
had ever seen him : but Rf vaiixac p^Dostiog in Utt sti^ie^ 
ment, and producing proofs of it, Ai/bigny ai^wered the first 
f readeat^ that **^Ck)d'had^ven to some t^e gift of tpxiguest

^ ting oonfessioiiB.^ Beades, added he, ^^ we are Religioiia 
<^ persons, who know nothing of what is passing it) the world, 
^ and do not engage in its affairs.^^^^ I believe, on the oonr 
^ trary,^ said the first President, ** that you know but foa 
'^ much of the world, and mix but too much in it *;** 

The courtiers who were sincerely attached to I^KKKT IV. 
and even La Varenne himself, could not avoid reproaching 
the Jesuits with having led to this assassnation, at kiit'by 
their doctnnes. The Historians of that time have gone mudi 
farther. In examining and comparing the few facts, which it 
was ^und impossible entirely to sdile, they have spoken very 
strongly even in works presented to the successor of that Prince; 
and indeed by this collation of facts the axithar o£ Les JesuUei 
erimineh de Lhx MajesU^ has proved that the Duxx o^FJUt' 
I90V, the Jesuits, and the Spaniards, actuated by ^BfiSerent 
motives, conspired against the life of Henry IY. ; and that sudi 
conspiracy, which had so fatal an effect upon Prance, condeoma 
the Society, of the most atrocious crime. This assassination had 
been preceded, and, as it were, prepared, by the pidjlicadon of 
the book of Mariana, entitled De Rege et Regit InsfUutionek 
Among other detestable maxims, that Jesmt pronbunced ih^ 
killing of a King, a laudable, glorious, and hennc action ; ex- 
horted that it should be done openly, and lamented that there 
were so few who would undertake so generous an enterpise +* 

If certain considerations prevented the developeinent of thia 
conspiracy in its source, the Parliament at least conadered itself 
bound to point out, though indirectly, by whom the blow was 
^struck. In spite of the intrigues of the Jesuits, who had 
guned over some Magistrates to protect the Society, Mariaka^s 
book was ccmdemned to be burnt, on the 8th of J^une, 1610»

«l(j«ct which HaNa Y promised faimsetf in conceding to the Jesiuts equal 
ijfi;llt8 ^d priyil^* with his other subjects, was, bis personal security^ 
since he feared, that, in resisting their demapds, his life would fall a sacri- 
fice J and yet this very consequence followed the concession which he 
made. Ith thus at present that we are assured by the Catholics, that

r^U BO kuigien and certain Mbersl Protestants, like Ma. Dallas, are 
of the same ^^inion; and< contend that t there is only one method of 
indacing the Members of the intolerant Church of Rome, to esteem the

Cardinal Bellarmine, a Jesuit, published a book .en« 
tilWIt d Treatise on the Power of the Pope in temporal 4f* 
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Jmn; wtixk the Kkig^s Advootttes deiidunbed to the Patfiameai 
asapemicious work,by whom itwad ocRvIefliiied, on the5S6thof 
November, 1610. The Fope"^ Nuncb, and the Jesuits, ex- 
claimed loudly against th^ir Dec««« ; bilt tl^ first Prradent 
Hablat justified ic puUidy before^the Queen *. Their Fathar 
CoTTOK, in order to defend the Society, on account of then* 
^loctiine of killii^ Kings, published a book, entided, J Deda^ 
ratory Letter; which being answered by. AnHcottony produoed 
Jl Reply to AnUcGtUm^ from the Jesuit : Riches, who was 
then Syndic, denouneed this rejdy to the Faeidty of Theology, 
'^sk Febru^, 1611, as containing maxims destmctiye to 
Royalty, and as defending, in addition, the horrid work df 
Mabl4NA. Judgment having been given {^gainst the work, the 
Jesuits appealed to the Queen; but,^pon Rich£b shewing the 
importance of the question,* the Queen declared her satkfiictiaii 
with what had been ddne -I*, 

Another event which happened at the same &sie was not 
^culated to appease the Jesuits, with nrference to Richxk. 
They had jHiblicly pinted at Poietiers, three Sermons preach- 
ed in honour of thdr Patriarch I^^natht^ In these it was 
affirmed that ^^ Ignatius had performed more mirades diaa 
" Moses, and as n^ny as the Apostles J; that his audiori^ over 
f ^ the creatures was such, that they rendered him a pTom|^ obe- 
** cliepce; that, whilst he lived, his life and his manners wert 
*^ so holy and exemplaacy, even in the ojmikm of Heaven, thAt , 
-^^ only such Popes as St. Peter, such Empresses as the Mo#» 
^^ ther of Grod, such a Sover^gn Monarch as God the Father, 
*^ and his Son, had the happiness o£ beh<Jdiifg him.^'-^To 
these blaqdiemies was added the impiety of apjdjring to Ioi^a- 
Tins, what St Paul has ap^ed to Jesus Christ : ^^ In these

These propositions were denotmced to the Faculty by 
BicH£E, on the 1st Octob^, 1611, and eoiidemned by them

The affair of the Jesuits Becan and Suakss afibrds fur- 
ther testimony on this point . The. Jesuits, in . spite, of their 
declaration, oi the 22d February, 1612, inundated the worlds 
mid France in particular, vfith the works of those tn^o Jesuits, 
in which their execrable, but favourite doctrine respectiiig the 
authority and lives of Kings was renewed. ^

(U^KBUjCT OF THE, JESUITS RKLATJ^VE TO THEIR INTRO* 
PUCTION AT BIX)1S, AUpCJUiiiE, AKD OTHEJei PLACER 
JN FRANCE. 

In 1629, on the authcnrity of a smph Licence, obtaoned 
irom Loms XIII. without the odnfirinatbn of PaHiament, 
they obtained a Grant' of the College of Blois, ia tax nipaa 
salt, and other privileges, whidi the 'King fiermitted th^ to 
enjoy, iunountihg to an annual revenue of 6000 Livrte. The 
establishment of these Fathei^ at Auxerre was never 'sanction. 
fi by the Parliament : bendes what they contrived to procure 
from the City, they aliso obtained for their College the union 
o^ several benefices, which sweHed thar annual rev^ue to 
upwards of 10,000 Livres. It was the Rector of Auxore 
"(the fi^nous Jesuit I^jchesne), who wrotie a letter, purport- 
mg to'have the saniction of the Canons, Rectcnrs, and Ecde* 
siaslics of Auxerre, against ihe necessity of laoing Gcdin all 
OUT actions, 

A very interesting account may be seen of the attempts 
> made by the Jesuib to gain a footing in Troyes, the Capital of 
Champagne, in a work of nearly five hundred pages, which 
was published in 1 ^57, entitled, Mhnoires powr servir a FJSis^ 
toire des Peres Jesuites^ ' contenans le Pricis raisonni des 
Tentdtives gu^Os out Jaites pour iHdblir i TrcyeSy avee k$ 

^'Scc VanXssbn, Vol. 11. p. 775 5 and a wbrkjprfntcd tt Vdnicc 
8H644> entHM, JkdmaCini Settiarit in ISUgit^ P^l^m^t iefmm ^mtitm 
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PiicesJutiijIlcBiiPes, These attetnpU were, hotnevfry wUhoot^ 
tUGcess, and at page 404 of that work^ w!*^cii a statemont 
of the reasQDs whieh, induced the inhabitanta of 'Tixiyes to ap« 
pose the reception > of the Jesuits, as dialled in their ow» 
ifords, addressed to Louis XIV. in the year 1688. The 
Preface states, that, during' a wIh^ oentury, ** the Jesuits 
*^ had made incrediUe efforts to establidi themselves ; but 
'* had ever encountered the strongest opposition, from the Ci'^ 
<* tizens, who had been tauglU wisdom by the experience qf 
•* other TownSy which had admitted themT* Their reason^ 
are then ^ven, to the number of sixteen, and are to the fol- 
lowing effect : " Every one knows in l^ow many ways the Je-- 
^^ &uit& have been convicted of corrupting Christian Morals ; 
*^ their disseo^ons ^Jso are but too good pledges of what would 
•* happen if they, should occupy Troyes : they would erect 
*^ altar against altfur : there are no Religious Prp^essors who 
/'have carried to such Jengths their preluded exemptions 
"from episcopal jurisdiction: they would beoHne a , h^vier - 
," burden at Troyes than any other which there is ta bear. On , 
** pretence of their credit at Court, , no one would oare to treat 
•* them like other Religious characters. It may suffice to 
" glance at the novelty of theiy establishment in the Churcli ; 
•' the prodigious number of houses which they have founded 
** throughout the world, in, a Century and an half, at the 
' *' public expense ; the iihmense wealthy which they possess in 
*< all quarters ; tlie extraordinary measures employed by them 
" in the accumulation of property. In 1638, they hwl only 
" been six months in the City of Troyes, and they had then 
•< acquired 40,000 Livres. Chalons wiU long lament liaving 
** received them : she can only behold with sorrow their superb . 
*< Church and magnificent College, erectedj in part, at the ex- 
" pense of an Individual, who, by failing iox abov^ 100^000 
*' crowns, has beggared numerous families. CharlevQle ijvill 
.•^jaever forget that these Fathers induced the DuKjp w

They were also powerfully attacked in an offidal docu- 
ment, entitled, A Memoridljbr Ihe Unvoerdties of Francef, 
a Document of the greater importance, as it was referred to 
by the University Of Paris a Cejitury aftei^ards (m its 
Memorial to the l^ng in 17JB4), in the followb^ terms (jfM^ 
19): ^' How many thmgs. Sire, in the Privileges and Con- 
^^ stitudons of the Jesuits, are opposed to the Boyal antho* 
^ rity — 'to justice in general — to the dignity and power of 
" Cardinals, Archbishops, and Bishops— to the youth who 
*^ study under these Fathers— to those who join their Society 
•^ —to the prosperity of the Cities which receive tbem^^to 
*^ the perfecdon of the Sdences-^and to the andent usages of 
'^ the Church. These various ardcles fortn so many heads^ of 
<< acciisadon, published in 1624 by yout memorialiste'* fn*ede-* 
" cessors, and presented to the Council of Loins the Just." 

This Memorial of 1624 establishes the above heads of ac- 
cusation, by extracts from the Consdtudons and Privileges of 
the Society ; but as these will be stated hereafter, more at 
length, it is only necessary to advert to it generally. In ilhew- 
ing the incompatibility of their doctrines and maxims witii 
diose of the University, respecdng the persons of Kings 
being held sacred, the Universities present to the King, Ex- 
tracts from many of their books ; adding, that ** they ooiild 
** adduce many others, all of which establish the truth and 
** fulfilment of the declarations of many of the Prelates of 
** the Church, when the Society first appeared, and of the 
** opinion, or, in other words, the prophecy, of the Sotbonne 
*' in 1554 ; so that the Kings's Advocates at the Parliament of 
** Paris, Seguiee, Maeillac, Bbuslaet nu Mesnil, Boir-

*' bable that this Society, hoping to elude the force of <^posii- 
'^ tion^ will offer to renounce their Constitution^ Bulls, and

^' iutherto dpne, and will keep their word as they keep the 
** conditions und^ which the late King re-established them : 
-•* what reliance con be placed on thrir promises and submis- 
** sions ? The|!e is nodung by which the Society is bound, 
" but its own interest What danger is there in harbouring 
^^' pcarspi^ who aire gp%§^ed by laws of their own, which are 
*^ neither apf^ved by Kings, nor registered by Parliaments,

** Justiqe is no Ipngjer justice, than while it is to their taste.'* 
The lifemorial then glances at what it calls ^^ the atrodties, 
**, written by the Jesuits against the Parliament of Paris, in 
** the cause of .Pontoise," and notices the insolence with which 
their Father Solxeb had treated the Council of State, in a 
vocfc, publicly printed at Poictiers, where he says (p. 172), 
** The Order of Jesuits is already divided into thirty-three 
^ fertile and exte;nrive, Provinces i inhabits 356 Houses and 
^' Colleges ; and reckcms in them at present above 10,580 of 
** -the Rd^ij^ous, so skilled in the science, of governing, that 
** even auKntig jdie Lay Brethren, are those who could give 
^* Ussoasto the Chancellors of Granada and Yalladolid, that 
<«is to say, the King^s Council qfSiateJ^ What k;ssons then 
mffft the Jesuits, who were Piuests, hav^ bfoen abb to g^ve? 

There are few events, however, ^recorded in th^ History ,of 
the J^esuits, w^ich better il^ii^i^ the^r spirit, than t|beiy frau- 
d^^l^o^c^f^on of the College of Mans, in opposition to the 
University <rf Paris, the. whole recital of which is toovolu- 
mmous for iiuertion here ; but may be found in the collection 
ef docwoa^ts uppn the subject, which tlje Univeraty puhr 
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70 JESVITS' FEA^D At PAEIS^ 1625. 

Kshed in 1632, and less perfectly in another, comp^^ by th« 
BectoTy in 1626. It is a repetitioii of the History of the Vine- 
yard of Naboth — In a few words — The Jesuits prev^tikd oii 
•M. Lavardin, Bishop of Man^, to transfer to thein the College^ 
of Mans, founded in Paris by his predecessors ft>r pebf Sicholar s 
of that Diocese, studying at that Univeraty, He entered into 
mi agreement for this purpose, on the 11th of October, 1625^ 
with Father Fillean, Rector oi the Jesuits^ College at Cler- 
mont; by whioh he sold to those Fathers, the College of Mans 
with its dependencies, revenue, buildings, and chapel, in con- 
ttderatioo of the Jesuits Innding themselves t6 provide fiir thie 
BiiA^op and his successors, such a re^dence at Paris, as they 
might choose, at the expesise of dS^OOO Livtips : in which affidr 
we have a Bishop selling what was dot -his crwlt, but the pro- 
perty of the Church, for the puiqpose of providing his Ijbrdship 
with a handsome hotel in Pans; and Profipssbrs of Helton 
knowingly becomiqg the purdij^sers! Thi^ ev^h't led to consi-r 
derable litigation. The Faculty of Theology decided in Sep- 
tember, 1632| that the agreement was irreligious, illegal, un« 
just, scandalous, apd simoni^cal, and consequently could pass 
no property to the Jesuits. The Univeraty, aniong bther 
measures, ptay^ the Pope not to grant the'ffishop of Mans 
or the Jesuits any dispensation from the simony of such act of 
sale ♦. This University ialso published a Me|n6rial to the 
King, and the Council^ entitled, D^Jfenses de FUMverski de 
Paris centre riTsurpaiionj gut les JesuUes tetdent juvre ^du 
CdUege de Mcms ; in which they notice the Jeihiits' condudt at 
Angouleme and Sens, in order to becpme the sole Jf asters of 
Education, in stipulatipg that no on^ should le^db but thein* 
selves, and advert to the ruin of the Colleges of Orleans, 
Bourges, and Poictiers, by their means.

CHAP. XV. 

AFFAIRS RELATING TQ THE ADMONITIO, SANCTAHEL, &C, 
AND OTHER WRITINGS QF THE JESUITS HOSTILE TO THf; 
AUTHORITF ANp PERSONS OF KINGS, 

The more the Court loaded the Jesuits wi£h favors, the more 
psroud and insolent th^y became towiirds all, not excepting Ithe 
Qpurt or the King him^U*. Louis Xllf. had with the 
advice of his Council determined on the war of the Vakelii^ 
and on an alliance for timt end, with England, Holland, and^ 
Venice: all at once two Latin Libek appeared i^gainstilua wtst^ . 
the one entitled Mysteria PdUka^ the other Admonitio a^

Tectives agimst the King^s Council, collectively and indin^ 
dually, and against Venice, England, and Holland, d^etral 
questions were put to the King: such as, ^^ May nei arfiu Im

^^ Kingdom f In a time of irauble may noi a Protector be

The Chdtelet hastened to condemn these libds to th« 
flames, by its Decree of the SOth of October, IQSte ; dedaring 
them dangerofuSf u^&ed, sediMouSyJUled withjalsejads^ aoAy 
wUhmam/ maa^ms and propositions hostile to the andhorHy of 
KingSy which au4horify had been establishsd by God; iathe 
safepy (^ their persons, and to Ae peace of their pec^^ and 
iendiiig to incite them to^ebeUion under pretemt^religionf 

It soon appeared thai the Ai>M<»nT]^ was writtoi by the 
Jesuit Jean VHeureua:, bomin the Isleof Candia, and bfouj^t 
into France by Cabbisal BABSE&iNiy L^te-of Pow Ubrjui 
YIII. ; and that the Mysteria PoUHea was wxitteifr by th« 
German Jesuit SIelleb. ' Indeed, die measures cqpenly em» 
ployed by the Soriety, to evade^the censures pronounced on 
these works, plainly diewed that such abomind^ productions 
had originated with tfieir own Members ; and the appearance 
of those works was undoubtedly connected with the affair c^ 
the Jesuit Ambboss Guyot, * who was in the b^;inning of the 
same year, 16^, accused by the Parliam^t of Rouen, of a 
fionspracy agaiitet Loitis XIII. but w«s rescued itoax the 
hands of justice, and delivered over to the Jesdit Cottov, then 
Provincial of the Order f.

The two tibels had been denounced to the General As- 
sembly ioif the Clergy, in the end of the preceding year. The 
IB^op of Chiutres wtis directed to draw up a condemnation erf 
the Books, which h& did in an lu'gumentative form^ It was. 
read in the Assembly, ngned by die Bishop, in dieir names, 
and printed inX*atin and French. It was followed by import* 
ant results*. 

The Jesuit Jean LUeubjcux, the author 9f tbk Aomo-

KiTto, was (as has been observed) in the suite of the Tope'h , 
Xiegate: be.was too much interested in the above Censure^- 
not to oppose it with aU his power, both by his influence with 
lus patron, and by his secret intrigues with his brethren. The 
independence of the Crown, and the soveragn authority of the 
King, which were established therein at great length, were, op 
the one hrad, arudes altogether unpalatable to the Court of 
Borne ; while, 'on the other hand, it was impossible, that the 
^Kdiops, whose atting was not yet terminated, should not de* 
dare themsdves against a libel which abounded in attack$^ 
upon the King, his whole government, and the heads of the 
tiingdom. The Bishops therefore, desirmg neither to dis- 
please Rome nor France, resolved not to adopt the argumen- 
tative censure, but to substitute another, both dry and short, 
containing nothing which might affect the Papal pretensions, 
contenting themselves only with condemning the two libels zi 
fiisCy scandaUms^ seditious^ contrary to the interests, tJte 
trdnqutUity, and iheprosperify qfihe Kingdom, tothe person 
^ iSu King, his authoritt/, and his Council*. The Kings's . 
Advocates complained of this alteration to the Parliament, and 
fi. D£ Serviek publicly chai^ged it upon.the secret intrigues 
of the Jesuits themsdves. The Parliament ordered the first 
censure to be adopted, which led to considjeraUe discussion* 
between that body and the Clergy, and ended unfavorably to 
the former •[•. 

We now come to the work of Sakctabel. The Jesuits, in 
16S5, published Urn book of their Colleague at Rome, v/bich 
was entitled Tractatus de Hceresi et Potestate Summi PanH" , 
jScfa. It was approved by the Superiors of the Jesuits, and , 
even by the General Viteleschi, and by the Pope's Vif». 
gei^nt, and dedicated to the Cardinal of Savoy. Sancia^e]^

The University, in order to justify its accusation against the 
whole Society, had only to revert to the frightful propodtionil 
of GuiGNABD, Makiana, Bellabmine, Suabes, and other^ 
which hiKl been condemned by the Parliament, and to shew how 
those propositions agreed with the present 

The Pajrliament expressed its horror, and by its Decree dT 
the 18th March, 1626, condemned the book to be burnt, after 
applying to it the strongest terms of reprobation^ and ordered 
tKe Provincial of Jesuits, three of their Rectors, and three pf 
ther Elders, to attend them oii the following day. 

Their answers to the Interrogatories, which were put to 
'them, afford sufficient evidence of thdr subdety, th^ want of 
jnncmty, and the little reliance which can be placed'on their 
fissurahces.

Ae Parliament and University were thus exposed to the greiit- 
est odium for being faithful to the King, in qpite of 'himself; - 
fiir.resolutdy defending the authority, thie crowns, and lives- 
of Sovereigns.

This whde relati(xr 
only evinces^ on thrir part, a systematic design of inculcating' 
without scruple, the doctrine of King-killmg, a determina- 
ticm to oppress all who oppose their crimes; and a sol^mD 
contempt fot thith and good consdence; a contempt so.de-* 
dded, that they declared to theParliamentj that if 4hey should 
be forced to profess the belief of other maxims than their 
own, they would teach the contrary elsewhere. Such was the 
avowal made in the name of the Sodety, by the famous Fa- 
ther Cotton, the Confessor of Heney IV. and of Louis 
XIII. In what safety then were the consciences of thoser 
Princes in such hands? And what reliance could be fdaced •

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Their conduct in JapanaSords the most evident proof of , 
their views in this particular. Pope Greoobt XIII. to whom . 
the Faculty of Theology in Paris had taken the liberty tO; 
write, that the Jesuits possessed fuU power under him, had. 
granted to them that ^^ po Priest, or other of the Rdi^ous, 
^ except those of the Sipciety, should, without the express 
** permisfflon of the Holy See, go to Japan, eithet to preach 
*^ the Goapel, or to teach the doctrines of Christianity, to ad> 
^^ minister the Sacraments, or to exerdse any ecclesiastical func- 
^ tion whatever^-rand that Pope ordained that this Brief 
should be read and published every where that the Jesuits 
mig^t consider necessary ^. In ecmsequence <^ thb angular 
privilege, the Jesuits long governed that vast EmjHre, alone, 
witiiout Bidiops-Hin Empire which contains Sixty-six King- 
doms, and above Two Hundred Provinces, They had got; 
one of thar Fathers made a Bishop, whom .^ley kept con<- 
atantly at Macao in China, without permitting lum to set foot^ 
in Japan : he served them simply for ordaining Priests, when 
they were wanted, whidi Priests were always members of 
the Sodety. The Jesuits who governed this extensive Churd^ 
obtained the tide of Vicars-Genaral, from their Bishop can- 
toned at Macao. Pops Clement VIII. at the request of 
Philip II. of Spain, revoked the privilege granted to the 
Sodety by Pope Grbgoby XIII. and permitted all the Reli^ 
gious in general to go and preach Christianity in Japan; but 
on condition that they should only go by the way of Portugal, 
and not by the Phihppines. By this condition the Jesuits 
reckoned that no other than themselves, would go into that 
country; for they we»^ then absolute Masters of the States rf 
PcMtugal. 

At length, in 1608, Pope Paul V. at the instigation of 
the Cathohc King, took off this condition. Some zealous 
IXaninican, Ftandscan, and AugusUn Misaonaries then un

dertook U> go ojxd culdvate this barreti land; for the first 
kbourers pf the Jesuits, entirely occupied with enriching;

JMshop of Macao, either Teftned admissibn tb theife Miauona* 
Hes, or, in o^er to rid themselTes of th^m, sent them ta 
Macao, und^ pretence of obtaining authority from the Jesuit 
B^sh^; Or Mne&ties a* Jesuit wotdd )i9SteB with epeeA from 
die extremis of the Kii^dom to claim, as his particular prow 
pMy, the Icind'on which the Religious stranger thoij^t him^ 
i^r coUed to.laM>tir. 

A speciiHen of the Apostdical labours of the Jesuits ia 
Japan may be seen* in 4he Memorial -of Collapo a celeltfated 
DcHniniean, presented* to the Ei^ of Spam^; and in ihse 
Letter of the celebrated From^soan, Loins Soteio, to thQ 
P6pe : they maddled there, as e? ery where else, in the affaim 
of the State; they sou^ to dispose of the Gorefnments of 
<he &ifetf^ 1^3ttigi(m» which composed it, and, by tl^ir hn-^ 
trigules, iht^ freqii^tly exdfted distbrbances, which Immght 
Ae HkMt cruel "p^rsecu&ons upon all the Christians, 

Amongst 6thers^ 4ie R^ligbua who labMred' with efiect 
in ftTapan, we shoidd eispeeialty notice the befere-menticmed 
Lbuts Sol^£to, (tf the'Order'of ^ ^Vancis.

It woidd lead to too great a ^gteaskm to eoum^vte here 
the crimes committed by the Jesuits, in the coutse of thdr 
M issi o ns. The Accounts of the Fdr^gn Missions, the Anec- 
do^ on die Affidrs a£ China, La Morak Pratique, the 
iwritii^ of the Dominicans; all supply information on the 
^endnet of Ae Jesuits in thdr Missions, and respecting the 
disturbances they have stirred up m ev)^ part of the Uni*- 
verse ; the scandalous conduct they have observed ; the im- 
pious dflgmas they have taught in the place of the Gospel; 
and the superstiticnis and abominable practices which they 
"have mtacy where ifought to estajbhdi. At present it may suf^ 
. fiee to-shew that they ^proposed to themselves the destruction qf 
JSpiscepaqr in those countries. 

Ubbak Sebbt, Secretary to the Congrqfaticm de prdpn 
^gania^JFH^ thus exposed to Pope iKNOCEXt. XL thestateof 
Christianity throughout the world: ^^ The Holy ApostoHc See^ 
,(ia^ he) *< resolved, ip order to promote Beligion in China, -

strict orders to ocmipel the members of th^ Society to addiow« 
ledge and submit to the authority of these Bishops; but aU tp 
no purpose^, 

For more than two hundred years, in whidi those BiAopSi 
and others after them, were sent into India to estafafiA the 
Catholic faith, the Jesuits did not cease to revolt agw»t them 
and the P(q)e. 

The Secretary of the Ooi^regatioii, eslablidied upon the 
subject of the VicarsrApostolic in China, ei^presaes himself 
thus, in a Memorial presented to that Congregation, on die 
6th December, J 677: " Your Excellencies will have learnt

so many persecutions, calumnies, and intrigues; of whidi 
it ohssrves, their Exodlendes had the proofs in th^ posses- 
sion; aikl the persecution is traced to three motives of policy 
-^»*^iThe finkt is, that the Jesuits will endure nether Superior . 
^* nor Equal whatever they may be, and that their privil^es 
•f.w«re useless to them when the Apostcdic-Vicars arrived: 
^ the second, a de^re to conceal from Europe their proceed^ 
*Mngs m those countries; above all, the Commerce whidi 
^ they have always carried <m, and wish to continue, in ^ite 
^ of the Papal prohibitions, of which they were apprised : and 
^ the third, a resolution to prevent the ordination of native

Some of these Jesuits were abanckmed to th^ p assi o i M i i t0 
die Ashonour of Religi<m and the scandal of the Infidels : 
out of these nine or ten Jesiut Misaonaries, die^sbcq^.of 
Nankin names two to the Pope^ whose vice^ had beiBome fnAh 
lie He speaks of one of these as ibllows : ^^ But, tb« crime 
^' committed by Fatha* Anthony Joseph, t9£. &JFsaiOB or 
f^ THE Mission, is yet more scandalous : this man has rooaaiiw 
^ ed fcr these ei^t years past, continually {dui^;ed in the 
.^ ab(»[nnabl& practice oimmug with woanen, at tbe tima 
^ when they came to confess,, and. even in the place where he 
^^ confessed them : after whichhe gave them Absolution, and 
^ admimstered the Sacrament to them! He told, th^n that 
^ these ae^ns need not give them any ccmcem, smce all thor 
^ Fathers, the Bishops, and the. Pope himse)f, observed the 
*^ same practiee! The debaucheiies of this nua^ - - - «• 
<<..-- . . . All^this mitiAhnoym to Gbiifitians axu}. to 
>^. Heathens. Some personsv^^nmsentad the66,isrimes to the 
<< Sopmors of th^' Je«uit^4JiH^;tbe CouM^^ whopa they 
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'^ MBt fer tbe purpose^ declared him innocent; I kiK>w hot 
'* upon ivhtit pretence. For myself, being unable to reost the 
<< oonpbants I constantlj received, I collected the necessary 
H prooft, and found that all yAth which he was charged, was cmly 
^ too true. But while I was conadering of the best means ci 
** punishing this man, the Mandarins caused him to be arrest^ . 
^ ed suddenly, together with two of his brethren, and about k 
H hundred Christians: what oecarioned still greater scandal, 
** was, that the Mandarins^ who had been some time acquainted 
'^with part of the facts, colkcted correct depositions to establi^ 
*^ bis crimes, and announced them at fiill length in ^tu&r sen- 
^ tence, which they made public. He was condemned to death, 
*^ with the other Jesuits, on the St^ September, 1748, and 
•^ they were both strangled in priscm. Of the hundred per- 
*^ sons vfho were arrested with these two Jesuits, there was not 
** oat who did not renounce Christianity, and the Chinese Mis- 
•* fiionaiy was the first to do so. By this may be seen how 
^* superficial was ^rir faith, what idea they have of their souls^ 
•• aild what love they have foar God.'' 

Thus it appears, that of nine or ten Jesuits, who in 1748 
constituted die Mission in China, the Supmor was a monster, 
-who, for the publidty and number of his crimes, was condemn-. 
ed to death by the Heathens themselves: his sentence enume- 
rates the crimes he had committed: he has an associate in one 
of his Colleagues, who undergoes the same punislonent. A 
third Jesuit named in the same letter is no better, and the 
shameful crimes of which he is there convicted, are equally 
public.

CHAP. XX. 

^BSHNACr O^ THE JESUITS m CONTENPINO FOB THEIR 
CORKUPT MORALITY IN SPITE OF ALL THE CCW- 
■ DEMNATION WHICH IT OCCASIONED. 

It has been already seen, that m the years 1643 and 1644 
..the University <£ Paris attacked the corrupt morality of the. 
Jesuits with vigour, and threatened them with an appeal to tb^ 
Public : this was executed in a work drawn up in the nieuoAe of 
the University, entitled, TMohgie morale des JeiuUes mt- 
iraite Jidehment de leurs Livres ; which was afterwards en- . 
larged to a volume of above eight hundred octavo pages, v^ 
closely printed, and has been^ generally ascribed to. M. Pei« . 
juuLT, It is a work of very considerable value ; estaUisUngt 
^ it does, the various pernicious and abominable Dootrin^

tachcd to their interests. He meditated a foundatioii fat 
them, in 1635, whidi the Marshal dx Souvee', the GoveiBarr 
and his Son, the Kingf s lieutenant, wisUaig to carry into ene* 
imtion, the Provincial of Jesoiti SsaunaANB urged them to 
influence the City to give the CoU^ to the Jesuits. Tha^ 
City deliberated on this, on the 17th of Ajurilyof that year;^ 
but rejected the proposal, and besought the ArdibilhepBet to 
grant his consent The Jesuits, however, were not detered 
by this ; but obtuned from Louis XIII* on the flOA of April, 
16SS, Letters Patent authorizing thnr establishment at Tour&. 
The City deliberated agam on the 7th of May fdlowii^, and 
persisted in its opposition. The Jesuits, who are noldefioiinl' 
in foresi^t, were aware of the ojqpontion whieh aiose, andt 
immediately procured a LeUre de Caehei setting fordi that

The Peince de CoNi^i^ 
iad orders to fp to Tours, and see the LeUre de Cachet ao- 
thmtatively. eacecnted. He presided at the Asi^anbly of the 
City on the l£th of June fi^wing, and intimidated' the inha- 
UtaiKto by announcing that the expense of any opposition 
.ahottld be defimyed by tlie oigectors, and not by the City ; by 
vdubh means he carried his point Two years afterward these 
.Fathers acquired the Hotd of SemBlanct, without the consent 
of d^.City, and contrary tx> thar own promises. Hie City 
«0CN|iplakicd to the Counal ; tmd although it does not appieor 
that they obtained any judgment in their favor, the Jesuits 
jiemakied in possesi^&n of it, as w^ as ^ the grant made by 
BoETtA, in 1681, notwithstanding the express condition on 
vhadi it was made. In the end, they imited difrei>ent Bene- 
'fieea tor thisX^oQege ; saeh as Ae Priory of €k)ly, near Tours, 
the Priory of Beaulieu,^ in the Diocese of Angouleme, and the 
Abbey of St Julien at Toars, by^ wMc^ they were enabled a% 
first to open a school cS Philosophy, and afierwalds, one of 
•Theokogy^ £^ tead)H)g their own dodxines.' 

In 169% another citizen of Touts, named RoBittAB^, 
fbundkl tiDO I^xifessc^^iips <^ Theology, wii^ the Unction of 
the ArdiKshop, which were always to be filled by the Fathers 
cC rte : Omtary. The Jesuits ha/ving tried in vain to induce 
RomxiAiji to ]«tmct his endowment, apphed' to the Court to 
atmul it And on the llMi of February, 1700, the City was 
oAnallyrkifancned by M, de CluUeauneuf, that it had beeii 
damkd by die Cotmoil, that die School of Theology should 
betBDg toth^ Jes^ts.

It is easy to see to niiat such maxims lead, and how dim* 
garous tibey must be to youth, who are ** too strongly suscep*

liey Grenaral of the Parfiament of Normandy, who adds, An^ 
^* in these propositions, crime was eulogized in terms suffirienfff^

gistrate had not only in view the assassination of the King^of 
Portugal, but the sad event of an attempted aasasdiniatioii 
nearer home, to which the Advocate Greneral of the Parlia^ 
ment of Thoulouse alluded, in his Remonstraoce of the 9tb 
September, 1757, against Busemiaum^s Book, in which he 
observed, '' What a year is this. to have reproduced a woafc^ 
*' which contains a doctriite so detestable in itself, and so fatal^ ' 
*^ in its ccmsequenees! We dare, Gentleofien^ to affirm that the

Proceeding were then instituted, by the Parliament of 
Rouen, i^ainst this Jesuit; and <m the 2d April, 1759) a De^* 
cre^'was made (whidi was afterwards printed), depriving him 
of his Professorship, an4 every other functbn oomieeted with 
the instruction of youth, in any Coll^ or S^Bftnary of tha 
Kii^gdpm: the doctru^ taught by him, was branded as ^^ per-i^ 
'^ nicious and seditious, and calculated to instigate to the worst * 
•< attempts.'' 

^Tljie express conditions of the reception of the Jesiats in 
f^ranc^ were, that they should never prejudice the rights c^ 
Bishops or Universities. Among other evidences o£ their 
violation of their engagements, the Bishop of Montpdllier 
(CoLBBBx) addressed a Letter to Pope Benedict XIIL dated 
Ist February, 1725, which was afterwards puUislied * ; and 
which contains a full detail of th^ attacks iJipon his ri^tsand 
privileges, sjf the Bishc^ of that dipcese, and of their con- 
tinued invasion of the usages and immunities dT the Univer- 
«ty there, until they finally succeeded in establistung thiem- 
•db^es upon its ruin. 

With regard to the city of Laon; although, for the spacs 
of mnety years, the Jesuits were kept out of that City, hy 
msofa^m^ Decrees of Parhament, they obtmned a footng at'

The case of the Jesuit GiSAmD supjdiesan instance in tjieiir 
more modam I£st<Hy, of the determinatkm of the Society \o 
protect the.greatest ddinquents bebngmg to their own hody; 
without wfaicfa^ Ina vices might have passed as tl» vi<^ of ah 
individual^ and not have attrtwrted the attention of the public, 
to t^ extent' which they did/ This case, in its origin, was the 
leduciaonof a Female, by thi^ father, attended vi^th subse-

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liament of Paris *: in tfab book they sought to exculpate the^ 
aiminal, and to represent hnn as a persecuted iSkmti: theytn* 
dieted oonsi^tiUe injury on the Members d* the Pariiatoent 
of Provence, who had condemned himc they pubbhed his 
eulogy after his death, avA asserted in one of d^ir publica- 
tions, that ^^ God i^^peared disposed to put ptdblk honour on* 
« his Servant.'' 

Under Loins XIV. while the Jesuits La Chaise and Lb 
TsLLiEA gorem^ that Monardi-in succession, ttie Somty 
found the meatis of attaclung to their Houses, a great number 
of the richest Benefices -|*. In the beginning c{ the Regency, 
some of these enc^xiadimenjls were attacked with success, and 
it was expected that many ethers would ha^ been disputed; 
but the Jesuits soon diecked applications for redress, by pro« 
curing, in 1738, a gim^ral reference to the Grand Council, of 
all affairs in which they had any intereist. In this way it was 
almost impossible for those who had complaints to prefer^ to 
come to Paris, from the extremHies of the Kingdom, in order 
to attack a powerful and wealthy body, with the prospect of 
losing their cause. Still, as some persons might have brou^t 
before the Council representations of the great wealth, the in- 
trigues, and injustice of the Jesuits, which would hare been 
injurious to them, they provided against this inconvenience, by 
ei*eating a separate department in the Coundi, destined €or all 
matters relating to the union of Sendees to their Houses and 
Colleges; and they took all the care in their power to afqpobt 
Magistrates to it, who werein their interest In thb way, also, 
they avoided the pleadings which molested than. 

In s][»te, however, of these contrivances, the juriscU^on 
in question, on 29th of Mardi, 17^, dqnived them of the 
Priory of Davrcm, in the Diocese of Chartres, worth at least 
6000 Livres per aimum ; which they had united f(»* aix)ve

TINOPLE, IN ITALY, AT VIENNA, IN SPAIN, POLAND,

'!!'&»' Jei^tr had fioisoonergmned a footing m the Low Couii^ 
tries, than- tfacy tbok measures to beomie Masters of Louvain, 
koAxd Jkfmfi which had given them an unfovondile recep- 
tion^ at the'ekid <^' the Sixteenth Oentury, in pronouncing its 
censures agtoin^ the Jefsuits Lessius and Hamelius. The 
HDOildueiof the Jesmtii^ #ith refwence to the Abbey of Anchin, 
hMB been seeif, aAd in what manner they established themselves 
in Dduay. Th^ had not, however, ^ntire^ subjected it to 
lii^ will, when Louis XIV. became master <rf the City, in

The Jesuits, having thus got rid of him, cooqmd 
to remove others, who ware equally obnoxious to them, and 
Ibr this purpose had recourse to a fraud, wfaidi was phinlj 
tiraced to them. It first arose out of a cbfleraice, between M« 
n£ Li6»Y the prindpal Professor of Philoscqphy at Douiqrt 
with the Jesuit B£CXHak» m 1090^ and is generally knowa 
by Aemaae o{ La FcmrberU d€ Jhua^^ ou UJimx AmvAimo: 
the particulars of whlc^, as wdl as the disturbances to whidi 
it gave rise> aj« too lotig for insertion ; but ate detailed at 
length, in a Work puUished by M. nx Liomr on Ae sulgect, 
in the Ldters of AaxAtLD I'especting k, andin a volume, en* 
titled, RecapHuIiHiondesFaiU de la Faurberie de Douigf^ an4 
oth^ writings, l^his omspiracy, which was at once disgrace- 
ful in itsetf, and disastrous in its ootisequehbes^ is evidaitly 
shewn from tlie above documents to have been concerted by the 
Jesuits DssEUELLKs the Provincial of Flanders, Vaudkipokt 
Professor at Douay, and by Bsccmak and Rorsa; and further, 
that Lb Tixmbe was the Agent of the scheme in Paris, and 
La CfiAiSE, the King's Coitfessor, the prime mov^ of it 

While these events were going on, M. GiLBttrr^ who had 
been banished to St. Quentin» recdved orders to go to St^ 
Flour, in the extremity of Auveigne; a new order transfovad 
him to Thiers, on bis recovery from a severe illness,, from 
whence he wi^Migain sent |o St Fbur^ on foot, in an iiie}ement 
seiason; he was then impriscnied in the Castle at Lyons^ 
.ii^ere he died in 1711. The other Divines of Douay &red 
ho better; Laleit, a Dodor and Professor,^ was sent to Mans; 
)liv£TTE, a Profeisdr^ to Ccmistancfe; Malpaix, a Canon, to

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Saintes; and De Licmr, to Tours. LAUCtr could not reach 
Mans, but died some leagues from Paris. They sent the 
Jesuit TomtNELY to Douay, to teach tfieir fidse Thedogy 
from the Divmity Chair, and jeplac^ those irhom they had 
tetfiovedj by creatures of their own ♦. 

' Duritt^ these proceedings, the Jesuits formed the dengn 
ef appropriating to tbemfielves^ the Seminary at Liege ; fi>r 
tirl&ch end, Ihey judged it necessary to bej^n, by oppoang the 
•stablishment of the Fathers of the Oratory in that City. A 
t^anon of Liege -^'as desirous of foundkig a House of Retreat, 
«nd of giving its government to those Fathers. He made this 
proposal to the Chapter, on Ist February, 169* ; who at iBrst 
received it with readiness, but i^erwiirds objected, as^gning as 
i reason, diat the Fathers of the Oratory had been condemned 

-by die Magistrftey of Mansj fbr erroneous doctrine "f*. The 
jact was, that this Magistracy, consi^i^ of eight or ten par- 
sons, acting under the direction of the Jesuits, had pronoun- 
-eed pobGdy ikgainst them, although the Archlnshop of Cam« 
btriy (in^hose IKocese Mans is situated), after judicial pro-

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Louvaiii, win appear more fully, from an answer given by Oru 
STBAET to a Memorial presented by the Jesuit Palazol (in 
the name of the Sodety) to Cqab]L£s II. King of ^pain, as 
also from the Historical Memoirs of the Lcno Comdries. 

The Jesuits continued to teadi in the dominions of the 
King of Sardinia, after the express prohilnti(Hi of the^King 
Victor Amadeus; but his Son and Successor, Charles Ema- 
WTRhy finding that although the States of Piedmont had obey* 
ed the law, yet that the teaching stiU continued at Chamberry, 
the CafHtal of Savoy ; perfected in 1731 what his Father had 
begun, and positively interdicted them from teaching any^ 
more. He went for this purpose in person to Chamberry, and 
seized, at the same time, upon a large treasure which the Je- 
suits had concealed in a cave *. 

The Missions of the Jesuits furnish abundant proof o 
the corrupt and worldly spirit by which they have been actiK 
ated at all periods, and prove that, in traversing the Seas, they 
have been occupied in amas^ng wealth and acquiring pow^ 
rather than in obtaining dncere worshippers of Grod. The 
lEuithor of the work, entitled, Jestiites MarchandSf estaUishes, 
this fact beyond all doubt or contradiction, on the authcnities 
of the writings of the Foreign MissionarieSy VilliersV Ac-- 
count of the Affairs qf China; especially the documents trans- 
mitted by M. D£ MoNTiGNY, contained in that Account; the 
Memoirs qf Norbert, the Letters qf M. Favre, &c. From 
these and a variety of other sources (many pf which are quot- 
ed in this History) it will be seen, that in Japan they only ex- 
cite disturbances, meddled with affairs of State, brought down 
persecution upon all the Christians there, and at length irre- 
parably ruined the cause of Christianity itsdf, in that vast 
empire; that in China, notwithstanding the Decrees of the 
Court of Rome, they allied Christianity with the Idolatrous 
. worship of Confucius; that on the Coasts of Malabar they

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autKcmzed, and observed, the most superstitious and indecent 
practices; that they pertinaciously resisted the numerous ded- 
sians of the Popes against Idolatry; that in all thdr Missions^ 
in order that they might have ndither witnesses nor judges o£ 
their disorders, they waged open war with other Misaonaries, 
with Vicars Apostle, with Bishops, and Papal Legates; that, 
when they considered their intefest to require it, diey put in 
practice the horrid maxims taught by their own Casuists, that 
it is lawful to kill those who do any injury to a lleligious Or- 
der; and finally, that whenever it became necessary to rid 
themselves of those who incommoded them, they exercisted cru- 
elties altogether unheard of, and unknown, among ordinary 
persecutors. There are two facts not noticed in the works 
referred toj which may be mentioned here : 

Pope Clement XI. having, on the 1st October, 1710, 
issued a Decree, confirming a Bull of 1704, on the Idolatrous 
ceremonies of China, and a Mandate c^ the Cabdinal of 
ToiTBNON for the execution of that Bull, the proper Officer 
intimated this new Decree to the Generals of those Orders 
whose Members were ei^aged in the Missions. Tambubini, 
the General of the Jesuits, replied, that he should do his ut- 
most to get the orders of the Pope executed with the greatest 
exactness *. In the following year the Representatives of the 
' Provinces of the Society resolved on a Declaration to the 
Pope, which was duly signed and presented by the General 
himself, avowing their entire submission, in the most formal 
terms, to the Pope respecting the Chinese Idolatry; at tfie 
same time, however, the General T^mbubini wrote to Gbi- 
MAJUDE, the Viator of the Jesuits in China, entreating him to 
take iresh courage, and to renew his ardour, in his old age, in 
defence of the Chinese Rites, and assuring him, that the new 
Decree of the Pope favored ihose Rites. Nobbe^t, in his 
Lettres Jpolqgitiques (Vol. ii. p. 355), gives this Letter, au-

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dienticated at Rome, bj Nicolai the ArchbislKip of Mjni» 
who compared it with the original *. 

This behaviour of Tambceini reminds us c( what appears 
in the Constitutions of the Society itself, where it is declared, 
that ^^ the Greneral may, by Letters Patent, give to particular 
^^ Superiors the most ample powers, in order that the inferiot 
<^ members may respect him more, and be more humble and 
^^ submissive; and at the same time he miay KmU €iase 
^^ powers by secret Letters^ as he mojf judge proper '\T 

What shall we think of a Society, w^re, even according to 
its own Constitutions, the General may fiedsify^. by Count^^ 
Letters, what appears ostensibly in others? 

The .other fact which may be noticed, is, that two Jcsoits, 
Lainez and Bouchet, had been d^uted to Rmne, by their 
Brethren, tot the purpose of pleading for the continuance of 
the Idolatrous Bites of Malabar, vdiich had been condemned. 
Having returned from thdr Misaon, Laikjsz, in character of 
Bishop of Meliapore, declared in public, that the Pope had 
just pronounced that the Missionaries might in future practise 
the Idolatrous Ceremonies; than whidi nothing oodd be more 
false. Bouchet, at the time of celebrating the Sacrament, 
solemnly assured a numerous assemblage of the peofde^ that he 
had obtained from the mouth of the Pope hiijdself, an express 
permisidonof these Ceremonies, since by sudh means the Hea« 
thens would be more easily converted to the faith; and Laikez 
publish^ tiiis pretended ccaiicesdon both vivA voee^ and in hi$ 
Pastoral Letters J.

of the Judgm^it given by the Pope on the Chinese Idolatry, 
thftt the Jesuits c^ the Island of Ohio, in the Ardiipelago, 
pennitted their Converts the exterior observance of Maho- 
metanism, provided they maintained faith in Jesus Christ in 
their own hearts; that those Fathers administered the Sacra- 
ments there, in secret, to several females who lived in that 
jcnnMnal ifissimulation, and tha$ this impious abuse was dis* 
covered in 1694.

In the beginning of the 18th Century, the Capuchins of 

the Province of Paris, who were Missionaries to Greece, had 

a serious dispute with the Jesuits who had seized by fraud 

upw the Chaplaincy of the Vice Consulate rf Chio; mid 

botl^ sides^ published statements upon it. The third which 

appeared oa the part of tlie Capuchins, shewed that all good 

faitb had been brdcai by the Jesuits, that they had vidated 

truth, usurped the ri^ts of others, and refused justice. It 

vras in the reign of* the Jesuit Le Tellies, that justice was 

thus refus^ -|-. Th^ Jesuits had already had dilutes in that 

JaUnd, in 1624, and with the Religious orders in Ale[^ in 

1625 and 16S6, as well as with the Capuchins in Syria ^. In 

1760, the Jesuits exdted the greatest disturbances at Naxia, in 

the Archipelago; and at Constantinople, in the sanie p^^, 

their mmes, authenticated even in the Courts of the Infidels, 

rendered them universally odious, and excited a persecutimi 

i^gainst all the Christians and their Churches §.

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The omduct of the J^its in Forti^al has been exposed, 
and their criminalitj established, by a variety of the most au- 
theotk documents, and by the Proclamations and Decrees of 
the Sing of Portugal himself. Their usurpation of the So- 
T^ignty of Paraguay is a fact of universal notoriety: they 
laid the foundati(m of the powerful Monarchy which they 
meditated there, so early as the commencement of the Seven- 
teenth Century ^ in the middle of the Ei^teenth, they levied 
troops and created armies, which held out against the crowns^ 
of Spain and Portugal. In order to maintain their usurpation, 
so soon as they saw that measures were taken against them, 
they at first excited insurrection in the interior of Portugal 
(at Oporto and elsewhere), for the purpose of intimidating the 
Ministry, and they afterwards^ fcmiented and conducted an ex- 
ecrable attempt upon the person of the reigning Monarch, which 
has heesk detailed in the preceding Reply. (See p. S45.) Their 
General himself, in a Memorial which he presented to the Popei, 
threatened that these disturbances would take place. There 
was no part of the world in which the King of Portugal had 
possessions, where the crimes of the Jesuits were not apparent: 
he accordingly closed their Schools, and banished them from 
all his dominions, by his Decrees. Nor did that Monarch stand 
ajone on that occasion; for other powers were so satisfied, that 
the Jesuits h^^d brought such a reverse upcm themselves, by 
their own conduct, that at Genoa and Leghorn, the Jesuits who 
had sailed from Portugal and were then at Sea, were forbidden 
to land: while the Republic of Venice, and the Kingdom of 
IV^qides, also i:efused them an asylum. 

The reigning Empress, of Austria, at the same period, de*- 
prived the Jesuits of the despotic empire whidi they exercis- 
ed over the University of Vienna. " She caused it to be no- 
♦^ tified to their Provincial, that she had judged it fit to con- 
^^ fide to other Religious persons, the Chairs of Theology 
** which the Jesuits filled in that University; and that she had 
" consigned to the Archbishop the disposition oi its funds, 
" as well as the choice of Professors, whidi had hitherto 
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^ heea left to the Jesuits; that i^ had afqpointed two persons 
*^ whom she names, to revise the Lectures whici mi^t bo . 
*^ given in Theology and Philosophy; that she had also ap-^ 
** pointed a Director of the Schoob of Grammiir, Humanity, 
" and Rhetoric, in order to prescribe the mode of instnuK 
^^tion*.^. 

It further appears from a Memorial transmitted by M|-. 
GAZzi, Archbishop of Vienna, to the Pope, that Letters, in ge^ 
neral, flourished no better in that Univerrity under the Jesuits 
than Theology ; they were miserably neglected while under 
their controul: and the same Empress, feeling the absolute 
necessity of doing something to prevent the total ruin of 
literature and the Sciences, directed an inquiry into the, 
state of that University upon those points, and ordered that 
measures should be taken for reviving and cultivating Letters, 
whidi had felt, in common with Theology, the paralyzing io* 
fluence of the Jesuits. 

In tliis Memorial, the Archbishop shews that die Schools, 
of fluipanity confided to the Jesuits had fajilen into decay ; 
that two places of Moderators or Supa*visors of Studies, upon 
which the Jesuits had seized, had been takeu away £ram than, 
even with the omsent of their own Provincial, on account of 
the incompetency of those who filled them ; that in the Schools 
there were many things which be could not ap[H*ove; that disci- 
pline was scarcely any longer known in them ; that the study 
of Divinity was sensibly neglected, as was the practice of. all 
Ecclesiastical duties; that there ,.wq^ no vigilance exoreisecl 
over morals, over exterior decency, .or even the condition of 
the person. He says, that he -.allovfed the Jesuits a year to 
amend what was defective, ,but^ that his admonitions were 
slighted ; that they made him^fair, promises, ^but kept nmie ; 
and that, so far fi:om having ^attended to him, he had. leamt 
that diey had secretly used every eflTort to xetain, in sjrite of 
him, the Grovemment over Candidates for Divinity ; upon which

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he WIS compelled to transfer those Students to the careoiT 
pctKjiDB properly qualified^ at which the Jesuits became irri< 
titedy and his firmness in consequence excited their hatred *. 

They set in motion the Pope'^s Nuncio at Vienna (CiU* 
TELu), who exhorted the Archbishop to be more tender tcv. 
wards the Jesuits, especially at a time when they were pene^ 
euted in difierent parts. It is to the importunate solicitations 
of the Nuncio, that we are mdebted for this Memorial f . 

Until the above^^nentioned change took place in the Uni- 
veruty of Vienna, no person was admitted without the per- 
Hdission of the Jesuits : they govenied the Clergy, whom they 
had first trained in their own pernicious doctrines; they 
preached and confessed there, without license from the Arch- 
Inshop: a/t len^, however, the eyes of the public were 
qpened ; and it was seen that the Jesiuts were only instru- 
mental in perpetuating the ignorance which the King of Por- 
tugal, in his Proclamations, charged them with continuing m hin 
dominions for the space of two centuries. • 

The King of Spun, at the saqie period, refused the Jesuit^ 
permisttcm to found a College at Maracaibo in Mexico, not- 
withstanding Aeir assurance that it should cost the King no- 
thing, inasmuch as two of th^ Fathers had collected a supi 
of ax hundred thousand Livres in the space of some prececj- 
ing years. The Attorney General of the Coundtl objected tp 
the Establishment, upon this very ground; namely, that if two 
Jesuits had been enaUed in a few years to obtain so large a 
sum ^m that Province, it was dear that a greater number c£ 
such skilful characters being once establi^ed there, all the 
wealth of those countries would soon fall into then* hands. 
The Kii^ approved this reason, and reftised the Petition. 

The disputes of the Jesuits with the UnivCTsity of Cracow, 
in Poland, at different times, have been noticed already. Thdr 
first object was to take part in the instructimi of Youdi,*imd

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afterwards to become Masters of the Universit j» Their at- 
tempts, however, were vigorously resisted by the University, 
whose privileges were maintained by the States the King of 
Poland, and the Pope. 

These Fathers, notwithstimding^ fertile in the resources of 
fraud, returned to the charge at another point. 

They had a College at Leopold, which they wished to 
erect into a Univeraty, where Degrees might be conferred. In 
1661, they succeeded ill obt^ning from King Casimis, bjr 
^irtifice, an authority for this purpose ; but it was necessary, 
according to the laws of that country, that such privilege 
ishould be confirmed by a General Diet, a meeting of which 
they therefore procured by great exertion. This did not, 
however, turn to their adyantage. The Diets of Warsaw, 
Cracow, and Lithuania, protested ag^nst the measure, affirm- 
ing^ that " although the Jesuits of the College of Leopold 
** were well aware, that in former years the RepubUc had done 
•* all in its power to protect the University of Cracow; although 
** it had prescribed limits to th^ right of teaching, conceded to 
** the Jesuits in their Colleges ; and had forbidden the est^ 
*^ blishment of new Colleges, or the continuance of the old, 
** except upon certain conditions ; yet that the Jesuits had 
" resolved to erect their College of Leopold intci a University: 
** that they were then soliciting signatures and recdmmenda* 
•• dons, in order to request of the See of Rome, not only that 
•* it would confirm this pretended Umtersity, but even grant it 
** such privileges as other Universities did not possess *. These 
•* protests" (they add) " had their effisct, and the Pope refused 
•* to confirm the license, which had been fraudulently obtained 
" from Kin^ CAsniia.^ He rejected it in fact as illegal, and 
it Has afterwards annulled by their Eng Aitgustus II. -^ The 
Jesuits, however, were not to be thus deterred: they pre-

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JBcrved the diploma of Casimir among their records, resolting 
to avail themselves of it on a more favourable opportunity i 
they reproduced it, some years after, and had the effrontery to 
deceive the then . reigning Monarch, and obtained from him 
letters of reconmiendation to the Pope*. Benedict XIV. 
knew the Jesuits too well to grant what they demanded : but 
they succeeded in impoising upon Clement XIII. ^and ob* 
tained from him a Bull by virtue of which they published, in 
June, 1759, the License of King Casimie ; the Letter of 
Pope Alexander III. renewing it, and a Bull of ClemenU 
III. confirming it; and they announced, in consequence, the ' 
opening of their pretended University. This measure sur- 
prised every one, and excited general indignation. The com- 
plaints which arose reached the throne, and the King directed 
ii.fuller examination of the affair; and on the 8th of August, 
1759, the Jesuits were cited to the Court of Ses^n at War- 
saw, " to hear Judgment (on the prosecution of the King's 
** Attorney General, and the Rector of the University of 
^* Cracow), declaring the license granted by King Casimir, in 
** 1661, null and void, as having been obtained surreptitioudy, 
** and having remained without being acted upon for ninety- 
^* ^ght years, when the recommendation obtained from th« 
** reigning King, would also be quashed and revoked.'^ 

In the mean time the King prohibited them from erecting 
a University in their College of Leopold. The above import- 
ant document appears at length in the Quinzieme Suite des 
fifouvelles interesmrUes sur Us Affaires de Portuffal, in whidi 
a^re ^ven the Protests of the Chapter of the Church of Ledpidd, 
of the Palatinates of Volhinia and Czernikou, ancl of the Diet 
held at Prossowitz, against the daims of the Jesuits ; from all 
which it appears that the rights of the Archbishop, of the 
Chapter, and of the Universities of Cracow and Zamoslci,' had 
be^i invaded by* the Jesuits, notwithstanding the guaraiitee

injiny to any one should follow. It will appear from hence 
whether the Jesuits kept their engagements more faithfully with 
Poland, than with other countries. 

One Protest affirms, that the Sdiolars of the Jesuits wete 
Tery uftdisdi^ined ; that it was notorious that they frequent)^ 
disturbed the tranquillity of the Citizens by tumults, attacked 
their houses, despcnled the Synagogue of the Jews, andocca- 
j^ned con^deraUe loss to the inhatntants, by the damage done 
to their property ; and it observes, that if they had already 
perpetrated such excesses, they would afterwards commit much 
greater, if emboldened by the title of an Univerrity, and the 
exemptions which they claimed. Other Protests presented at 
the same thne speak the same language, and accuse the Jesuits 
of being enemies to the puUic peace, and displaying an ambi- 
tion to reign. It appears, notwithstanding, that, in spite of 
these Protests of the Nobility and Chapter, and in spite of the 
King's Citation and Interdict, the Jesuits had afterwards the 
audacity to go their whole length, and conferred degrees hi 
character of an authorized University. 



CHAP. XXIIL 



NUMMARY OF THE ARTIFICES EMPLOYED BY THE JESUITS 
FOH OBTAINING DOMINION BOTH IN THEIR MISSIONS 
ABROAD, AND IN THE CATHOLIC CHURCH AT HOME. 

In the end rf the seventeenth Century the Jesuits h^Id a 
public Schodi in then- College at Rome, for teaching the art trf' 
converting vices into virtues, under the very eye of the govern- 
ment , One Serapa, a Jesuit, then the Professor of Philo- 
sophy, taught* his Scholars both in writing and orally, that 
. . Ae art qfstealinff, and ifie art of blaspheming. God^ are 
vhims ; that tJtese virtues are only prohibited by aoHd^nial 
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circumsianceSj and not on tfuir own account; thai itia 4itft 
to be doubted thai such arts are intellectual virtuee, aince 
ihqf afford rules an4 precepts iohich are ufdl calculated, Jbr 
&e certain and infallible attainment of our ends *. 

It cannot indeed be demed^ that the Jesuila have possessed 
this marvellous art, and these intellectual virtues, firoon their 
origin; nor will it be disputed that they have pursued i^ ooume 
the best calculated of evary other for conducting them ce^ 
taioly and infallibly to their end ; and that, as they have ad* 
vanped in this course, they haffe ikx|uuced a degree of p«p» 
fection which no others than themselves coidd ever have hoped 
to attain. This sublime and noble end has been, to become 
rich, and to rule in all quarters; tjo ex^'cise an omveiBal 
.government over all Empires, Powers, and Con^)^pies ; over 
the great and huroUe; in a word, to ^^ have at th^ coBMnan^' 
<< the properties, the lives, the hberties, and the mindset other 
, •* men •f-."' Such were the rejooaches that the Univeralies, 
the Clergy, and the King'^s Advocates of France presented; 
and the Congregation de Propaganda Fide prcfened the same- 
in* Rome %, The facts which have been already detaUed ixxspk 
a part of those methods which their intellectual virtues have 
employed Jbr attaininff their ends ; in other words, they have 
put in action, with the greatest art, uitrigues, frauds, calunmy^x 
violence, the murder of Princes who were not devoted to * 
them, &c.; nor have they stopped short of blasphemies^ s» : 
their Fathers Hahdouik and Beabuyeb have abundantly 
proved. 

A few of the means which they have observed in order to ' 
inibjugate others, may be here noticed : on their first appear-- r 
an^, they represented themselves as characters who* wishedrto

aouil induced them to instruct the most barbarous nations. In 
ordflr to penetrate these nation^, it became necessary to pass 
through countries which depended either on Spain en? Por- 
tikgal; aivl tBet Je«jits, who d^sir0d neither coadjutors, wit- 
MMea, at judges, laboured to do^ every avenue in these 
places again^ Oth^iT* Religious Ord^i», and even against the 
JKfliK^ whom the Popes sent there in ih» ^^haracter of Vioffs 
Apoi^liG, {n Japan, in China, :in America, wea|tk was at 
that time procured with fadlity, and the Jesuits knew how to 
avaH ihemsehres of the advantage. It is w^ known, fliat, to* 
the disgrace of Beligion, and to th® SG^n(14 of Christianity 
among Heathens, in spite of the C^ons ^|i:|d Decrees of the 
See of Homey and in c^podtion to the sjHrit of Christianity, 
those Fathers continued to the tim^. of their suppresaon iq 
conduct the most extensive commei:ce in the mqst public way : 
the judgmeirf propinmced W Pw$> ^ the SOth of January, 
ITfib, evinces what the Jesuit Lavauptxe, who was the Supe^ 
nor of the lyCissions to the Windward Islands, was able to 
effect*.

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A Decree published by Cardhud Saldanra, who was Ak^ 
arous of reforming the Society, conveys mudi infinmiai^n on 
the same head^ and the revolt exdted by the Jesuits m para- ■ 
guay, where they became, and long continued, absidi^ Sovfe- 
ragns, is calculated to convince the most incredulous. 

WiA regard to th^ir pretensions as to (heamvermtmqf 
Heretics, it is not io b6 disputed that they increased tbfe 
numbers of the external and viable Church ; wlnle a mixtniHs 
of the foulest crim^, both in politics and mcnals, dKsplay^d 
the real character of that Jleli^on to whk;h they thus made 
Converts. In France, as has been shewn, they w»e (under 
pretence of opposing Hebest, or Protestantism) Ae life and 
soul of the League; lighting up discord iamong the people'; 
animating and arming Subjects against didr Kii%s ; and Sfu 
. mficmg Heney III. and Henby IV. to their own wrworlhy 
views. At the time when Heney IV. reduced Paris to siib. 
misaon, the J^uits were discovered to have pledged the 
Crown Jewels. 

Their professed object in England was to. briiig back thfe 
Hebetics to the Holy Roman Church : the preceding facts 
will shew the character of the 5jeai by which th^ ware mflu* 
eliced: tliey were convicted rf having carried on sevOTalocat- * 
spiracies (which have been .already detailed) against Qusev 
Elizabeth and her successor James I. merely because those 
•Sovereigns could not answer it to their oonsdences mid then: 
oaths to give power to Popery, or, in other words^ to dissol^^ 
the Constitution of England. ' . ^ 

Th^ occasioned the greatest disorders, under the pretext 
of Reli^on, in Poland,- Sweden, * Muscovy, and Savoy: th^y 
stirred up and kept alive Religious wars in Germany, Bcdie* 
mia, Hungary, Switzerland, aiid elsewhere : their sanguinary 
execution at Thorn in Poland in 4lie mi AUc" of the Eighteenth 
Century*,' produced the loudest outci-iis i^hst thfe Jesuits

9ffio^ the Protestants. These FaUiccs, in of^daog what tbe^ 
considered aror, abandoned the *»se d* i i^iritxnd annsy to de; 
{x^fttila^ uriude regions, to set them- in a.flame^ and to make 
streaxnsef blood flow in th^n, as xf persecuticni could haitw 
liad aay. other je£fect than to render them racffe odious^ and 
their Ohurch less inviting: indeed, the overthrow of whattiiejr 
termed error appearedto be less an object with them, thoathe 
deslnte^n of HfiaETics; their perv^se principles leadii^ 
themta practise the IdolsU^^us rites of Confucius with the 
Chinese, and the most indecoiit superstitions with the JiCala* 
Iwrs, as well as to fjoequent t^ Mosques with the MahcfflE»t» 
ans. Itwastb be expected that^ inconsistency iivith their &«. 
vourite Do^rine of PrdbabiEty, they would be found m id^ 
Vmjoot with the v^ Lutherans and Calvinists, whom they per- 
secuted, so far as it suited thfeir own purposes; and weacconJU 
iDgly find that to be at once Freemasons, Lutherans, married 
men, and Jesuits, were tlungs by no memisv incompadble 
with eadi other*. 

At the s«ne time that they speared most zealous agmnst 
"whatthey termed iHseest, they did hot so much desire to 
obtun a vktory oyer the minds and hearts of those whom 
diey opposed, as they thirsted after the worldly substance of 
Ibose whom th^ pretended to reckim : when the Emperors, 
m the Seventeenth Century, recovered from the Protestants 
jkbe Abbtes of Germany whidi they had occupied, the Jesuits 
a{^m^riated them to themsdves, althou^ die Emperoi^ di- 
l-ected that they ^uld be restored to the Orders of JPenedic 
tines, rf St Augustin, of St. Bernard, &c. to whom they 
lielcMQ^ed before the war: it has, been already seen what part 
the Jesmts took in these transietctions, and by what frauds 
they broaght about the seizure of the University of Prague, 
in f^ate rf the efforts of the Ardibiahop <rf Prague to the 
contrary. This art, invented and practised by the Jesuits, and

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in wfakh, as the conwimmate masters of it, they have gtvM 
ksBCHis so worthy of iheoiselves, has conducted them with oa> 
tatnty to thmr ends ; not only when it has bqen thdr interest 
to dispose of the lives and properties of Protestants^ but a)sQ 
-when they met with such Cathdics as did not go all the 
lengths of their corrupt doctrines or ambitious views: their 
method in this last case was to throw out vi^e charges of 
Hebxst against men whose Catholicism was never in dispute 
before; and they actually invented several alledged .Haredes^ 
in order to fix a stigma upon their q[qponents : they were en<^ 
abled, in this way (in addition to their open war with Fro^ 
testants) to become for i^es the scourge and ^mUent of their 
own Churd), and to vex and injure all those Catholics with 
whom at any time they had any quarrel 

Of these attempts in particular, the fallowing may serve as 
speamens: they Inranded with Heresy the opnions of Ri. 
CHXE, a Doctor of the Catholic Church, who ^^osed Hmn ; 
and they r^ewed, on several occa^ns through a Century 
and a half, the charge of Richerisme (as they tearmed it), 
whi^ they i^Ued indiscriminately, as it suited their purpose, 
to some opinions which had be^i held by no one, and to others 
whidi were amxmg the recognised princ'^lea of the Catholie 
Churdi. 

They succesnvely accused thw of^yments of Pn^sHma^ 
riam^my Baya/iitmn^ Janaemam^ and QaesneUUmi m so many 
Heredes which aiFected the pindples, and violated the umon 
<rf the Church. With respect to the first of these, it is sqffi^ 
dent ta refer to the writings of the Preiideiit MAUGcrK, to 
shew that the charge was a pure Romance. The pretended 
Heresy of Bayamsm takes its name from a Bull which was 
launched by Pius V. ai^dnst Michael BAYu&in f567; thdn 
which ^rhaps no Papal Decree (exo^t the Bull fipr the Es- 
tafolidindent erf* the Jesuits) has givai rise to more contiov^i^ 
'and coni^ioa in the Catholic Church. Before the Jesuits 
thought of availing themselves of this Bull, tliose of .their 
own communion who were not Jesuits, objected that it was if. 
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isffgularly issued^ and wmited the formalin of^publicadDn^ 
thftt it censiited soihe Propositi^is which wtsre literally ex-* 
tncted from the writings of the Fathers^ and others which no 
one had either ad:^aiiced or. maahtained ; that all its censures 
weve quaEfied in k vague tod iiid^&oite mannei^ and that one 
dause ia'pmticuhr permits some of the^prc^pontions to be 
maintained, . feith^ absolutely, or in th^ sens^ intended by 
their auth£»rs^ accocdihg to a difl^^rait mode of punctuation ; 
that the Pope finr many years refused a ixifpy o£ this BuU to 
the Umyersity of Louvain^ to which, however, he required 
iSfiat University to submit The profound obscurity which 
reigned in this Biill |)roduced|. as might be expected, the most 
inextrieable confusion in Theology, and gave birth to int^» 
minable diefrntes : WASi^xmt And othars^ in endeavouring to ex« 
l^lahi its diffi^ikks, only increased the utter darkness in which 
it was involved ; and a Dissertation upon it which appeared in 
HoHand in 1737, as wdl as the Eihka Jmoris of HsNxi, 
and the writii^ of many others, iiuffid;ently shew in what a 
mean estimaticHi this BuU was held even by the most fiuthful 
servants of the Pc^, and how impossiUe even they them* 
iselves found it, to recondle its absurdities' with the received 
ml^ of fnth> ot the dictiftes of common sencte ; the Jesuits, 
however, undertook to fix the standard of belief by this Bpll, 
iqpkm all' sub|eets rdating U> grace^ and they branded with 
-Heresy every preposition winch bore a near or remote resem- 
Uance to the propositions condemned by it. Duchesne, the 
Jesuit, pubbri)ed a HUUny of Bayankm^ in order to involve 
, die Theolo^ans <rf Louvun (who had censured Lessius) in 
this pretended Herei^ ; which work was answered by Oesi, a 
Dominican^ and the History of Bayanism was condemned at 
Rome*. ' 

In the course of the disputes which gave birth to (he Con- 
|p*egation8 de JtixUiiSy we find the Jesuits citing this Bull in

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defence of thit'erroire of their Collei^e Molina *. When 
t)ie Popesand ibeir Adtisers at length gave up tbk work, the 
Dbctrine of St. A0O01STIN became^ as before^ the l^timite 
rule to winch the Catbohe Qiorch reverted. 

In l64«i however, after the BuU of Enrs V. had tkm- 
bered hi obscurity for seventy-three years, the Jesuits obMan- 
ed the pubiicati<Mi rfit by Pom Ueban VHI. by a fraih 
Bull, entifl^ In jBminiinti; and thtis these IHstHrbecs of die 
piiblic peace revived the Ibbcusation of Bayanism againsl all 
those who opposed their doctrines or practices, partix^larijr 
the University oif Louvain, the Pr^nomtratensian Abbiea of 
the Low Countries, the Primate of ihe Belgian Church, and 
the Bishop of Ghent, all o£ whom were for t^ yeais ekpoaed 
to the iriost violent persecutkm* llie States and Crov^rhnmits 
bf Brabant, who protected than, were themselves harassed by 
different Decrees which the Jesuits obtamed fimn the CointB 
of Rome and Madrid, brdainhig' the pul^mtSon of F<^ 
ITeban's Bull f . The disturbances then spread into France ; 
nor were the disputes aboqt Bajranism assuaged, until ibef 
merged in the discovery, on the psact of the Jesuits, of the pro- 
tended Heresy of Jansenism. 

It is diiefly in having ^ven body and ferm to the jdMH* 
torn of Jansenism, that the Jesuits have displayed ti^ir con- 
summate art ; and the end which they propoted to themsdves 
in employing this accusaUon, was to recommend their own 
errors, especially those taught by Molina, and to ov^tum 
all bodies and individuals who might oppose them : they met 
with considerable success in their attempt for upwards of a 
Century. The Historical Memcnrs on the Formulary, ^^^oh

Inudi to the ad^^ati^ of the Jesuits to make a diversions 
The Umvernty in 164S and 1644 pursu^ them with vigouiV 
both by Memorials to the Piuiiam^t, iand hf fcrcUde paUi«« 
catioi^, esqposing the execnMe uiluums of Hsusjot and tfao; 
other Casuists: on one hand, ^e Clergy of France were^n-ii 
gaged in resisting th^ attenqpts upon Episooflury, ixift thtte 
and m England, by the means of Genend Assenddieii; and 
cm the other, by memoriahzing the King cm the subject of .die 
Jesuits^ claims to be e3»mpt irom subsidies. To averttkasr: 
storms, the Jesints had recourse to the Hercqr of JanaemBm. 
The Assembly c^ the Clergy having, in 1650, inftufineed 
the Bishops to assert their own rights, Bbisaciib, the JesMit,. 
produced in 1651 his work, enthlipd, Janwrnsmc con^imdmf 
affixing his name ; which was condemned by GfmpY, the 
Archbishop of Paris, as ^^ injurious, cidumniDut, and fuB of > 
<^ falsehoods and imporations *.^ The Jesuits, however, wer9 ^ 
not deterred from charging all who opposed them wkh HesfSfy 
of cme sort or another; so that Pascal observes, ** Youafi- 
^^ pear to have sufficiently discovered the sfwit of your So» 
** ciety in the whole of this affair; noir have you ceased to rt^ 
** present all your opponents aS Heretics, only chan^ng thdr 
^^ Heresy according to the times : as soon as they have clear- 
•* ed themselves of one Heresy, you^ave rq^laced it by ano« 
** ther, in order that they might never be exempt -f •**

In 1664 appeared the woricof the Jesuit Mota, entitled^ 
Jbnadttu9 GmrnenoBus, which surpassed the horroris contain- 
ed in the Apokgy Jbr&e Casuists, In order to prevent the 
imprcsndn which mi^t have been made by the Cansure of 
tbe Faeulty of Theology, and to divert die attention of tW 
publico the Jesuits^ who had great influence Mith Pope Alsx- 
ANHEE^ VII. induced him^ on the one hand, to declare against 
this: Censure, and against Jansenism ; while, on the other, the

ipere to be found in Jaksenivs, and finrther, that it was neces-

Clement XI. (M not require nmch persuasion, being already 
greatly attached to the Jesuits. In giving the Bull Vineam in 
1706, he had, however, the tunning to avoid cmnnntting him«- 
aelf, by waioi^ the question in chspute, and by deciding what 
nobody contested *. This was, howev^, c^ Uttle consequoice ; 
for the Jesuits, by virtue of this Bull, succeeded in ejecting

an avowed ^aernj of the Cai^pikal ds Nqaillss, that he op- 
iposefi any repoodliat^on of his ^kx»ety with that I^late, boA 
had determined upon effecting his overthrow: this Canfinal^ 
l^eing Bishop a£ Chalons, had approved ti^ woik of QussKiX; 
Thus, as much from his ammonty against^ die Cardmal, as in 
order that he might obtain from Rome something more dedd-* 
jed in £&vor of the Doctrines of his Society, than die BecitaB 
reqpeqtiBg Jaosenism, tliis Confessor intrigued 4o obtain the 
i^ndemnatioii c^ the work cf QussNut, both at Rome and in 
^Par^s. No oi^e is ignorant of the po^er whidi this Jesuit ac« 
qjgdred over the mbd of Lotris XIV, enfeebled by age, by the 
i}l success of his laUer wars, and by the loss of almost all the 
Royal Family in succession: availii^ himself of this ascend*

Cfauttdi, and forwarded th^ own ends, ^fais Bull enabled 
tiiem to accuse of Quesndlism sbtne authors of whose orthci^ 
cbxy there was* nadiepute even at Rome: for fift)r years after 
they had obtained it, they hari^sed men who were generally 
esteemed the most learned and useful characters in France; 
they elected die greatest changes and conAiaon mnong Eode- 
nastics and Laymen, among the Ma^strates, the ITmver^ties^ 
flie SeaHnaries, and Colleges; occatdoned the most comfdete re* 
mdutions ia the mode of Instructioo, in faith, and in morak: 
Th^ £spo6Sessed many persons of thor places; faaniAed 
sa0iey^andin)|)risoned others; denied die Sacraments in various 
casts, and reftised Chrisdnn burial in others. In fine,t h had 
recourse to all measures which could raise their own Society 
upon the tui&'Of ereiy otherr it was in vain that the King^^ 
al^ed in some degree by the magnitude and extait of these 
evik, imposed silence upon the Jesuits: the Ecclesiasd^ who 
had been trained under dieir tuition, revdted agamst thk 
order. Infidelity gmned ground daily, by the n^ligence and 
incompetfflicy of sudi Fastmis, and Ministers, as then filled the 
Church, who r^arded btit litde the most open attacks upon , 
Christian truth, so long as they could only support the Jesuits 
in tbrir errors f.

It 18 to tiie Institute of die Jiesuits, in oonmieii irkhtbeir BA 
gicm, that the radioal tic^ and cC«mptk» of the SoeieCgrvetb 
be reierred: it wiQ appear,«on inspeetiBf tbiff Institatn^thidi'k 
is, in. &et, opposed to all ilie niles of Authonliy, and dhrffiDBod 
fife; that its tendem^y is to erect -the Society into a Monkrdiyv 
or rather an iiniyersal de^tism; to coneentmte erefjr Mmg 
srithin itsdf ; to ov^tlttow' every obstacle, and to beootBe-llie 
sovereign and absohite arbiter of all tte dignity and weaMi of 
tilB^Chrifllian world;^in&ie, t6 produce the whale of those evJk 
iriUch the History of Jesvitisai records.^

and even Beli^on% to laymen as w^U as Eccleaastics, to the 
nuaried and single, to Bishops, Popes, Emperors, and Kings.

^< the co-cqperation o£ all their Members under one great head, 
^< for the sufqport of whose authority they are mutually {dedjg;* 
^< ed ; and propo»ng to themselves, as their prindpal end, the 
^^ erection of their own Society, upon the ruin and destruction 
" of every other.'' . ' ' 

The Jesuits, in order to attract others, pres^at a pompous 
idea of their Society, and endeavour 4to exdte a l%h nqdi^n of 
te^Institute: they represent its f<»rmation as dictated by Gtdi), 
in 9iiraculous revelations^ and declare its j^n, rules, and privi* 
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\9gfiBi to hai^e been inspired by Him, and by the Blessed Vif* 
g^o ; in ordef that all who might join the Society should know 
titat it ,WM .90t so much to the laws of Ignatius that they 
were Hivited to ^ublnit, as to laws of a divine and sacred 
-ongtn. 

Of the (o^et^nded sanctity of these laws, and the claims of the 
first foiui^erof the Society to divine inspiration, something 
ha& iabrea4y be^ said in the beginning of this History; but the 
J<eSMxts* ow|i aooQunt.of the ori^n of the Society, as contained 
i^ the Imago pvmi S^kculi Societatis, presents the most 
camfhtd collection of absurdities and blasphemies on this sub- 
ject ; among which it is declared that God has granted to 
«v^y; Member of the Society who mi^t join it, in the three 
firat Centuri^ t?ie privilege qf escaping Damnation^ and 
that whoever should die in communion with the Sodety 
should Gbkim everiastingjelicify *. 

Who iafier tius could refuse to unite himse}f with such a 
Society ? Well might the Jesuits publish that Bishops, So- 
Tereigns, and Emperors, were ihore distinguished by such an 
alliaiiQe, than by Adr Mitres, Sceptres, and Crowns t 



CHAR XXV. 

THE JESUITS CONCEAL THEIR INSTITDTE WITH CAKE. 

The Jesuit% in attracting Sovereigns and their people to thdr 
own Society, conadered it essential, above all things, to pre- 
v'ent them from penetrating into the real object and nature oi

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their institute : this is a mystery, therefore, wliiish tfiey havip 
scrupulously concealed, and whidi the Institute itiSelf enjcihs^ • 
them to conceal ; a circumstance which suflSdehtty diews that 
iiesigns were entertained, which rendered coticealmient neceS- - 
sary. 

Thus, although the Constitutions of the Jesuits^ atnd most 
d[ the Bulls on which thar priyil^ges are fc^nded, ate printed, ' 
it must not be imagined that the great secrfets of the liisdtuti^ * 
aire therefore developed : it ife a general rute with the Jesuits 
to render all access to these impra()ticable to sti'angers ; nor are- 
-dl the members, eyfen of their own bodyj adinitted to a know^ 
ledge of them. 

The Books on the Institute of the Society which are ' 
printed, have for their general titfe, Libri iNS^rruTi SoetE-. 
TATis JES0. In the Edition of 1635, whidi the Jesuits ptib- 
lished, with great care, at Antwerp, they have collect the 
fbllowi^ works, Whrch together form nine volumes in Idmo.

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Hie TWrtjpe^hA of thdr Rimss ' eiqireBsly^ oommands 
Ithem :iH3t to oommunicatelo Stcang^rs eitb^ thdr Constitu- 
tbns,. or .their other Books and writings, Tichidi contain the 
Institute, or 'the privileges of the Society. In 1584, thdir 
<3re&eral AatfAvivA^ in s^cfing to the Provincials the Litterce 
Ajpo9ioliccey warned them ane#, that, in oommunicadng thejqfi 
-to the Superiors, they should ' starictly observe the Thir^- 
^^lih Rule ; And in the Decrees of their Generals^ is one 
which directs that their Privileges should not be revealed to 
Strangers: it Is difficult to icaagine that the only object of 
these prohibitions could be the printed Constitutions, and the 
other published works ; since it would always be possible for 
Strangers to obtain these, though with some difficulty; 
they hare reference, therefore, principally to the Secret Coi|- 
«titutions, and to those mysterious writings which are coi^- 
fined to their own Body : the whole of that Body, howeveij 
has not equal confidence reposed in it ; for the Fifth General 
Assembly, prescribes, of one of its laws, that " it shoidd not be 
^* communicated to all the members of thp Society, but only 
*< to the Superiors;'" and as this w^s^ a Decree in which; all 
the Members were interested, namely, the mode of teaching, 
we may judge of the secrecy observed upon more d^cate sub- 
jects. In like manner, the Dedaratkns on the Comtituiions 
represent it as inexpedioit that the Novices of the Sociely 
should see the whde Constitutions, but only an ;abridgmen^^ \ 
«md they elsewhere speak of this Abridgment, as calculated 
for strangers, when they diould b« compell^ to reveal .to 
th^m any part of their Ccmstitutions, 

The King of Poigigal observes, in his Manifesto, that 
f^^ the Provincials of JlBuits, sp far from b^ii^g able to reveal 
*' the extraordinary laws whidi form the rule, of their ju<%- 
«< ments and decisions, are, on the contrary, obliged to ccm- 
^* ceaj them with care ; and the Infwws, ^fbo are dependant 

• M NonpporUhit Constitutioncs universas abiis qui nori acceduot 
kgi; sed campendium quoddam eanim." Decl. in Exam. cap. i, 
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^ cm the Pityvincials, from tide Ndmo^ to those who {nbfese 
^< all the four vows^ have no right to demand ms^eotion df 
^ these Secret Laws, nor to make the slightest reflection cm 
^ those mysterious Statutes which ti^jhave never seen * 

This secrecy naturally inspired alarm in Sovereign^ as 
txmtrary to the laws of civilized states. The Institute <^ t)ie 
Dominican^ and Franciscans, the Augiistins^ die - Mitiini2^ 
and other Religious Orders, were thoroughly known : the Je- 
suits alone claimed an exemption in their &v<lr. In li^I 
fiiey refused to communicate the particulars of their Instkute 
to the Attorney General of the Parliament of Aix, who de- 
^red to see if it contained any thing hostile to the liberties C3f 
the Gallican Church. The other Parliaments of France were 
kept in equal ignorance; and their Constitutimis (but e^iie- 
'daDy the mterior basis of their Institute) were never exanuiied 
or approved, by the Magistrates of that kingdom, which gare 
Occasion to the complaint of the Univer^ties of France in 
1624, that the Jesuits were ** governed by private laws, 
** whidi were neither approved by their Kings, nor re^stered 
*^ by their Parliaments ; and whidi they had never till then 
^^ ventured to communicate : indeed, they had done th^ lit- 
** most to prevent their being seeji by any who were not of 
** the Society ; (er which end they had caused theip to be 
** printed in their College at Rome, hofnng, by that means, 
^^ to retmn the whde impression among themselves.*" 

The Bishop of Angelopolis, in his celebrated Letter to 
Pope Innocent X, observes, in reference to this pcnnt, — " What 
** other Religion has a Secret Constitution, hiddafi privileges^ 
** and concealed laws a£ its own ; and vhat other has all those 
*^ things which relate to its government involved in so much 
** mystery ? There is always suspicion in mystery : the Rules 
^ of other Religious Orders are open to all: even the Ruks 
** and Can()ns of Popes, Cardinals, Bishops, and the wfole 
" Clergy ; the privileges, instructions, and statutes o£ other 
** Ordiers, may be seen and consulted in almost every Library; 
<< and the lowest Novice of the Franciscan Order may rfead' 
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<^&t oae vi^Fvr, wliat hi» du^ ivmild be, if be should ever be- 
*^ cmne the Greneral of his Order : among the Jesuits, how- 
^i-cv^y Afere arc a great tiumber who are ignorant of their 
** own hwB : the Secret is confided only to a chosen few: their 
'^^: gave^mifinl is. not form^ upon the rides of the Catholic 
«* Church, which are generally known, but by Secret Laws^ 
" which are only known to the Superiors : in shorty they are 
^ governed rather by private laws, than by such as are autho- 
^^ rized^ which is manifestly -ooRtrary ta the law o£ nature and 
" reason," 

The King of F<»rtugal, who quotes the above passage fiom 

the Letter of the Bishop, in his Manifesto, adds: ^< An 

^^ abuse must also be noticed in the Superiors of the Society 

*' holding a Secret Council in every Province, formed cf£ men 

" who meet tc^ther, without its being known to others for 

^' what object they hold their private conferences, nor what 

^^.cesplutioos they form there. These Counsellors are guided , 

^^ by no other laws than their own customs, coprices, and 

*^ inter^ts. By means of such mysterious and dangeroua 

^^ meetii^, they have erected themselves mto iMi absolute 

*' despotism, under which, they decree arbitrarily the punWi- 

</ ment of whomsoever they please^ and in what manner thej 

*^ please, without eve& informing them of whi^ oimes they 

^^ are accused, nor p^mitting them. to defend themselves; 

*f and they hold all thdr inferiors in a servile subjection, to 

*f midce them execute blindly whatever they oixlatn. 

" The Romans, even when they wore devoted to the worship 
*^ of false gods, were sufficiently enlightened, as Politicians^ 
♦* to proscribe every sort of private worship, and every secret 
** ceremony of those who might assemUe, under cover of 
" Rel^on, without others knowing what trans{Hred aizu»ig 
<^ them ; and the same reason of State which operated at that 
•* time, induced the Roman Emperors, under the Christian 
'^ dispensation, to enact the same law. For the like reason, 
^^ men as distinguished for their good seiuse as for their piety, 
' f^ have muformly protested against the same abuse on the part 
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*^ of the JesuUsy and piredicted the consequences to wlndh it 
" would lead." 

It is unnecessary to dwdl, m this place, upon the e^tdiag 
collateral evidem^e which the aboTe £3dTact8 affixd in support^' 
of the auth^ticity of the cdelHsated Secbxta Monita, fiince 
that point has been already considered more at kngik in the 
preceding Bepfy to Mk. Daxjlas ($. 385). 



CHAP. XXVI. 

THERE IS NOTHING DEFINITE OR PERMANENT 1^ THK 
INSTITUTE OF THE JESUITS; BUT THEY CAN CHANGi; 
IT AT PLEASURE, AND GIVE IT THE PARTICULAR 
CHARACTER WHICH SUITS THEIR OWN PURPOSE. 

» Supposing the Institute of the Jesuits to be a matter of ge- 
neral pubhaty ; httie security would be gained by Sovereign ' 
Princes, or thdr People ; since it is of the very essence of the 
Insdtute, that the Jesuits should have full licence to change 
and vary it at their pleasure, according to the nature of their 
interests, without the permis^on of Monarchs. However 
incredible this privilege may appear, it is not the less certain, 
nor is it less essential to the progress of thdr Monarchy. 

Paul III. by: his Bull of 1648, authorizes them "to 
*^ ad(^t sudi Constitutions as they might judge fit ; with 
^* poww as well with respect to the Constitutions already 
^^ adcqited, as to those which should be made in future, to 
^^ alter or annul them,* according to the difference of time and 
^' place, and the quality or diver^ti^ of things ; and to form 
** other Constitutions, whtch^ by spectdl favor ^ shall &, ip^a 
^^factOy considered as appr&oed by the Hdy See *," 

• « Concedknus , • • . Constitutiones .... ^uas . • . . judica* 
yerint conccdcre, ^ tarn hacten^s factas, quam in posterum faciendas 
OopnitatioQci iptas jmtta ioconim ft teiBporum ac rcrom quaUtatcw 
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Aidothi^ Btttt ©f 14th October,' 1349, grtots themHi* 
MOoie liberty of ^making ** sudi Statutes and Constitutions ai 
*^thej should judge necessary; and afterwards either to 
^' dbofige them, to add to them, or to i^trendi them *.^ 

The same Papal tod Pienaiy Licence w31 be found iii 
iid[>sequent Bulls ; among others, in a Bull of Pope Gkeckmii? 
XIII. d&ted 1st February, 18«8 (an Eictract of which ap£ 
peard at the head bf the ConsHtutwms cwm EitamiHe, &c.)i 
and in another Bull of th^ same Pope, dated in June, 1^4: 
It was this ex!traordinary privBege which led Pasquiee to ob- 
serre, in his PlcAdxytr of 1^64-—*' I must not forget another 
** point of their policy, by which thOT General is permitted 
^* to change the Laws and Statutes by his s<de authority, as 
** he shall consider it likely to promote the advantage of his 
<' Order : a permission of which they know better hoV to avail 
^^'themselves than of all the other Statutes ; especially as, by 
*^ means of this concession, they comdder themselves at liberty 
<( to disguise every thing, as occasion may require, so long as 
^^ such disguise promotes the advantage of the Order.^ 

Nothing, in fact, is more convenient for the Jesuits than 
to i;han^ their Institute^ and themselves, as circumstances 
may require. But let- the danger to a State be consi4ered in 
imy particular Body having' no other fixed rule than that of 
always pursuing its own advantage, and eii:erdsing the singular 
privilege of exhibiting every alteraticm as approved in advance 
by the Holy §ee, although that See may never have any cog- 
nizance of the change. Against such men, a government caiji 
adopt no certain precautions^ because, in substituting to-day

het us now pass from the . secrecy and uncerUui^y qf the 
Institute to what is known and de^imte in that Institute, pmd 
we shall find additional arguroente agiunst the Sod^fy. 



CHAP. XXVII. 



tHE SOCIETY, FROM THE KATUKE OF ITS INSTITUTE, 
CAN UNITE TO ITSELF MEN OF ALL ORDERS (PROBA- 
BLV OF ALL RELIGIONS), LATMEN, ECCLESIASTICS, 
BISHOPS, POPES, EMPERORS, AND KINGS. 

The earliest privileges obtained by the Sodety in the Bulls.of 
Paul III. and Julius III. enable the Jesuits to avail them- 
^ves of the services of all persons ; and PAsauiER, in his 
^FUhdojfery as early as 1564, remarks at.length upon this pe- 
culiarity, and observes, that, in pursuance of such a provision^ 
It would not be impossible for a whole town to be Jesuits : 
obedience to the Greheral, and devotion to the interests pf the 
Society^ constitute the great test of fidelity in all the fo^r 
Classes of which. the Jesuits ar^ .composed; minor ^fferencas 
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tre «MigSa in 4iefb fissentiBt i«qQi8itef,/ad;* provided nidi 
tfequMUbi »« &ot wimtiiig, itik not nefcaddry tliaA the Breag tf 
Ite &ioiety 6hoiiU be iram : 'the pnusttcal' coftrnquenoeB of 
«uch a system yme^ that the Jesuits obtamed the directiaii of 
kknumefafcle Colleges and Senmiaries tat securing to that 
llonaj^y members of all Orders, even (ram the most tender 
Bgbi thej set up Confessionals, in aQ parts: they became 
Masters <rf the Education of youth— -geinral Directon of the 
toiisdelices of all their own Congregations, snbsisdi^ orer 
liie known world ♦. At Paris there were Congregations of 
Messieurs; Congregations of Artisans; and of Sikclars: 
\tk other parts of France, Congregations of Ladies wbA of 
Girls ; and, in many places, especially at Brest, they strove 
to form Congregations of Soldiers. The King of Portugdi 
ispeaks also, in his Enicr, of Aeir Members isifdher Cangre* 
gai^ons. It is notorious, that in most commercial towns, sudt 
as Marsdlles, fbr instance, there were Jesuit XAymm and 
Traders, who managed the business of the Sooety. The go- 
vemment at Lisbon arrested a Genoese Family, which, after 
the expul^tf of the Jesuits from Portugal, came to settle 
there, for the purpose of carrying on budness in their'name: 
and at Madrid also, a person of distinction was seized, who 
was diteovered to be the Agent and general Correspcnident ol" 
those Jesuits who had been bonified from Portugal f . 

But further, they carry dieir pretensions so far as to sub- 
ject persons of the first distinction to their government; count* 
ing in the number cX their Members, Emperors, Kings, Bi« 
-shc^s, and, as it is believed, even Popes, The Enq)drors Fes. 
btnandII. and Febdinand III. were enrdledin theRegistetis 
of their Congr^ations, inscribed with their own hands, SA is 
'testified by the Jesuits themselves in their Imago primi 
Sacxtli Sooietatis (p. S6l). To thesenames fnnst be adcteid,

dared to vssert that one of these Bi8hq)s ^^ bdast^ moore d, 
**4he title of a Brother in their Society, than of his title, pf 
^^. Bidiop, and omsidered it as a greater honour than his oro-^ 
'^•ner and mitre; and that these Kings and Qileens rejoiced 
^'^more in b^g of this body than in their crbwns, because 
•'•other titles were proofs oi their dignity, but this of theiar 
^'-happiness.'' (ImagOj &c. p. 368.) The Historians of 
France have, deft* no doubt of Xoms XIV. having been a 
Member of the Sodek/. The Memoirs drawn up by order of 
DAsmKAL Di$ NoAiLLEs say, '^ A short time after he was 
^^ dead, the Jesuit Le Tellibe entered for the purpose of 
^ jiedag a anall crucifix in hb hands, whidi was not removed 
*fc while the 'King lay exposed ; during whidi^ time, many Je^ 
•* sittts. assembled to pray round the body : a ccsremony which 
*' WHS never practised at Court on similar occasions, but which 
^' is always observed, with respect to those wh<> die members 
•« of the Society.'' i 

M. D'Obsa^bos, relatiilg the same fact in his Journal (VoL 
L p,.454), adds : '^ It is affirmed that this Crucifix held in the 
** hands, is, according to the custom observed among the Je- 
'^ suits, a mark of memberdi^ ; all others having a cru- 
^ dfix laid upon the breast only. Contrary to the accustomed 
.^ usage at Court, there were many Jesuits who ocdlected toge- 
« ther (or the purpose q£ praying near the body ; a duty paid 
/^ .to those only who die united to the Society by all the four 
•^vpws." 

A Memcnr of Cabdival be Noailles, addressed to the 
Begeot, observes furtha-, "The fouirth vow which the Je- 
^^ suit Lb Tellieb had induced the King to make, and which 
^' supposes the three other vows to have been also made vby 
<< him some years before ; the complete secnrity which he had 
** inatiUed into the Kng^ m giving him th^ passport of St.

Wfi have seen, that, for the advantage of the Society, every* 
man may be a Jesuit : for the same end ev^ Jesuit may 
cease to be one— the vows are only so much dust throwa m 
^ie«yeaoftheanqde; they bihd no further than ^iotereBts 
xji the Society demand. The Society only ei^cSns thie ycfwtS 
Poverty, for the purpose^ of enriching itself; arid that of 
Obedience, with a view to make slaves of others; besid^ 
' "^bich) the Greneral is always enabkd to diq)en^ with all the 
vows, at his discretion. . > 

The Society dt the. Jesu]|$ is composed of four Classes. 
Taken in its more extenidve sense, the Sodety comprises ^ 
thoA^ who yield obedience to the General, even the Novices 
, wm do not weaf the habit ; and generally aiji those who 
tutving resolved to live and die in H^e Sodety^- fu^^. in ^ probi" 
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tbti rtarotder that it may be dedded to wfaksh of the £^knr^ 
big d e grtc g.th^ Aall be admittad. This is'the finit ck»&# 
The £oaietyy in a more limited fienise, comprises, bender, 
those who have taken the vo^s^ and the Coadjuton^ iq^pro^ed" 
Sdidars; wfaidi iqyptoved Sdiolars are the second. Gkm: In 
^'durd and mofe strict smse, the Sodety only inr1nHi>R thoB6 
idio hare taken &e vsows, and the Coadjutors; and it is in* 
thb «aose that the promise of the fj^qgroted Scbdaes,' to enter 
into the -Sociely) that is, to enter into one of these two' Claases,' 
must be undanrtood. Thns^ the third Class is ^atiof Gosd^ 
jutors* Lasdy/.the Sodtety^ nndearstood in: an entkel^ooofin^ 
aod'ai^ptropriate sense, comprises only diose who have iodcen^ 
the TOWS ; not that the Body of the. Sariety has tio etimiMdm" 
b0v% but beoanae these who haVe taken :tfce.yo3¥S .ave. tiie pekiu 
dpal Members, and because it is from the midst of tfie«i;tbat 
Ae small number of those persons is selected who have a voiee ' 
in the election of the General. Those, then, who have takai 
the vows form the fourth Class *. 

The Constitutbns add, that a person is so far of the Sodety 
by each of these methods of forming a part of ,it^ that he is

Without dweUing op the auHrenienoe of tbeae taut <fif* 
ferment definukms^ under which it mi^ be sod of the same 
fimi^ that he is a Jesuit, and that he is not; that he belongs to 
the Sodety^ and that be doe» not— 4t is manifest that the 
Xofltitute of the Jesuits is uniKke that of any other body; sinct 
U i3 Impossible to be a Benedictine or a Capudtin, exo^ iw 
poi^ way^ that is, by Profession. But there are at least three 
different ways c^ being a Jesuit indepeodaatly of ProfessioQ, 
iwbidi is the peculiarity of the Institute ; to which, however, if 
io be added ibe convenient art of ceasing to be so, wbe|i th^ 
int^ests of tke Society require it, in order to become so agtti^ 
when neeessary; foir^ in short, the ne jlus ultra of this Insti* 
Iu4e is, that a]^ tho<ie who ^x^ bebeviiNl to be Jesuits because 
Hiey wear the haUt, or because Ijky hasie taken the vows, ai^ 
neverthdess no longsr so^ when the Society would be hatler 
^rved by their disowaing it ; while, in IHce manner, a consi* 
deiSBJble number who are nojt <x>nsid^ed as Jesuits, because 
they do not wear the habit, aoe so to aU intents and purpofes 
Ar the advantage of die Soaetj;.

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Bendes the four Classes, there is yet anotfier kind of ^ 
suits, who only take the three vows *. 

But these four Classes themselves admit of subdivisions, 
which shall now be noticed. 

As to the FiEST Class: There is a^rst and a second pro- 
bation, which are diemselves preceded by a preliminary pro- 
bation of unequal length, in different cases; for it is import- 
ant, say the Constitutions, to be well acquainted with the sub- 
jects, and to try them a long time, before uniting them to the 
Society "f. It is not essential, in this previous probation, to 
have formed the firm resolution of living and dying in the So- 
ciety, or of remaining for ever in obedience to the General. 
This rank of probationers, therefore, does not appear to form a 
part of the Society. They ought not even to be received into 
what is called the House of Probation; or if, on account of 
some particular reasons, they are admitted (for there are no 
rules in the Constitutions in which exceptions are not supposed, 
for the greater benefit of the Society), they are only received 
as guests, and must not remain above three days, without con- 
sent of the General or the Provincial J. If, however, they 
should be endowed with rare talents, the rules are in that case 
of no consequence; for, the advantage of the Society being 
always paramount, they would not only be admitted into th6

Houses of the Societyj previously to th^ forming the befbre- 
menticmed Jirm resolution. 

But this Jirm resolution^ or, as the Constitutions further 
entitle itj this ejffkacums desire^ is absolutely necessary for the 
first and second probation * ; and it is doubtless this which 
<x>nstitutes the Probationers as much Members of the Society, 
^ those i¥ho have taken all the four vows: the second proba« 
tion, however, constitutes no more than the Noviciate ; and in 
each probation there is no obligation either to take the vows, 
or wear the habit: so true is it, that it, is the engagement to 
live and cfie in obedience to the General, which alone consti- 
tutes the Jesuit, independantly of all other vows, and of the 
habit; for, a person may thus be a complete Jesuit, although a 
JNovice, and even before his Novidate. 

If tins be but a portion of the first class of Jesuits, such 
portion ^ould seem to be more numerous of itself, than all 
the. other classes put together; for it is in this portion that we 
must rai^ those persons jof all other Orders and conditions, 
who, wi&out quitting their Houses, their profession, or their 
relative connexions, are Jesuits in the midst of the world with- 
out vows, or the habit, but only by the simple engagement of 
living and dying in obedience to the General of the Society. 

To return to the two probadons : the first is passed in a 
separate House, whidi is denominated the House of primary 
probation. The period of remaining there, is commonly 
twelve, fifteen, or tventy days ; in order that the validity of 
the Resolution of the Candidate may be judged of, and that 
an estimate may be formed how faj: bis talents render him fit 
for the Society •}-.

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I9x or eig^t exmninarions are here undergone; but it is * 
drcumstanoe highly m favor of the Candidatey if he has been 
often confessed by Jesuits *: and it is yet a greater, if he pos- 
•easesany valuable gifts (i£, for example, he is rieh) ; for, then, 
if he should have either of the five impediments to admiswon 
(which are, first, Heresy, Schism, or Excommunication; Sd, 
Homicide; 3d, Having worn the habit of another Order; 4th, 
Jiarriage; 5th, Imbecility of mind), still he would not be al- 
ways excluded; nay, in such a case the Sodety is parohiUted 
from sending him away, without the consent of the Superior f. 

In this retreat, it is necessary for the Candidate to ^ve 
proof of his talents, and his knowledge; to discover his most 
aecret diqiontions, nay, to lay open to the Genial, or his De- 
legate, all the secrets of his conscience^ from' his infancy; 
and, above all, to certify the solemn rescdution he has taj^en to 
live and die in the Sodety §. He must further engage, first, 
that in ease he has any c^inions different from those whieb 
mre commonly maintajned by the Church or its Doctors, he 
will submit himself to what may be enjmned (not by the 
Churdi^ but) by the Sodety j| ; second, that he will aoquiesco

There must also be 
no other Confessor than a Jesuit^ and only such a Jesuit at 
the Superior shall name^f*. 

To what a humiluitmg slavery do such regulations subjeeC 
the concience, and what an empire is thus exemsed over th« 
mind ! Such, however, is the condition rf every Jesuit ui^er 
the laws of his General: every Jesuit fixMn the Novice to 
the Member, who has taken all the four vows is obliged (the 
foUner every six months, the latter every year) to lay open hia 
conscience to his Superior, or his Representative, without the 
least reserve or concealment: they arfe ahio obliged, every sbc 
months, to make a general confesaon to such person as the 
Superior of the Jesuits shall appdint ! 

To complete the engagement of obedience, it is neoessaiy, 
in this primary probatioq, for the Candidate to promise a 
blind submission to the Superior, with regard to the selection * 
of such of the three classes of Scholastics, Coadjutors, or i*ro- 
fessors of all the vows, as he may think proper to admit the

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pwty to, even though it should be only that of a Lay CoacK' 
jutor ; to acquiesce in such choice, and there to fix his destiny, ^ 
without attemptii^ to quit it *. 

With respect to the worldly estate of such persons, the 
role is (say the Constitutions), to divest themselves entirely 
of it, from the time of the primary probation, and before en- 
terii^. into the Hojuse where the second begins ; but if good , 
reckons (or rather reasons more useful than good) should 
prevent this, a promise must at least be given, thdt, at the end 
o{ the first year of the second {»x>bation, they should reUn- . 
quii^ alt thdr property whenever the Superior might direct f: 
as to the money they might possess, that was to be distri- 
buted at om^e, or else deported in the hands of the Supe- 
rior. The engagement as to the ces^on of Benefices is much : 
the same, since it purports that they should be devoted to 
pious works, which means that they should be appropnated to . 
the Collies rf the Society |. 

These promises must not orly be made verbally, but, 
^gaed §. It is only after these essential preliminaries-rafter 
a general Confession, and the reception of the SacraxHent^ .

A TJu:iT CONBIT10K9 whidi is, if the Sodety judges it rights 
0uit the obligation should hold. He binds himself in per* 
petoity, as far as he is omcerned; but the Society having 
pcnrerto release him, he is, in that case, free froh alx. his 
TOWS*. Thus the tow is abtolute in its terms; but by a 
mental reservation which makes the Society a party, it becomes 
conditional : it avails little, therefore, tha^ in its letter the vow- 
is perpetual, since' it is thus no other than an uncertain engage- 
ment, which is in force no longer than the General may de- 
termine. What is this but a mockery of pnbEc fmth, of God, 
and of reli^on ? 

This, however, is not all: at all events the vow -should 
obhge until the General dispenses from it. For instance^ m 
the vow of poverty, the Individual ought to be bound sq 
far, and the more strictly as it is declared by the Popes that 
Jesuits of every class without distincticm, are mendicants 
mthcmtjicticm or disguise -f-. Does, then, the vow of Poverty 
oblige ? Yes, say tfie Constitutions ; but in the sense of the 
customs of the Society: that is, it does not oblige -at alt 
For, first, it does not oblige at the ttme^ but is only a prb- 
nrise to observe the vow when the General shaD decide that 
the time for observing it is arrived, by admitting the Indivi- 
dual to the degree of Coadjutor or Professor of the four 
vows ; and this lainlable and edifying custom operates so that^

b^g obliged to- be^ observed, and that vows are made to 
God, without any obhgation beitig felt to fulfil them. Second- 
ly, Should this explanation of the vow of Poverty be insuffi-. 
cient, THE Constitutions will supply another. The DKciiA.-. 
RATIONS observe, that this vow of Poverty only applies ta: 
those ihings which are actttoMy in possession at the time, aod. 
pot to others.-<^Again : As to those things ^hich are in pos«, 
ses^n, it only obliges not to use them withcnit the knowledge, 
ijmd approbation of the Superior; but this does noi eoctend to^ 
hguses^ nor to other immoveable property : aU ffkot is required, 
with respect to these is, that ihe party shall be prepared to, 
give ihetfi up when the General shall think ^tf; it being

But as to the revenues, the advantage of the ^ode^^ 
i«iuires that it should beiotherwise in respect to them.— ^As * 
they are the solgect of present possesdon, at&ough the vowof^ 
Pover^ does not hinder him from receiving them, it pi^vents' 
ham^oat diqxlsii^ of diem without the approbation of the So* 
ciety ; wlueh is, in other wotds, toproii^ f(»r their being ^ven' 
to the Society. The Constitittions ev«i prescribe io aU who 
ar^not Coai]\)utors or Professi»iiof the four vows, to depose of 
fioihing oi ffieir own abidute propertyj a/nd only to ad as' 
heeom§$ the Religious^ a/nd not accordlhig to tJ^etr own witt^ as 
bifhr$ ihrir enhance into the Society; and conseqteently ^* 
the win of sMne odi^^. Thus die Constitutions suppose, in 
tiMmy pSaOSs, diat diese Jesmts have made gifts to the So. 
d^yf. 

Thus the welfiffeof the Sodety is the supreme law, in the 
interpretation of vows and contracts. Does any question arise 
as to the validity or perpetuity of thdr rowsf The absolute 
TOW is only comfitional ; the public vow is but a simple vow ;

vow. . He is a perpetual Jesiut, tf it be of wlvanti^ to Jtfae 
Society, that he should be so ; a Jesuit no longer, if his depar* . 
ture would better answer the purposes of the Sodety; an 
£x-Jesuit, and without the vows, in order to gain or to pre- 
aerve ; a Jesuit obliged by the vows, in order to transfer every 
thing to the Society : such are the prodigies and anomalies in 
polity, which the Institute introduces into a State. 

Not only can the Jesuit, in spite of his vow of Poverty, 
preserve Ins property, but this menc^eant can succeed to the 
inheritance of his relatives, and concentrate in his own pei^n 
all the possessions of his family. Wherever the Constitution^ 
are literally observed, the Jesuit enjoys all these ri^ts with^ 
quitting the Society, provided only he be not a iCoa^jfitcr Cf 
Professor of all the vows^: so that the Society (sgy# An^Afif^^ 
cm whom this akme depends, takes very good iqaije t^:he 
^kaH only become such when all hope of succeciaim 10 |f90#». •

CHAR XXIX. 



SECOND CLASS OF JESUITS. THE SOLE PROPUIETORS OF 
THE POSSESSIONS OF THE SOCIETY, WHICH HOWEVER 
ABE ADMINISTERED BY THE GENERAL ALONE. 

The second Class conasts of what the Constitutions call Je- 
«uit Scholars, or Students-ScHOLAsrici; tliat is, those Jesuits 
who are permitted to apply themselves to their studies: M(»ti:Ri 
Avides them into Regents or Masters, and Students^ Pas- 
auiER observes i ^^ He who first set his hand to the estaUi^- 
** ment of the Jesuits, finding the poverty which was vowed 
'^ too difficult of digestion, resolved in a sophistical spint to 
^ make a distinction, namely, that inasmuch as the exercise of 
^ theprofesfflon was twofold, as well for Religion, as for the 
** sdences, so the Order should con^st both of Monasteries, 
** and Colleges ; that the Monasteries should be certain small 
^^ chapels or cells, as least in his estimation, and that the CoU 
** leges should be large spacious Palaces; that though, in their 
^^ re^ous character, they could possess nothing, yet that, in 
** thdr character as Scholars, they should possess abundance.

It is in effect these 
Jesuit Students, who, mendicants as they are, are the resjL 
Proprietors -f* of the immense wealth of the Society, of its 
well-endowed Colleges, its Houses of Probation, which are 
dependant on the Colleges, and dTthe rich Benefices wfaidiaie 
tmited to them. They are, however, only Proprietors, on con- 
dition of not touching them, for it is the Professors of bU tht 
Vo^rs, those poor Evangelists J,' possessing nothing in til* 
world, aiid pure from every species of avarice, with wIkmu the 
Constitutions rest the ostenable administration of the pro- 
perty §, Thus, the only rich Members of the Society appear 
to be the Students ; and thus the Society has CoU^es evety 
whfere, in order that every where it may have wealtfi. The 
Students, however, are only rich in theory, for in practke eV«i 
they can administer nothing : on the contrary, it is the pdor 
who are reduced to beg and live upon alms, namely, the FiKh 
^ea^ors of the four vows, to whom the Institute nomindly CM- 
^rigns die administration of the funds : an' admirable contri- 
Tance of the Society, by which the poor Jesuit transfers^ to the 
rich one all the merit of his povei^y ; in exchange fbr wl^db, 
the rich Jesuit transfers to the poor one all the benefit of 
his riches. 

But, in effect, these Professors are scarcely more advanced 
with their supreme administration, than the Scholastics, with 
their right of propriety ; since, in reality, both the one and the

THIRD' C1AS8 OT JESUITS— -SPIRFTUAL AND TEBIKJUAl^ 
COADJPOTOltS* 

Ths tliird Class of JesuUs is that of the Coadjjutprs. It i& 
posfflUe to arrive at this (as^ at that of Fixtesaon of all the 
yows) without paswig though that of Students, as itia also 
to be a Profe88(H* of all the vows, without be'ioig a Coad^iHUvr, 
.This de{)eiids upon talents and circumstaqpes ; abovq all, 
upon the advantage of the Sodiety; and in eveij case^ on tha 
will of the General, who alone disposes oi all things itmmf^ 
put the whole extent of the body. 

But, in order to become a Coacyutor,.or a Pr^JGuBor of/aU 
thevDwSi the two years of probation, and the wi evBxmetr 
comprised in the first claspt, must have been passed, unless^ in^ 
deed, the (general should dispense fircnn one or the other, ; in 
w^le car in.parl; finr he has the absohite ppwer of subtracting 
any of the requisitions of the Institute on his sde authority^* 
It is also necessary to have b^ged from door to door for three 
days, in order to preserve the memory of die primitive po^ 
verty of the Society, and, as a proof that the Society, ever dis« 
interested (^ it is known to be), has no desires for the present 
life,. Jnit only prefers its claims to a future state of esdst- 
•fence-f". 

The Jesuit Coadjutors are divided into Spiritual and Tem- 
pwal. The Sjnritual must be Priests, and sufficiently m- 
,9tructed to asdst the Society in its spiritual functions, such as

TOWS) also, as in the others^ mental reservation feids a pre** 
min^t place^ ,and the Individual, as in other cases, is bound 
to the Sodety without the So«nety bdng bound to him ; al^ 
though it thus recdves his vows^ and deprives hint of his 
f!iroperty; presaiting, in every instance^ the sami? m^cmstrous 
incongruity in a dvil and rdij^ous commonwedth. 
' With respect to the private prcqwrty of the ^^esuit Coad-' 
jutors, the Constitutions prescribe that they shall i&qpose ^S it 
before th^se public vows f .

First, t^ Sdcietj <xily admits the Jesuit to the rank of 
complete Coadjutor, or Professor (^ all the vows, when 9)! 
hope of sucee^on is extinct, m order that tl^ mass of his 
property may be increased from all that may be gaith^^ trosn 
his family : Aekaxjld reproached the Society With tins ar-* 
^ce. 

Secondly. When the admisdon is to take place, the Con- 
stitutions admomsh him th^t he ou^t to dispose of his pro- 
perty, not in faVor of his relations, but of the pdor, in otiier 
words, of the Sodety*. 

Third. They further apprise him that it is no longer the 
time for him to dispose of it, of his own proper will, as he 
lioight have done, befor<ehe entered into the Society, but that 
he can only dispose of it, as a Religious person*!*; ^^ ^9 ^^ 
the will o>f another. 

Fourth. Lest, howev^,' he should imagine that he might 
still dispose of it in favor of his Bdirtives, the Constitutions en- 
* join, as a duty, to refer the questioii of dispoong 6f his pro- 
perty to the judgment of one, two, or three persons, who 
MUST BE Jesttits, ufUess the Svperiqr shoulddedde othertoiae; 
wlach he will take good care never to -do, and to execute 
blindly whatever the^ may judge most perfect and most 
pleasinjg to God]:^ at the same moment the Constitutions 
command these Jesyit Referees tP represent to him upon this

Fifth, tFot the same rea(K^ tbia pn>perty remains ill the 
hands of die Jesuits ia pefpetiutj ; npt oidy im the title c^ 
•povorty^but on^that^df an appn^riation mpre pei£ect and 
feuore agreeable to God. In fact, the Constitutions, not coi|-> 
tent with lepreseiiting the g^ to the Society as an act of dfeb 
lotion and pe^, exalt such a dedication aft an offering ifhich 
is indisputaUy one of the greatest pei*feet|on and excellence; 
mnce the Sodety is consecrated altogether U^ ^ greaUr glorjf 
cf Gody to the umverBBl interetts of humanity, and to th^ per- 
fection of souls^. >- 

Sixth. To this end, however, the Greneral must be left the 
absolute master as to the apprt^pri^tum pf tiiMs piopart^l. 
For if, even in ^ving all he possesses to the Spcie^,.^e dqoor 
ahould designate any particulaj: place. as the ol^t of his

A vocatkm so suhUme requires, of course, the great and 
long probation, which the Consdtiitions ^[^rescrihe. Besides 
the two or three years of probatioD, the ax oelebrated exerciie^ 
the variety of examinations, the ceremony of b^gbgfor thi^ 
days, the disclosure of thdr.consdenoe c^rery ax months to the 
Superiors, &c. with all which, however, the unhmited pow^ 
€£ the General enables him to cUspense, should he think fit, 
the Constitutions demand the JuU renunciaiion qf h%9 owh 
wU and JUs own opinion^ they further require virtue and 
sdence in the Candidate, and^that he shall be a Priest X. "* 
To establish his claims to sdence, he must maintain Theseii 
But should the Jesuit possess such important g^ii as are at 
jfubstUuteJor science; above all, tahould he be qfdietinguiskei 
hifihj the rule would not be too sirictfy interpreted, and Atlf 
would not fail to admithim. It belongs to the Creneralakme, 
to appreciate the value of these ^fts, and to judge <^ every

It is also he ahne who decides upon odmiMon to Pti^i$^ 
fion, and itis (mty onjoertf rare occasions thai he can transfkr 
ihe power to amf PraokuAal, Even he himself is only to 
clecide for it, tupon certain if^brmaHon^ India alone- exc^yted^ 
W acooanC of the distance. He can, however, refer the matter 
to a third perscm, but only on condition that he shall be a Je> 
mat, m whom he shaU have as much ccv^ldence asinhmsflf;

If it should be inquired how if is, that the Popes have 
not peroeiyed the modcery thus put upon them, or, if they 
have seen it, why they have borne it, we may inquire in turn, 
•how is it that Catholics at krge have been dduded by die Je- 
muts' vow of Povarty ? or, if they have seen through k, why so 
many dvUiized States have not for the space of two Centuries 
rid themsdves of sodi an Institute? 

The poverty of tins Sodety in general, and of its Frofes^ 
man in particular, is cme of the most prominent features of the 
Constitutions. It is exalted in them, as the great fundamental 
article of the Sodety; as the object of its peculiar dioice; and 
as that wliidi it has most at heart to preserve in all ifB purity-f** 
{n confimnity with this jxous zeal, the Constitutions require a 
'particular vow from each of the ProfessOTs of the other vows, 
never to consent to any altei^tion whatev^, in the Constitu- 
tions, on the suligect of Poverty, nor even that the Generd 
Assembly of the Sodety shall make the least change in that 
particular I.

Here, dien, are the Poor as completely pocnr as can be ima-

has ever seen them beg? No Alms-box is' placed in ilheit 
Chnrdies, for the sub^stence of the poor Professbrs of the 
Sodety: the Constitutions expressly proh^ siidi a practice:

to J)rovide himself, at the expeiiceof the Colleges, with «uch n 
'House as shall be judged §S^ but to distribute presents frdtt 
the revenues for the glory of (Jod, that is to §ay, for the 
benejRt of the Society*; in a w<»d, all those without ^Bg- 
tinction who, residing out of the Colleges, conduct thrir aflbirS) 
whether spiritual or temporal, or rather, as the Declaration^ 
say, the affairs of the Society. 

It is evident, therefore, that all the Professors of ttie vowg 
subsist upon the i^evenues of the Cidkges, and that no tndi- 
Hrklual among ttiem, as is pretended, is reduced to subsist upon 
&lms. Should ant/ scrupksy however^ arise upcm particular 
cases, they are removed in the fdlowing way— It is to be un- 
^lei^tood that as *• de minimis nan curat lex^'' so n^nor mattery 
^Jbr nothing; and consequently that Professors of die Vows, 
.who are even useless to the Society y may be supplied from the 
irevenues of the Collies, providedU be to no great ewtent :-^ 
that the ttcij See having no de^re that the Colleges dK>uld 
be inhuman, the gif\; of clothing and other assistance wUeh 
ihe Rouse c£ Pn^esdon cannot give, are not contrary to the 
Ccmstitutions-f. Again — ^the true sa:»eof the Constitutions ii.

jtiothiBg more distinctly than that the Houses of Profession 
lOUght not to consider the fund^^ the CoU^es as their own 
profertyi nor regard them as designed for the particular exr- 
jpences of their House ; but they do not mean that the Fro^ 
femam ate mi to be assisted irom them^. It is unnecessary 
tQ proceed further in order to shew that all the pompous pro* 
Sessions of the Constitutions as to the poverty of the Professors 
of the four vows ; as to their title of ^^ real mendicants,^ and 
|ffi to the alms upon whidi they subsist, are only a mockery ; 
and thaty in pomt of fact, these Professors are only imaginary 
paupers, who sub^, hke all the three other classes oi Jesuits^ 
.upon the fimds of the CoUeges. 

As &r as the Houses of Profession dieipselves are con- 
cerned — altliough they ought to have neither possessions, nor 
jrerenues, either in common or in particular, they may have » 
Jiabit^y)n both in town and country; they are not even obliged 
♦to confine thaaisel,ves to what is necessary, but may prociure 
what is ecmvenient and commodious. It is only prescribedj^ iir 
order that the letter of the rule may not be violated, that no* 
.part of the property should be let, and that ncme of its produce 
diould be sold, lest the rent o£ the letting, and the profits of 
the produce should be regarded as revenue -f-^ It may be

good a, revenue as the rent of a house, or the price of fruit ? 

Th^ Constitutions, indeed, evinc^ some scruples r^pecting 
those cases where the country habitations produce oil, wine, 
and com. These Houses ^ain may possess^ although in 
common, moveable property — ^money— a Library— and all that 
Is essential to the support and comfort of life* : although they 
Ought to have no revenue as an endowment, new under any 
Other designation, they still do possess revenue under that and 
other names ; for these Habitations and their Churches are well 
supported ; but in oi*der to preserve some consistency^ and not 
to alter the vow of Poverty, the Houses of Professicm do not 
administer these goods with their own hands : they merely tdce 
Care that those who do administer tb^ni, employ them for the 
House f ; resembling in this, the Capuchins, who, although 
they never touch money themselves, are none the poorer on 
tliat account. 

Although tJiese Houses ought not to receive immoveaUo

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Foot wIm> are not of thar Society : but by tbe injuncticm iff 
adi ait the soooest, we are to understand diaet they are to sell 
at lale as poaaUe, or rather not to sell at dl ; for they are 
pemitted to wait the most advanti^eous opportunity fi»r pro- , 
curn^ a f^Dod piioe, and eten not to seB at dl, if the property 
in qnestioo U necessary to the House *. — ^Although they can- 
not recave any ahnsfor their Masses, Confes^ns, l^reapchings, 
or othtf duties, yet when they are given, they do recme them ; 
but upon condition, that, in receiving them, they shall exercise 
a mental reservation, by which they shall receive them ai 
alms in general, and not as alms applidible to those services 'f'. 
Lastly, although they ought to possess no species of fixed 
and permanent revenue, yet they do possess it: for, if any 
charitable Testator bequeaths to them an estate in perpetuity, 
they accept it ; but it is on the following conditions ; first, that 
it was the express desire of the party that thdy should enjoy 
it, and was not solidted by them ; and secondly, that they shaD 
institute no action at law in order to its payment \ ; although 
the CoHq^es may instkute it for them. , These examples may 
aSbrd some evidence of tbe ducanery of the Institute of the 
Jesuits.

TO STATES. 

jBesibes ike Professcn^ of the four vows, there are Pifofessorg 

4of three vows only. These are such as, although they have 
deserved well of thci Society, or are endowed with singula^ 
^iety, have not however the necessary talents for admiiisicHi into 
tiie grand Council of full Professc^rs : thej are generally oonRned 
to the Ministry of Confession. The Greneral, who alone 
admits them, receives them but rarely, and in a limited num- 
ber : they have no vcrice in the election of the Generals ; they 
can a^ttend and vote at the other General Assemblies, but can 
fiU no office which may give them authority over Professors of 
-the four vows : they must have been at least seven years in 
the Society. ' 

The Constitutions do not enjoin any particular dress as 
indisp^isable : the habit actually worn is only matter of 
custom; a,nd the Institute does not even require the Pro- 
fessors of the four vows to be clothed otherwise than other 
persbns in the Society. " In the mode of dress'' (say the 
'Constitutions, in speaking of the Professors, and the Coad- 
jutors), " three things must be observed ;— first, that the habit 
. " be proper— second, that it be cor^brmaide to the ciistam of 
^* thefhtccy — third, that there be nothing contrary to the Po- 

' ** verty of which they make profession. Thus, it will not be 
*^ consistent to use velvet, or superfine cloth, which must there- 

" <* fojre be avoided.'' . The Declarations add, " What is said cf 
^^velvet, and superfine doth, must be understood of the new

Beed therefore be no longer surprised that in India the Jesuits 
assume on certain days the habit of Mandarins : it is the law of 
th^ Institute. 

Thus it is not only the two first classes of Jesmts, wHo 
may be Jesuits without the habit It is the four Classes, and 
the Society at Urge, whidi, according to the Institute, m spite 
of their tfiree or four vows, may be true Jesiuts without th# 
habit ; and this is the case of all those Jesuits who live in the 
world ; and that whether they have passed through all the vows^ 
or have only taken those of obedience to the General, and of 
living and dying in the Society. 

All the Professors of the four vows without distinction 
are obliged, after tddng the vows called solemn ones, to 
take what they term the simple vows. That of Poverty, has 
already been spoken of at large, and we have seeji tb^ 
^nature of such a Poverty. The others are — ^first, to irenounce 
ambition: they engage to do nothing in order to procure 
degrees in the Society, and to denounce those who do ; 
^—second, to guarantee the power of the General, , over those 
who may be raised to dignities out of the Society ; they engage 
not cHily to take no steps to arrive 9t such dignities, but even 
to refiis^ their consent thereto, so far as in them lies, that>is to 
say, if they are not forced to ^ve it by the orders of the Supe- 
rior, which oblige und^r pain of sin. The Institute goes 
much further- It ipvolyes an engagement by this vow, that 
fBven in the case of being compiled to accept a 'Bishc^ric, and

But if a Jesuit, elevated even to a Bishopric, is thmi r 
bound to a dependance upon the Society, the Sodety is not 
bound in the same way to him. The Jesuit, indeed, is bound, 
and so bound to the. Society, that if he shcHild withdraw from 
it of himself, the Society has a right to reclaim him, as an 
Apostate, an4 to make him return to his duty : upon this the 
Constitutions are exf^ess. It is true, that if the matt^ does 
not appear to merit the attention of the Sod^y, they dp not 
exercise this right, and even Hberate the jparly from his vows, 
in order to remove his scruples*. It is also true, that i^ 
after his departure, he has t^dcen the habit of another Order, 
the Society generally abstains from ^eoxa^ing its rights, i» 
oi4er tha$ it may avoid litigatiohf ; but if it be a particular 
subject, from whose usefulness the Society has conceived great 
hopes, " she m^y*" (say the Constitutions) *^use all possible 
^^ diligence to restore him to his duty, and ^e shall hav^

inysoss ..^blence tyfxm Jmn^ and to punish him severely if he 
persists : he can also prosecute him as ak Apostate, if he 
shouM obtain his object upon a false siatementX' In shoot. 
Dp Jesuit, if even the Pope should give him preferment, 
jcould relinquish the Society without the cQUsent of the Ge^ 
neral, unless it were to become a Chartreux. 

Thus, those fnembers who quit tibe Soaety, only leave it, 
because the Society not drinking them worth letaining, does 
not care to exerds^ it^ right of keeping them, contrary to that

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On tfie dfter hand, the Society is never bounrfj knd ciB!*)t' 
be compelled to retain any one, contrary to his own choice,* 
dxmgh he were even a Professor of the four vows ; ctS eon be 
rxpeUed Jrom the Society ^ iaj the Constitutions, coen the 
fr^isarSf in certain cases ^ to whatever rank or dignity they 
may have arrived in the Society. 7%^ General himself may 
he divested of his placey and, if necessary^ he miffht to be 
dismissed. They only r^tiire that grtater caution shmM be 
used in these dismissals when they qffhpt Jesuits, who aredd^ 
mitted into the arcana of the Society ♦. 

With respect to the causes of dismissal, the Km^ of Pwv 
tugal observes, in his celebrated Manifesto, that ^ ncme, fr<M 
^ the Novices to the Professors of the fourth Vow incIufflV^^ 
•* have the least right to demand information as *a Ae fittdts foi^ 
" whidi they are either punished or banished, arid that'^t^t 
** denunciations occasion numbers to be driven away ife ighb^ 
** ranee of the reasons f,^ .- i 

It is not that the Constitutions do not state certi&i causes 
of eifduslon. In the case of the General, for instance, ihey 
speak of assassination, of appropriating' the revenues of^the 
Colleges for particular purposes, of alienating the Estttes of 
the Colleges or Houses, of maintaining erroneotis doctrine ; 
such,, for instance, as that of the General GoKZjkJLSs, ^ho 
thought proper to write against their favourite Doctrine of 
Probability: but besides that the Constitutions. permit them 
jto interpret according to their own notions (in the case of 
^ Qmeral, for instajice), those mortal sins which issvie.ia

Such, then, is the lot of a Jesuit according to the Institute 

kself, that, after .having grown old in the Society ~after being 

despc&led of his property, either by his own vows, or by the 

orders of his General; after having i-enc^mced'^lbopes from 

his buth, his fanllly, or his talents ; after being rendered ini» 

capaUe of any other occupation than a religious life; after 

liaving been bound before God Ijy pecuHar vows; after 

li^ving wasted 'his days in rendei^ig himself irreproachable ; 

he may in a moment, foi* an unknown cause, which shall conv 

tiy no iiriputation of Sin, and for no other reason than be^ 

caus^ the interests of the Monarchy of the Jesuits require

It mi^t be oonfiidered that the Jesmta would at leos^ 
leCiirB the pp uyer ly that he tni|^t have given tfi^m, or aeeuNk 
him some subaateaee. But how could poor peofde, like the 
Jesuits, give any thing? And as to rehirmngj the Constiftu-^ 
tioBs have taken good care of that ; (at if they fbrmally pro- 
vkle that he shall carry away all thai belongs to him^ on one 
Jiand, nothing belongs to lum if he has given up every Unii^g; 
and» therefbiv, the Declarations say that there will be, no ^bffi* 
cuky in finding what bdongs to him : on the other hand, he 
win only take back of those things given to the Soaety what 
shaD be specifically fiMindf. Therefore, as it will hardly ever 
happen that they still exist, it will be fi»r the General, or bis 
Dd^ale, to decide whether any thing or nothing shall be 
g^ven him in thdr stead I ; so that, if the di^nterestedneas for 
which die Society is celebrated, decides for little or nothing', 
the Jesuit will have given every thmg to the Society ; his 
health, bis talents, the best part of his life ; and will find 
himself thrown upcm the state, with no other means oi i^bt- 
sistence than carxying disturbance into his family, or depend- 
ing upon public diarity. What a charge in every respect £or 
his family and the btate, will be that of aman who has giowa 
old amcmg the Jesuits, and who is imbued with thar sp^ 
and poisoned with the maxim* of their morality !

The Constitutions explain this mystery, in provicBng, aa 
riiey dot, t^t the Sodety may recal those whom it senda 
away^ and that it even depends upon the Superior to recol 
them at once, without any further trial. 

This double power of dismisdng and recalling, k a vast ad> 
'Vantage to the Sodo^, both in its political and pecuniary in- 
terests. 

Should the political interests of the Sodety, for instance, 
require that, in <jprtain eiidcal circmnstances, she should have

aonduct her affairs ; the Gener^d has only to dismaiss skilful 
and confideatial Jesuits at a seafionable monteni, who are lib^ 
ruJted, perhaps, firom particular vows, or liberated cmly for u 
time; still retaixnng them bound to him, by the perpet^ wow 
et obe^^enee; andy a£ter these secret arrangem'ents, restcnrtng 
Ibem, ia appeanmce, to a civil life, but leavhig than, iu ef- 
fisct, for the remainder of their days, should it be nepessary^ 
to disturb and iiyure other States, while they promote the in- 
terests of the Sodiety. 

On the odier hand, should the pecuniary benefit of 
the Society be iii qvastion, and an opportunity ofier for « 
.Jesiut to succeed to any conadefable property, the General 
has only to dismiss the Member from the Society; who, bound 
notwithstanding, by certaid Vows to the Society^ and depend* 
ing upon her for the time and nature of his liberation, will 
be liberated no loHigi^ than may be necessary for the object in 
view, and only on condition of his returning to pott laden 
with the sppils wliich may become the amimon prc^erty of 
the pious adventurers with whom he is associated. 

By these d^xt^rous contrivances^ the J^uits who ai:e dis- 
missed (says Pasq,uie»), " wfien filled with weakh, are c^m- 
*V polled, as Members q{ the Sodety, to disgoi-ge, for the ad- 
vantage of the Society, whatev^ they may have ae- 
t* quired *.'' 

If examples, of this kind shoidd be required, they may be 
found in the following cases : the first is that of the Jesuit 
Gbebeut,;. the setond, of Count Z^m. \ 

Gkeskbt, after leaving beei) in the SedMy tlnrteen yearsy 
after having taken the three vows, and discharged all the func- 
tions of Spritual Coadjutor, was adroitly dismissed for the 
purpose of receiving from his Mother a full donatibn of her 
property; but with the manifest design of its afiterwards pass- 
ing in different ways to the Society^ to which he was no less de-

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>pted than whexi he quitted it *. He had alre^y begun ia 
execute.his.prpjeet, when his Brother complained of it to thqr

*.' ,U^e^ in Flanders of sending away th^ Jesuits qnd annulling; 

V their vows, from a criminal motive of worldly advantage^

^^and Beli^on is sC&ndaUzed. The only sure mode of eradi« 
*' eating such cupidity and abuse, is to declare dismissed Je«

The other instance is that of Coun'j Zani — " CffARLEa, 
*^ Z AKi was the son of the Count John Zani of Bologna^ sixni,

V befcrehis a4mission made a complete renunciaticm of all tho 
*J property to which he might ever be entided ; expressly de. 
*• clarii^S that neither himself nor the Spciety should ever lajf 
" any.claim to it. After he had been eleven years in the Society^ 
*' his Father, and the Count Angei^q his Brother, died ; upoa 
*^ whipl^.the Fathons of the Society persuaded him to qtttt it^ 
" for the pvupose of succeeding to their property, and aH . 
•' aftenrards retumir^ to the Society : for thk end, the neoes^ 
'^ sary. letters of disn^s^on were sought firom the General 

f ' y^LLESCHi, which were accordingly s^it to the Provincial 
** M^^ficmus : before they were delivered to Chaeles Zan^ 
** he ;w,as obBged to make a vow of returning to the .Society 
" with. 19JI the property which might be recovered by him^ 
*^and.t|;le following is a copy oi the obligation n^ch he^ 
** signed: 

" I ChabIiEs Zani, being about to receive my Letters of 
" dismission from the Society of Jesus, do, bejFore they ahatt 
•'be fiejivered to me by the very Heverend Father Stspbek

Rehgious habit on the S7th of November, 1689, as he has 
himself testified by a writing under his hand. Having after- 
wards come into the possession of his estate, he altered his 
sund, and went to Rome for the purpose of obtaining a dis- 
pensation firom his vow ; but he could not succeed in procuring 
it from Pope Innocent X. Being afterwards seized with a 
fever, he made his will in favor of the CoD^ of Jesuits at 
Bologna, through die influence of those Fathers who be^eged 
him day and mght for that object ; and after this, he £ed. 
The Jesuits immediately sdzed upon his property ; but the 
family opposing their pretensions, the affair became the sub^ 
ject of litigation. The Jesuits being afraid that either in the 
proceedings which had commenced, or in the subsequent judg- 
jnent, their extraordinary conduct with reference to the de- 
ceased party, their insatiable thirst of money, and their new 
method of invading inheritances, might be exposed to the workl^ 
obtained from the Sovereign Pontiff Alexander VII. an 
Act of Grace by which he commanded the Judges of the 
Court to terminate the proceedings, by way of compromise; 
which was done by dividing the whole property iu question 
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into twelve parts, five of whadb were allotted to the JeMttH^ 
mid the other seven to the Family, who obtained them only 
after infinite trouUe, and innumerable impediments on the 
part of those Fathars^ and after their having almost entirely 
dissipated the property in question* 

. It can haydfy be necessary, after these examples^ to inqiubre

'difKH'etion ; since it openly boasts, that if they are bound totha 

"Spctely, the Society is never reciprocaUy bound ta them: an 

Inatitute which imposes 4ipon the publia fidth^ and invades the 

aecority of fiunilTes, by vows omilar indeed to those of other 

Belijpious Orders^ but whidi forms only wealthy characters 

capable of possessii^ and inheriting property in spite of tb^ 

vow of Poverty ; citizens ready to return to the world in spite 

^ thdr dedicaticm to Religion^ and men free to be married 

fceieafter in spite of their vow of chastity, and whidi further 

hxvalidates famify donations, distributions, and arrangements, 

for th^ own advantage, in spite of thdur solemn renun- 

daticm of all ten^pcmd good : an Institute which, by all 

this theobgical magic, has for iu dedgn to aggrandize itself, 

by means of its professedly poor members, who are indeed 

poor enough in themselves, but rich with relation to the So- 

rie^; and to extend its dominions, its conquests, and its w^th

It is this double interest, varying according to durcum- 
sfatoce^, whidb pr^ettted the Jesuitic in the time of PAsatriSB, 
^m giving a definition of themselves ; and wMoh induced hiin 
to designate them as " Hermaphrodites^ teJio^ in order to be 
^ Seculars and Regtdars at the same time, are neither one nor 
« the other f.'' 

Under these circumstances, it is imposriWe to know whe- 
ther" the man who is a Jesuit to-day, may not to-morrow be at 
large in the world, without bonds, or vows ; while, on the other 
hand, there is no assurance, that, under a secular garb, and 
even with the profession of a Luthenm, a man may not be a

tHB CONSTITUTION OF THE SOCIETY IS ^lONARCHlCAI, OR * 
RATHEH TESPOTIC : THE %^rHOLE AUTHORITY, THK 
ENTIRE PROPERTY, THE GoHtlRNBIENT, AND CONDUCT ' 
OF THE SOCIETY, ARE VESTED IN THE GENERAL. 

It was fiirther eseeotial, in &rder to iuxompUtlh the vast objecU 
^ Ait Soeichf^ thai U should firm a body^ all whose members 
skoM be indissol^ tmUed io tki^ head, Ig the obUgati^ 
^ untesnvsd obedience*; tMs therefore, its Constitutaon 
ahouldbe in a numnor nulitarf; and that its General should 
ha^e the same oonunand over .this iimnense army <^ t^e sol-'* 
diers of Jesus, as the Grenerals of ordinary anmes possess^ 
over thar tnx^ : it was necessary, as the Kivo of Poa- 
TVGAL observes in fais MamfestOy *^ in €«d^ to form the union, 
** the oonastenc^, and the strengA of the Society, that there 
<« should be a govemment not only monarchical, but so sove*^ 
*^ T&gOy so absdute, so despotic, that even the Proyinmls 
*^ themselves should not have it in their power, by any act f^ 
'* theirs, to resist or retard the execution dT the orders of the; 
^* General. By this le^slative, inviolable, and despotic 
« power; t^ the profound devotedness of the subjects of tiu|^ 
" ccnnpany to mysterious laws, with which they are not them- 
*< selves acquainted; by the blind and pasave obedience with 
^ which they are compelled to execute, without hesitation or 
^< reply, whatever th^ Superiors ccHnmand ; this Sodety is at 
^^ once become the most consolidated and powerful body, and 
<^ at the same time the greatest and most encurmous of abuses^ 
^^ to which there is an urgent necessity that the Church and

. Inxnder to give a general idea df this government, it may 
be observed^ that the Society (independantly of those Jesuits 
yrho are without the Society *(*,•—<>£ those Jesuit ffishc^M^ 
Priests^ or Laymen, who are only bound by the vows of obe- 
^eOce to the Gkneral, wkhotit any other vowa, or aay dis*- 
tinctive hahk) h composed of three great bodies: 1. The 
Colleges and NoVidates, or Houses of Probation and of Besi* 
d^^ce ) ii. The Misaons ; 3. The Houses of Profesoon* 

The Society in 1710 reckoned nx hundred and twdive 
Colleges,- three hundred and f<Hrty Houses of Residence, and 
fifty-nine Novidates ; two hundred Missions ; twa:ity fom? 
Houses of Prdesoon : in the whole, thirty-seven Provinces, 
and twenty thousand Jesuits, without including those who are 
without the Sede1^» wh&ch fiirm cm infinitely greater num-i 
berj. 

All this body is governed by a General, by Provin-* 
d^ and by Rectors or Prefects. The General is at the 
bead of die whole body ; the Piovkicials at the head of the 
Provinces ; the Rectors or Prefects at the head of each of 
the Houses, Cdkges, Misdons, and Novidates. The JeSuits 
whb are without, are under the government of the neighbour^

The Society sometimes meets by Deputies.' ^k^h meet- 
ings are adled General Congregations, which ate almost 
always held i^ Rome. But they ought cmly to be convisned 
Tof the dectioQ of a Genenal, in' the event of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise. TTiey may, however, be summoned for 
other affisdrs of great ^magnitude; but the Constitutions pre- 
scribe that this shall rarely take place, and that \he authority 
of the General shall almost always be sufficient f. 

These Congregations are composed of the General, if liv« 
ing ; if not, of the Vicar General, appcunted to govern in his

He is liable, however, as has been seen, to r^noval ; but only 
in rare and exttaotdinary cases, of which we shall- speak here* 

In the event of his becoitiing feeble in his mind, he m$j 
app^t a VicalvGeneral, wkh the concurrence of the ' Provin- 
dais; or the iProrihdals may, ^th the coneurrence of two 
Superioi^ of leaeii^ PlPovince, el^f one by a tifajoirity • 6( rcA&dM : 
but in the event of *he General's de^, the Pn^essbrs of aB 
itie vows, bdoQ^^g to the place where ^' deceased resided, 
or its neighbourhood, appoint a Vicar-General, as a tempoi'ary 
measyie, to goveni, sedevacante, in case the General shall 
Qot Imve ncnninated him befbre his' decease^ 

As to the nature of his government ; 

In order that the General may attain the important end of 
increasing the influenjce of t}xe Sodety m, all parts, it is neces* 
sary, not only that his office ^ould be perpetual, but that t^e 
whole authority should centre in the General alone, and. that he 
^uld possess uiJimited power in the ^Society ; and the Con«^

for Micb ^e, and in such measure, as he shall ^ipptoive ; white 
bis own power is indefimte, and extaids to Msamis, to Col** 
levies, to Houfljea of Profession, to things, to possessiionB, and 
to peraons. The entire direction and adnunistration of ev«ry 
thing is virtually vested in him ; emanates only fh>m him; and 
reverts to him al<me : nothing is done without his orders, or 
by virtue ci his powa* ; and every thing passes under a oon^ 
dition of an account being rendered to him, while he is ac- 
eountable to no one f . 

Thus it is the General alope who ^pewits the Provindab 
and Rect<^, cm whom the whole govemm^t turns. He di»> 
places or continues them at his pleasure, without being bound 
by the rule which fixes the duration of thar office to three 
years. The very rule itself can only intaid to say, that, in 
diree years^ time, the G^eral may get rid of those officers if 
he should disapjnove of them, without the odium of pointing 
them out more particularly ; but he is not bound to wait for 
the expiration of such term }. Not only does he create thea^

It is thu^ with all the other officers, who are more or less 
Hiecessary to the government of the Sodety. It is the Genaral 
who appoints and discharges them, when he thinks fit, and 
vrho assigns to them a greater or l^s degree of power, accosi^ 
ing to his judgment; for instance, the Law Adviser of the 
Society, its Secretary, &c. f As to consulting his Assistant* 
te^pecting these appointments and discharges, or even as ta 
other weighty affairs on which he might have any doubts, he 
may do this, indeed, if he tiiinks proper, but he is by i» 
means obliged to it: his four Assistants ^themselves are chosen, 
py him, nor is he even, obliged to have any ; the Confititutioiia 
^only assigning them to him, as a kind o|f CoimcU, for his per<* 
apnal comfort and convenience; beyond this, they have no 
power, except as he gives it to them ; in short, they have only 
the right of representing him, and it is with him alone to decide

pominating them in his turn, in the event of death or long 
absence: thus, if he does not profit by their death, he has at 
bast the i^ht of sending them to a distance, utrhenever he 
{at grave causes, of which he owes an account to no . 

; he thus soon becomes the absolute roaster of these four 
inspectorsof his conduct: it is true that this supposes no re-^ 
flfeonstranoes or objections on the part of the ' Provincials ; but 
it is evident that Officers thus connected with the General, and 
dependant on his will, will not easily break with bim. Again^ 
these four Assistants have no other duty to perform about Imn 
Aan to watdi over the extent of his expences, and of his tem«* 
poral wants ; to r^ukte his labours ; to apprise him of the 
good wludi he mi^t do ; and further to denounce him to the 
Society, if there should be such serious matter against him as. 
to call for such a measure f. 

In othei: respects they by no means dbare his audbtority :.

his own ; nor is there mj obligation on him, but it is entirely 
optional. ' . 

Thus much for the gen^nol gbvenmient 

As to the Colleges and Houses, the^ isibe sOmie arbitrary 
power. It is he who aooepts -those Golle;^ and' Ifikisei 
which are offered to the Sodety ; who irdguktes the'icoiiditic^ 
of acceptance ; who appoints dieh* Prdfesfiors, and their Con* 
fessors ; and who decides summarily npdn every thing f. It ii 
to him that the superintendatiLoeand g^v^mnient belong, both 
of the Members and the iunds r he ehooses'and displaces, at 
pleasure, the Masters, the Students, dnd the Officers; and 
extends or limits their powers. It is in his name, and by fail 
orders, that the. Bi^ctors regulate the buildings ahd the reve^ 
iiues; and he makes them acc6unt, either to himself in pierson, 
s« to some One of his own appointment. Ii^ a word, it 
is his province to r^ukte throughout the Colleges whatever 
concerns the formadon of the mind, or the support c^ tht 
bodyj.

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The Mmie ruk applies to the Mignons. The GenetiA 
exerciaes an imlimitfd authority with respect to them. He 
sends as Missionaries whoa he will, whesa he will, and where 
he will ; and he recals them in like manner *. An account of 
their progress must b^ rendered to. him ; no steps must be 
tak^i in them widiout hb sanction and direction ; for whidi 
end, a constant communieaticm must be. maintained with him, 
amounting ev&k to a weddj correspondence, when it is practi* 
cable, and, at all events, to a monthly one f . The Lq;al 
Agents on the MisoQis are his creatures ^ as, indeed, are all 
the other Legal Agents, and aU the Officers of the Body %- 
He ajqpcnnta them all equally: all of them hold their power 
in dependance upcm him <mly; all owe him an account of 
the afiTairs whidi they conduct, and the property which they 
dbtribute ; and this law aj^lies to every officer of the Society 
ilrithout exception. 

With regard to the property of the Sod^, the General 
is, in effect, the sole ]^x^rietor ; at all events the supreme ad- 
ttiinistrator of it: whoever intarmeddles with it, and buys <^ 
ieUsfor the Society, does it only in the Greneral'^sname, and by

Agent must account to him for the exercise of the power in

which case, it is easy to see what influence that artangement 
nast afford Inm, in previously securing Votes:. 

It is also remarkable, that it his ptmnce to convoke the 
General Congregations, on affairs of great importance f . He 
will, Kif course, call them together only when he can ascer-^ 
tain that they will be usdiil to his views, and when he can be 
sure that the Deputies chosen by his Provincials, will vote ac-» 
ccx&ng to bis wishes: for the rest; these cases are of such rare 
dccurr^oe, that for the two first centuries of the Sodety'ii ex- 
istence, there were but six of these extraordinaty Congrega*^ 
tions. 

Finally, the Constitutions of the Sodety do not even makt^ 
an exception in tiieir own favor, from the absolute power of 
the General; for, independantly of the right, which he has re*

overturning, and remodellii^ the Constitutions at will, they 
^ve him full power to dispense with their different requisi- 
tions, respect being had to times, places, persons, and circum- 
istances, as the prudence which he has received from Heaven 
may dictate. All that the Constitutions require, in return, is, 
that, in invalidating them by this dispensing power, he will re- 
gard the object of the Institute, and only propose to himself 
the same sublime and noble ends ♦ ; which is, in other wwds, 
to request that he will destroy the Constitutions only for the 
adviantage and increase of hb own monarchy: and, indeed, 
with the exception of these two articles alone, regarding the 
alienation of the Colleges and Houses, and the delusive pro^ 
hibition of applying their revenues to the use of the Professed 
Members, there is hardly any other article where the Consti- 
tutions and Declarations do not suppose, that, with the dispens-, 
atic^ of the General, the direct contrary to what they pre- 
scribe/ may not become equally lawful. 

Without even observing the forms of a dispensation, the 
Constitutions advertise the General, that he has more power 
than themselves, and that it depends upon himself alone, 
whether their requisitions shall, or shall not, bind such and such 
Jesuits : for, in general, they inform him that they do not 
oblige any one in consdence, nor under pain of mortal or venial 
sin, except in the case of the four vows; but that if he thinks 
fit t6 command any unfortunate Jesuit to observe them,, either 
in >vhole or in part, the obligation o{ conscience is formed at 
once, and the unlucky delin<^uent beccmies amenable as a trans^ 
gressor: thus the sin is made to depend upon the General

The nature of the obedience which i» thus required is of 
the most blind and unlimited description : it is compoKd to 
the jNiasive state of a sta£Pin the hand of one who impek and 
directs it; and even to that of a dead body, whidi can only 
be moved by the apfdication of ah external power, and must 
yield to the influence c^sudi power f : it sujqxises the renun- 
dation of one^s Own opinion and judgment, and consists in an 
Unqualified submis^on to the coutse of conduct which MOl be 
proposed to it^ as the wisest and best under all possible circum- 
stances l* 

St. iGNATnrs goes much further— for, in his letter 
addressed to his Associates, in 1553, on the subject (^ obe* 
dience, and which will 6e fbimd at the end of Regnlas So* 
detaiUi he commands that ^^ every order of a Superior with-^ 
*^ out distinction shall be regarded as a divine precept ;^ wfaidi 
^^ shall be obeyed without any discussion, and with the same 
** blind prostration of flie whole will as is required in believing

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Nor is it only in obligatorj matters, that the obedience 
required by the Institute is to be perfect. In things indif- 
f«ent lis well as in things essential, it is not necessary to wait 
for a formal eenamand from a Superior. Even an intimation^ 
and less than an intimation^ of his will d^>uld render obe- 
£enoe as prompt, as if Jesus Christ himself had commanded ♦• 
It is true, Jthat the Constitutions, with somewhat more 
of moderatijcm than St. Ignatius, except from this blind and- 
unbounded obedience any; case in^whidi tiiat obedience would 
be ja manifest mif; but independantiy of the di£Scul^ oT 
reccMiciling this exception with the passive ccmdition of a staff 
OP adead body, where^ under the Doctrine of ProbabUUyf can ' 
th^se manifest sins be found among the Jesuits ? 

It is ,upon tiiese prindples of servility and bondage, that 
the whole system of s{Mritual darkness and ignorance, inter- 
woi^Hi with the Constitutions, and evinced in the practices of 
Hm Jesuits, is founded. The General regarding every 
Jesuit OS amere staff in his hand, or as an inanimate body, 
whose movements he is to direct, exerdses of course the most 
despotic empire over him. 

It is. not, indeed, always immediately by himself that this 
power is exercised, because (say the Constituticms) the 6e* 
naral^cannot b^ ^ery wh^e ; but he acts by his Delegates, to^ 
whom he communicates i^ portion of his own authority ; who 
are charged witii the execution of his orders ; bound to render 
him an account of every thing; and are, in short, no other 
than the instruments by whom he acts. AU, therefore, that 
is done by these subordinate agents, is in ^ffec( per£^ed by >

As to the functions : he judges as a Soverrign whether 
the Jesuit shall be a Professor, a Preacher, a Confessor, or 
otherwise * ; whether he shall go out as a Missionary, ftnd on 
what Misaons f ; if he shall be devoted to a life of study, 
and to what studies J ; whether his vocation shall be the con- 
templative life of M ASY, or the active life of Martha § ; and 
he must at once acquiesce in the choice : without his permis- 
aon, no Jesiut can be raised even to the Episcopal dignity. 

As the General admits mto the Society, so he dismisses 
from it Every Jesuit is, on this point, as on all others, ab- 
aolutely subjected to his power; even the Professors^ ProK 
vindals, and Asastants. He alone is the judge of the rea« 
sons, whether good or bad, of these exclu^ons: he is not 
bound, unless he chooses, to inform any one of them, nor to 
tnke the advice of any one upon them. He can exclude, for 
secret reasons, toad where no blame is even imputed ; in a 
word^ for the sole interest of the Society ||. It is sufficient

Ab to ^pnioiw aiKl doctrine, every Jesuit who shall think 
fifferently on any point from what the Church and its Doctors 
thaS think, is bound id submit his opinion, not to the jndg- 
facta of the Churcii, but to that of the Society, and ought 
to entertain no oth^ opinion upon it than is held by Iter 
Meilibers*. Eren upon those subjects, in which free* 
drm of opinion is peHnitted in the Church, one Jesuit must' 
littik like another, since there 'ought to be in l3ie Society hat 
one way of thinking— oi^ doctrine— one rule of conduct— 
entire unity of judgmettt, aiid, tf posfflMe, of will f, in order 
that ail may be oBe in the Sodety, and that the Head and th^

^e can only confess himself to a Jt^uit, and only to sucH 
Jesuit as shell be assigned to him by the Superioh If he 
et^ould have made his confession to others, he must recom- 
saefice it ; ajad he ought to confess every week on pain of 
being denied necessary subsistence f : besides which, the Ge- 
neral, can burden at his will the conscience of his disciple, by 
interpreting the Constitutions to oblige him on pain (yf sin ; 
QT by refusing him any share in those treasures of grace, con- 
fided to .him. by the Pope for the Society alone, but which the 
General distributes only to such members as he will, and in 
auch measure as he will f.

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Nor is this all : the G^aersi is to know^ as &r as possiUey 
the conscience of every Jesuit who is in obedience to him ^ r 
and, in order that he may arrive at this knowledge, eveiy 
Member, firom the first probation, to the highest digmties, is^ 
txnind to consent that his brethren should, uidcnown to Imn, 
reveal to the Superiors all they may observe in him, out of 
Confession ; and it is the duty of all to act in this way by each ' 
other : this inqui^torial system of espi&nage is of the very 
essence of the Insdtute-f . All Jesuits are equally obliged 
every six months J, and the Professors and Coadjutors every, 
year, to discover to the General, or, if that cannot be, to a 
Del^ate of his appointment, the most secret recesses o{ their 
conscience, without the least concealment ; in such a way, that 
the General, may have constantly before him a description 
which may sufficiaitly inform him of the dispo^tions and aln<« 
lities of every individual : and this is renewed every year |1^ 
From this may be gathered the extensive views of ^hia . 
Institute !

The Ixistitute has well realized this Maduavelian maxim, 
mnce it. is evident tJlat a Jesuit is in reality no other than the 
^ve of the (xeneral, the instrument ci las will, and ser^ 
vilely devoted to whatever he may prescribe. The Jesuits in 
theb turn observed the same system with~ the Indians who 
were under their government, retaining them in the most 
jodious slavay, for the purpose of enriching tiiiemselves by 
ih&r labours ; from which we may judge of the way in which 
,they would act in other States, if power were once to come 
into their hands.

CHAP. XXXV. 



AN EXAMINATION OF CERTAIN INQUIRIES ON THE 
SUBJECT OF THIS VAST MONARCHY. 

If it should be \nquired how any General can exeeu^ sudb 4 
vast design — hpw it is that the Society does not foar Aat a 
General o£ right principles may, some day or other, exert \n» 
authority to bring such a Society back to its obvious datks to 
the Christian world ; and, fii^Jly, how the Popes can pos^blgr 
tolerate a government so opposed to thQ genius and qpmit of 
the Christian Church, and to the rul^s of all otfier c^jular 
Orders ? the follbwing answers may sijfiScB— 

All the Superiors of the Houses and Colleges must wzitt 
an a/ccount every week to the Provindai, both on the subject 
of individual members, and of the a£Eairs of the Society m 
general, by which afiairs is not only understood what passis 
among the members of the Society alone,, but also^ WH^jrsyxft

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liaDy to die General every month ; and he must entei* stitt 
more into detail with respect to the Members, and the afikirs 
of his particular Province ; so that the General may be, as it 
were, present at all that passes. The General has thus under 
his eyes monthly the most complete means of information as 
to all that takes place throughout the whole extent of the 
Society, both with regard to things and persons *. 

As it might, however, happen, that a Provincial should 
prove unfaithful or n^ligent, the General, in order to insure 
the most entire knowledge of every thing, compels the Supe- 
riors of Houses and Colleges, as well as the Masters of the 
Novices^ to write to himself personally every three months. 
They must render him an account of every thing of the least 
moment; and this although the Provincial may have provided 
for iff*. The General, in his turn, must write at least every 
two months to the Provincial, and every six months to the 
Superiors, wt Rectors. The P^rovincial, on the other hand, 
is to communicate with them every month, for the purpose of 
convej^g orders to them. 

Thus much may sufBce as to what is ostensible and appa- 
rent : with regard to what is more mysterious, it may be ob- . 
served, that there are, in each of the Houses and Colleges, . 
nay even with each of the Provincials, an Admonitor, Ad- . 
visers, and, frequently, »i Associate, or Colleague. The 
oflSce of the Admonitor is to advertize the Superior of all that 
be should do, and to cdilect privately the opinions of the Ad- 
visers, in order to lay them before him without naming them. 
The General must also have his Admcmitor, who is either his 
Confessor, of some one whom the General Congregation may 
have selected for that oi&ce. The Advisers are, in respect to- 
the Superior, what the four Assistants appointed by the Ge- ^

ftssi&tance, and to give him thetr advice, if he require it; for it 
dq)ends upon the Superior himself either not to apply for their 
counsel, or not to follow it^ as in the case of the General 
The Associate or CoUeague holds the same rank with the Su- 
perior as the four other Assistants chosen by the Congrega^ 
tion hold with the General. His function" is to advertise the 
Superior of what, in his judgment, is best to be d<Hie. He 
in no way shares the authority of the Superior, but has 
merely the privil^e of not being sulgected to such authority, 
btft only to that of the Provincial or the Genial. 

These three classes of men are properly so many i^ies 
upon the Superior; for, the Advisers and the Associates must 
write every six months, at least, to the Provincial, ^and every 
'year, at JTarthett, to the General, what they think of the Su« 
perior, of his admimstradon, and of the state of affairs ; and 
all this without the least disguise, reserve, or partiality*^ 
The Advisers of the Provindal must write to the General 
* twice 8 year ; but should any circumstance render it necessary, 
all are bound to do it more frequently. With respect to the 
Admomtor ; he must render an account to die General) or 
the Provincial, more or less frequently, as occadon may re 
quire, of the advice which he may have ^ven, and <S the 
u^ which the SDj^erior shall have made of it f , 

It iis no less certain, that, besides these spies, who exercise 
their vocation in a t^ore virible way, there are always one or 
two others, in each of the Houses, who, without being known, 
isommumcate direetly with, the General, without the intervene 
tion df the Siqperior. ' 

In order to render this correspondence more secret and 
tertain, the Gefteral has the privilege of withdrawing from

Birt if the dMHfge Aoald not be fuBy proved, ornot be of 
wMofsA magmtude, it ahall be ooasidered what notice ought 
to be taken of it, and the afltemUj diall pass to the considera- 
tion of other affinnf. 

In this embarrassment, secrecy is partieuhoiy enjoined, 
boA pesAng and after the meeting, in order that the autho- 
lily of the Greneral may not suffer; and even in cases where 
any senous crime is proved, exertions are made to induce tl^ 
General to rengn, on some pretence, for the purpose of avoid- 
ing scandal, and preserving bis reputation. 

It is thns that the Lord of Lords (as he is Uaqdiemouslj 
called) who is restrained by no lawy who kilh and maktM 
aivvey who rcMtes or abaees^ as if he were God (to use the 
sbamrful exjMvsaons wlnCh havie been a{qplied to him by his 
devotees), remains Um^lf of the same mind with the Sodwty, 
and attached to her interests by the fear of a sutien diange of 
ntuaikm which is always before his eyes. 

The vow of Ignatius of tin(}ua]ified obedi«ioe to the Pope 
had deceived Paul III. as to those abuses of the Institute, 
which he was made to mo^tioa : Paul IY. after the death <!f 
Ignatius, wished to reform the Institute, on the subject of 
the perpetuity of the Generalship, and the omisaon of the 
Divme Office. He was however <^ and shortly died. I& 
micoessor Pius V. wished to pursue the same plan: the 
Jesuits eluded him; promised every thing, and performed 
nothing. But under Sdctus V. the Jesuits of several Ph>- 
vinces having solicited the reform of their Institute upon

ment, the Pope was moved by their request. 

Aooor&dg to the project presented by them, the (s^eneraf 
was to be no longer perpetual : the Grov«mtti6nt was to be 
conducted hy Chapters, and by thedeltberi^ns of the 
] Houses an^ Colleges : the Election^ of Proviiidals, Superiors^ 
and Rectors, the admission of Novices, the public taking of 
the Vows, the dismission of Jesuits, were no longer tode^nd 
npon the will of a single individud, but on the dedsdons of 
the Chapters, and the operation if &Led rules, in a watpi, the 
object was to abcdish the syston of absolute power, so danger- 
ous in itself, and so contrary to all rules. ' 

SixTUs y. had already: referred the appfication to the Car* 
Anals, and it was hardly doubted that he would consent to it,' 
isrhen he died so seasonably for those Jesuits who were op- 
posed to a reformation, that' they were strongly suspected of 
bang imjflicated in the event 

He was succeeded by Gi^Ecoar XI V. that determined friend 
of the League, and that ^^emyof all good;^ who, prefen:ing 
ihe^extiBniuan of hk perscmal dominion, by whi^ver means, to 
tbe 'Cause of real Religion, and the advantage of tha^ Christian 
wodd; not only prosonbed the supplicants, but by a Bull in 
favor of the J^niits, in 1591} ^odered the evil almost irreme^ 
diaUe ; a Bull wluch, notwithstanding the efforts of his suc- 
cessor Clembkt Vm. of Inhocekt X. and Inkocekt XI. 
did more perhaps than any other to fix and consolidate the 
4espotic nature of the government of the Society.. 

This Pope there declares that Ignatius, the founder of the 
Sodety, designed that its government should be monarchical 
in all its parts ; ux/nd that every ihmg should depend upon 
^^dmsion of^ Will of the General ahme*. He also o(Mn. 
li^mdih diat species of government ad fcnmirig the essence of 
the Institute, and pves these two remarkable reasons for Its

Cathdic Mi^es^. There are yet extant two SupplicatioM^^ 
in which are exposed the evib of the deictic government 
«rhidi prevailed in the Society, and among others the base aer^ 
vi]ity in which the Greneral held all the Superiors under him, 
through the fear of their diKiniswil, and the intrimes of the 
ambidous, either to obtain his n<»nination, or to preserve their 
places. ^' Foreigners,^ observe these Supplications, ** littk 
<< acquainted with what regards our Houses, hasten to seize 
«< the government of them. Young men without experienci^ 
<< or knowledge, nay without character, succeed in obtidning 
<< favor before the aged, the learned, and the virtuous: thm 
<< the counsel of the old is despised, and the youths who have 
^ the rule, act as they please with impunity. In sbcnt, it 
*^ is not talents nbr virtue which ensure admission to the ]:Mt)-. 
'^ fesvon of the four vows, but solely the art of incinuadn^ 
« tbem^ves into the good graces of the CreneraL. A mail 
<< who has once become a Superior, acts as he pleases witbcmt 
<< the fear of consequences; treats his inferiors a^ be thinks 
^< proper, and proceeds the more willingly to tyrannise over 
<< them, in proportion as by rendering hiitiself a more iDom^ 
^^ plete creature of the General on whom he depends, he is 
<< sure of retiuning his place in perpetuity. It agnifies little 
^< that he is inccnnpetent for hb office, of scandalous life, or an 
<* enemy to peace; the General ^thtf disbelieves the com* 
V plaints which he recdves, or, if he believes them, he d^ter- 
^ mines to retain him in order that he may avoid the dis- 
^ grace of ha^ng made abad dioice.^ In these Supphcationa 
is also noticed the extraordinary privily of the General to 
punish his subjects without any judicial forms; whilst the Fq)e 
himself cannot condemn any one without first, observing than. 
It was solicited, in consequence, that the government 
should be no longer deqxjtic; that the General should be 
compelled to advise with his Council, and to foDow their

their pasinng through the hands of the Greneral, from whom 
the complainants had every thing to fear; and that the same 
Cardinal should appoint visitors to reform abuses, and to rescue 
inferiors from oppression. 

A short digres^cm may perhaps be permitted in this place, 
'ilk order to observe, that it was durii^ the progress of these 
affiurs, and about the year 1594, that Mariana the Spanish 
Jesuit published a work on the subject of the defects of the 
government of the Jesuits, with their causes and remedies ♦i 
Tins Jesuit, who resided then at Toledo, appears to havp dis^ 
played considerable moderation and good sense in his perform*. 
aoce. ' He bad grown old in the Society, having entered it m 
1554, durh^ the lifetime of Ignatius, and therefore knew it 
weU. 

He observes, in the eighth chapter, that what had given rise 
' tp these retnonstrances, was, first, the obstinacy of the General, 
in supporting a worthless Provincial whom he had aj^inted 
over a Province in Spain. He alludes to Aqitaviva, who 
cxmtimied to be General, from 1581 to 1615, when he died, 
and who, rather than recal this offensive individual, banished 
all the members' of the Society in that Province. Secondly, 
tbe cnidty of a Jesuit Rector of Salamanca, who, from motives 
of KGtte revenge, immured in prison for a whole year one of 
the Elders of his House, by order of the.Genwnd. Mabiana 
instances in bis eighth chapter several other revolting facts; 
' and proves that the source of all these evils is the political 
regimen of the Society, and that odious system of espionage 
and seoitet information, whidi were often followed by sudden 
csipulsicnis lyittlout even a cause being assigned,

The General AorAviyA, alarmed at the fltarm, after havii^ 
kid before the Pope, on the part of eleven PrcnonceB^ Pctitioiia, 
i^aiBit Mkj reform of the Society, whidi were almost aU signed 
\w the Provincial idone, and the others (with the exception 
of Naples) by their Secretary *, oononved that by holding a 
General Congr^ation composed of deputies who were aK isr 
Toted to him, he should influence the Pope, and advance his 
pwnintae9t& 

The C^ngr^ati^i, as nught be expected, decided.that it 
yqts not expedient to make any change whatever in the Instil 
tute; that, with r^ard to the remonstrances far that purpose^ 
they went to destroy the very substance of the Institme, and 
the whde structure of the Sooety ; that the perverse and des- 
ngning authors of sudb remonstrances had incurred the cen- 
sures {MTOMounoed by the Bulls ; that they ought to be driven 
from the Socie^assoon as possible, like a pestilence, reservmg 
only to the G^nttal the power of pumshing them individually 
befcnre th^ dqpartgre ; wad that, for the future, eveiy Jesuit 
should be obliged to denounce to the Greneral whoever he 
might know to^be dearous of the government of the Soia^ ; 
^very Jesuit being under the ob%ation of even dbeddii^ hia 
blood for the Society, should it become necessary *|*. 

Here ended the abor^ve* efforts of Reform. The Pope 
and the King of Spain in vain expressed their public regret 
at such a termination pf the hopes of t^e world. The spii* 
tual despotism of Jesuitism preserved its footing in conjuno* 
tion with a similar system up^er other heads aikl another 
name. 

All that Clement VIII. was able to obtain was a specious

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Decree, pas^d at his request, that the Assistants should be 
dianged everj/ six years^ and the Provincials and others eveij 
three ; and also that Greneral Congregations should be oon- 
vened. The Assistants and others were indeed changed, but 
on one occasion only ; and there were no more Congregadoaa 
held during the remaining dght years of Clebient's life. la 
1615, the Seventh Congregation of the Society decided that 
there should be no precise time for their meeting; and Paul ' 
V. by a Bull, in 1606, released them from the fallacious obli^ 
gation of either changing their Superiors, at being lesponable 
to any one beddes the G^neraL For the rest, the General 
had only to exercise his single prerogative under the Bull of ' 
Gregory XIV. in order to re-establish, in spite of Clemekt 
VIIX. the substance of the InstituUy and the structure of fJie 
Society. . 

Popes Ikndcent X. Innocent XL and Innocent XIII, 
iailerwards made some efforts fbr the reform of the Sodety, 
but with no better success; and although Benedict XIV« 
eommistfoned Cardinal Salda^hia to reform the Jesuits of 
Portugal in particular, there resulted only such confuaiou 
and discord from the attempt as to verify a prediction which 
the General of the Society made so soon as he heard of the 
ischeme; all which only served to exhibit the Jesuits as the 
corrupted limb of a body which was otherwise diseased : the 
member indeed could not remun without endangering the 
body to whidi it belonged ; but the radical source of the evil 
^a& to be traced to tbe body itself. 
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CHAP. XXXVI. 

kCCOKOlVn TO TOE INSTITUTE OF TH£ SOCIETY, Na 
ACTHORmr, TEMPORAL OR SPIRITUAL, NEITHER

As it was a necessary part of the plan df (be Institute^ du^ 
the whole Sodety should depend upon the Gen^, it became 
equally essential that hhnself and his whole govemment ^MHild 
not depend upon others : it is, In fact, upon tins principle that 
iiie vanou^ privil<^ of the JesmtA have been selicited, and 
that the Pope% deceived by the fourth vow of pbedi^ce^ have 
been weak enough to amply with their wishes. These privi- 
leges had perhiqps a comparatively limited operation in France^ 
where the Papal authority was always somewhat less respected 
lh«i elsewhere fbut in Italy, Spain, Portugal, a^dihe foreign 
settlements of those nations, as also in jthe less en%htened 
ports of Germany, and, in short, wherever ^$e the Catholic 
superstition assumed its grisisser form and character^— th^e 
those privileges had their full operation. They are ;iXQt less 
Ae essaitial princq))es of the Institute in all plac^; an^ 
ance, in the eyes of the Society, all restrictions are inyahd 
per se, there want but the opportunity and the power ibr the 
display of those rights in all their perfection. Let these be 
iConceded, and it will soon appear what Jesuitism is, and has 
never ceased to be. 

It may be convement, in treatmg this head, to consider,^ hi 
the first place, the independance of the Jesuits with reelect to^ 
Secular Powers and to the Bishops and Clergy. 

The Sodety, in applying to Pops Paul HI. dedared tha^ 
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its obedience was due to Ood and the P^^ alone ^; and the 
whde Institute takes its colour from thii» avoiwd, in €Qn- 
n^<m Yi^ its odier i^ecog^sed ^pAaxifk ^dbM&fioe to Oft 
G^neraL 

It is, tli«as one of ito fUn&on^dttdi&axiine, thtft ^ tike fik>k 
"^^ ciely, its Houses, its tomibe^ and its property^ are iiMle* 
^^ pendant not only of dll smpa^rity, correction, and juris&^cdL 
*' of Ordiniaries, but of every otker p^wn; wli«ther-on Ae sub- 
^ ject i£ crimes^ eontrad^, <3t possesaicms, and dtts wherever 
-^< tlie crimes may hav^ been committedy the contrasts tnade^ 
*^ or die property eidwtf * No other monsot^y tesembles 
this; for, evety man who coamiits a crime in a (ot&igtk state, is 
«nenable to the mt^tstrates of that Stat^ But a Jesuit, 
wherever he may reside, ie i^esponsible to the Oen^ial alone.

recognised even in the puUic courts }<

iUfremocy cfUte King; and one of the reasons which th^y^ 
gave to the Popes for obtaining the privilege of graduating 
timr students was, that it was not fit they should be subject- 
ed to i^ obKgations and the oaih which were required by 
Ae Universities. Thi Kikg of Postugal also adverts to" 
the same point in his Mani/estOy where he says ; " Let it be 
** remembered that they have never ceased to set at nought, 
^ and to invalidate, to the utmost (^ their power, all the Bulls 
^ and laws which prohibit their commerce, and which forbicl' 
** them to reduce the Indians and Chinese to slatery^ and ta 
^ retain them in it ; pracUces of so base a descripticm, that 
** those Bulls and laws have in Vmn imposed the most severe 
^ penalties, and excommunication itself, upon die ofi^ders.^ • 

In the second place may be conmdered thw mdependanoe 
on Bishops aild the Clergy. ,1 

We have just seen that the persons, effects, contracts, and 
crimes of the Jesuits, are subject to no jurisdiction^ not even 
to that of Sovereigns and Ordinafices^ independimtly of theii? 
General; for which reason no Bbhop canexcommunicate^ sus- 
pend, or intwdict a Jesuit : and this privilege is even extended 
t6 such as are out <^ the Sddety, who may make commoil 
cause with it. Their very servtots, agents, and workmen par- 
take c^ this exemption, and are not exposed to the Papal and 
OElcclenastical interdicts, with wluch a whole dty'or 'diur(£ 
may be virited at once ♦. 

Neither have they any need of the authority or sancdoA 
of the Episcopal Diocesan fen* preaching, confessing, or admii- 
nislering the sacrament Under the sole powers of At

'C^iitoi they can preach in the churches, and puMic places^ if 
they have only arrived at the tonsure : they regard the license 
df Bisli6ps aiid the Superior Clergy with perfect contempt^ 
and it was cm this subject, among many others, as has already 
been seen, that the Bishc^s of France were ai war with the 
jesmts far above a century. The Popes, on the complaints of 
the Bi^ops, were obliged at. last to impose some limitations on 
these privileges ; but the claims of independance are not less 
the language of the Institute : besides which, a word from the 
General can di^cdve these limitations when he may think 
proper, and restoref the privileges to which they relate in their 
full extait. 

They can also do what no Bishop can— absolve from mXM 
reserved as peculiar cases for the Fope * : their powo* on thb 
head is so undoubted, that they are^regarded as the hereditary 
Agents of the Pope for such puipose, and have a right to open 
all the letters of the Penitentiary at Rome, without waiting 
for ihcur being addressed to them in particular ; having an 
ejcpress commission for absolution in most cases, and for disj^ 
pensation in all-— commiaaons, which are only given to the 
Masters of a Faculty ; but the Jesuits are &r aiperior to any 
Masters f. 

They have also the power of absolving from Heresy ; of 
commuting vows, &c. ; but with this prudential caution^ that

Uiej take c$sct sot to offend the Ordinaries in ihe aerate of 
such authority. 

Tbej dre equally at liberty to erect Churches, €h»torie8» 
&C, without the permission of the Diocesan. If the Couopil of 
Tk^ent has limited the independanee of the regular Orders on 
this point, it may b^ very proper for others ; but fin* tban| 
diey enjoy all their privileges, and even those which that 
Coundl has limited or annulled, jiist as if the Coundl had 
never existed *. It is sufficient for their purpose, that a Bid} 
posterior to the Coundl has confirmed the various pitvilegea 
which they possessed befcM^e it 

They have also a right to hare those Churches eoitte^ 
crated by such a Bishop as they ^nay select, if the Diocesan 
Aould neglect it for more than ibur months: nay, they haVQ 
|he privilege of dding it diemsdves f . 

The Bishqps are not only bound to tolerate this ind«pa:idv 
loice of the Jesuits, but they are to exert their pcrM^er for its 
protection and maint^iance. The Pope enjqin$ Am upon 
them. In case of disobedience osp jredstance, every Camm 
li{^lied to hy die Jesuits in qualitjr of Conservator, alth<»ig^ 
he might be at ^e farthest part of the Contineht, has the 
power of dung such Bishop to his tribunal; may.exeoiiunu* 
cate Mm, find deprive him of his b^refices and his dignity ^.

With reject to the Clergy at fau^ The Jesuits, as has 
already been dbewn, can preadi, and admmistir the Saom- 
nijents without permission of the Superior Clergy, or of any 
othar dun dieir GeneraL It is true, that, ttnce the Counal 
of Trent, some Bulls have limited the independance of the 
«f esuits in this particular^ but others again have restored these 
.-privileges to thd state they were in prior to the Coundl; and the 
twaUie to whidi the Clergy have been exposed in sujqxnrting 
tfarir rights against those Fathers has been sufficiently denu^ 
.Mrated. 

The Jesuits, according to their Summakium, whidi is much 

hiter than the Council, can give the Communion to all, except 

.wft Easter Day ; and also administer all the Sacraments, even 

that of Extreme Unction, to those who are in their service, 

al^ilgh they reside out of the House, and to all those who 

' live within thdu- CcJkges, whether Scholars, Preceptors, or 

I>)mestics, without asking leave of the Bishop or the regular 

Clergyman ^. Even marriage is not excepted, if the General 

' peraut; for it b he alone who decides both as to the Provinces, 

where the Jesuits may marry, and die reasons of neces&ty 

which ^uld justify their ddng sof. Thus marriage can 

take place without either the concurrence of the Bidiop, or 

the Parish Priest. Every Jesuit is a Pastor for this purpose, 

pni the discretion o( the General alone can limit his powers.

Hence those Cmgr^aUons of all descriptions which are 
fimind in the Houses of the Jesuits. Papal Bulls of 1684, 
and 1586, permit these to be set up in all their Colkges and 
Houses; enable them to collect together, not only thiar 
Scholars, but all other persons; .to make sudi laws for these 
Congregaticms as they may think fit (which shall at once be 
deemed to have the sanction of th^ Holy See), and to change 
those laws at their pleasure f; to distribute indulgences, in sudi 
^ Congregations, with the most Uberal hand ;-4n a word, to at-, 
tract the bulk of ^e pec^e to .themsdves, toot the purpose cf 
enlar^ng their en^pire. They have Congregations fot Scbo^ 
lars, for Artisiins, for males, and in some instances fen: femaks.^' 
These are all so many individuals withdrawn from thar <ywii^ 
appointed Pastors, and devoted exclusively to the Sodety. It 
is evident, that idl of them, so long accustamed to recognise 
neith^ Pfistors nor Parish, must esteem their own C<mgr«ga« 
Uons as independant of all except the Jesuits, Hence mas* 
ters of famili^, who were members of these Congregstkim, 
have chosen only such servants as belonged to them ; ami 
hence the danger to a State from Congregations governed 
by such characters as the , Jesuits, whose maxims and whose 
spirit are thus extensively diffused, and capable of b^ing. 
brought into action on any political crisis. It was a convio* 
tion of th^ danger of these Congregations which led the 
Bishpp of PoiQtiers, in 16^0, to lay the Congregation of his 
city under an interdict, because, as be states, he Jiad discovered 
iluU affairs qf State were treated ^ in ity ond thalassocia^ 
tions ^ere formed of a naiure injurious to the -ffU/^J; nor is

it. to be doubted that 4e same fruits resulted fjpom the «ame 
fioiirces elsewhere. There was much disturbance in Paris as 
late as the year 1757, in consequence <rf the Jesuits requiring 
the signatures <rf the Members rf their CcMigregations. 

The relaxed morality o£ the Jesuits was publicly incuU 
cated in these Congregations : the celebrated Father Le Jay, 
who conducted the Congregation of Scholars in Paris, con- 
fessed the wh(Je Congregation, consisting of above eighty 
Sdiolars, in an hour and a half. On the firi^t ans maitiofted 
by the Scholar, he inquired if that was all, and immediately 
gave him Absolution^ and sent him to the ^crament; although 
he had beto preinbusly informed that several of these Scholars 
w&r0 of the most dissolute character, having carried their im- 
pie^ fio far as to drink together out of the Communion cups. 
When he was notengi^ed in preaching the doctrinal errors of 
.tbei Sodety, he reproached his disciples with falling shcvt of 
the jnety of their predecessors, who, he said, had furnished the 
O^r^ation with precious cnnmnents, and plate. The Con- 
greg^ion des Messieurs in that city was very rich ; and the 
prioeipal i^)artment was highly decorated. It was used by the 
Jemuts as a theatre ; and, as if in defiance of common de*- 
oenoy, the stage was placed where the altar stood at other 
times. At the Jesuits' College in the Rue St. Jaques, their 
grand scenic representations admitted of rope^ancing of both 
sexes ; and the windows of the church which overlook the 
court served for Boxes, fnnn whiA the entertainment was 
nawed, until a censure was pnmounced upon such practices, 
in the year 1768, at the instance of the then Dauphin ♦. 

• It is iinposBibIc to advert to this profane alliance between the 
Theatre and the Church— between Christ and Belial— between the 
profession of Religion, and the practice of vice, without again recog-. 
nising the peculiar features of that system of darkness, whose whole 
character, to use the strong language of Scripture, was " earthly, sen- 
" sua], devilish*'— a system which was content to leave men in their 
sins, nay, to administer to their worst passions, and even to justify the 
Indulgence of those passions^ upon principle, provided they would onlf 
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Tq tetiim to the pr i v ilq fes of die Jasuiti :— >Tlleir peeif* 
piary exeaiptioiis were as impcMrtant as the otiieis. Tlicir 
pef«on»--lhar present, and fixture prqieitj — die BendfecB 
belon^ng, or to belongs to their CcU^^es^ render to Eocle* 
sastics neither tithes in Idnd nor in value, ndfther offerings 
pf vax, nor pajrments of money. The Butts c fc ptmAy 
exempt from all these, and they are alike ^sdiai^ged by die 
same )autliority from the tenth due to die Pope, and the sub- 
Bidies payable to the Kmg*. The stn^gles to winch these 
pretensions led in various States were incessant In Pdand 
such claims pioduoed a publiq disturbance in th^ serentsenfth 
Caitury. In ^lain, thor encionchments on the r^ts of all 
ethers exdted the greatest diasatisfketion, throughout thdr 
history ; but more espedaUy a short period before die Sup- 
pression ci the Order, when Sentences and Judgments against 
diem wa« multifdied. In France they maintained the same 
fights, and commonly with success. If they did not always 
4mcoeed, the Institute, and its dairas o£ Independanee, remain- 
ed the same ; nor were they ever the losers for omitting to 
assert those claims : of this, die Mowing may serve as an 
.example. — The Cound] of Lateran had decreed, that property, 
-of whi^ever nature, which might be acquired by Ae Bc^gukr 

jittrrendcr themselves to the teaching and goTcmment of such spititoal

CHAP. XXXVII. 



IJSPIiEENPANCE OF THE JESUITS WITH RE3P£CT TO THE 

CHURCH. 

With regard to Eccledastical Discipline, there is> perhaps, 
fkot a dngle Bull among all those which the Jesuits have ob-T 
tsdned, which, on all the main points of Disciffline, d^es not 
derogate from all the Couhdls of the Catholic' Chuldb^ whe* 
ther General or Provindal ; and the Jesuits took flpedal care 
that this should he known •(•. 

The Council of Trent, after some of the extravagant 
BuUs which had been granted to the Jesuits, restrained the 
pnvil^es of all the Regular Orders within the limits of the 
Canons : scarcely was the Council terminated, when the Je- 
suits applied to Pope. Geegoey XIII. to re-establidi their

GuGOBY is, in fact, a transcript and oonfirmation of those^ 
andent privileges, without any other refSerenoe to. the Council, 
of Trent than if it had never existed. 

Xhey elsewhere make thdr boast of ^^ enjoying all the 
^ concessions which have been granted them, even such as 
^ have been restrained or abrogated by that Council f ;^ ^md^ 
they add, that ** by virtue of the oracular dedakaticm of Pops 
** Pius V« the contrary decuaons <^ the Council of Trent do 
*^ not hinder their acting under their Institute, as they did 
*< previously to that Council {^ for instance, in retaimng their 
property notwithstanding thdr vow of poverty ; in taldng the 
vows only for a certain time; and in the exercise of simUso^ 
usages sanctioned by that Institute^. 

It b die same oil an infinity of other articles, such as thd 
l&aty of building Churches without permisaon of the Die-, 
cesan, the use of portable altars, &c. On these points the 
Council, indeed, decides ; but the Jesuits immediately obtain^ 
the privilege of dcnng what it prohibits. 

Nothing, however, approaches their extraordinary pri- 
vilege of being dispensed from observing the Canonical 
Hours of Matins, Vespers, &c. by which their own Churdir

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isets^such store; tlieir being exempted from attending HigH 
Masses, arid all othfer public Offices of'tbe Romish Church; 
both of the Day and Night ; and this in spite of all the 
Councils, both ancient and modem. *^ Our members,* 
say *rHE Constitutions, " shall have no choir for the 
•f Canonical Hours, nor Masses, itor other Offices*" It ii 
«till more surprising how three Popes, Paul III. Julius 
III. and Geegoey XIII. should have ^ven their permisdon 
to this extraordinary dispensation ; wh'ch is conceded to no 
9ther Body of Ecclesiastics, Seculars or Regulars, noteveil 
to the Benedictines and Dominicans, who have the creAi of 
ftpplying themselveis most to study. 

. ' It coit. no more to Geegoey XIII. to exempt the Jesuits 
from the duty of forming a part in any public Processions •(•: 
not only do the Jesuits never attend them, but the Pope ex-» 
presdy prphibits all Ordinaries from compelling thdr attend^ 
ance. - With regard to the ||rivate recitadon rf the Breviary; 
the Institute is equally accommodating. It may be said by 
them, in the pauses of a journey, or the intervals of buainess^ 
'andf may be repeated wholly m the morning (up to the even- 
ing service inclusive), for the purpose of being rid of it at* 
together J. 

When^ however, it is provided that the Jesuits shall tt<^ 
engage in the PuUic Offices of the Church, this is to be nn* 
dierstood (£ke the rest of the Institute) to mean, if it should 
not imswer their purpose to be present: If, for instance, 
such obaerv:ance would attract or retain a crowd of their own 
'iAev^rs for Confesidon, or for hearing their Sermons,

tfwj may do it at <^ course ; but it must be fat the expres* 
end of attracting the multitudes and not otherwise *. 

With respect to the question of doctrine : the Jesuits bav» 
shewn from th^ origin that they concerned themselves but 
fittle about the dedmons of th^r own Church, or its authority; 
and that the defimticxis c£ the Sodety itself afford the asAj 
rules vpoD Doctrine, as on all other pmnts. 

IfAiKXS hioaixled in the Coundl of Trent the Dortrinexif 
PEUkcnrs : the Council was vehement against it, and |)ubliah* 
*ftd a different statement c^ its ojnnions. Sh^tly afterwards 
(m 1558). Laikb« became the General of the Sodety. Notr 
withstanding the authority of the Couni^, the v tenets of 
liATO^z, ;of course, became those of his Society, and tvery 
effort was aoqordiogly made to give them curreocy* It is an* 
nounced'in the Commentagf^ on its Constitutions^ that 'if ev^ 
a Thepkg^ system should be discovered better adapted to 
the timesy the Sodety would ad^ it ; and that it^belcmged 
to iJie Society to diooee sudi Doctrine as it might jud^bes^, 
and mc^t cQnvauent for its awn Members f* It was on thki 
aopount that» scime years ^fierw^rdi^ the Theology of Molik^ 
was adopted. . 

The Constitutions themselves pursue the same 0Qm*s^« 
Cvery Jesuit who^.i^ay hold a d^erent Doctrine from that pf 
the Church and its Doctoar% is bound to submit his ofp^on, 
ti9t to the deciaon pf the Church, but toihait of th^ Sodet^. 
Every Je^^it ought to ei^ageta ad^ such tenets^ noi^ as the 
Church, iHit as the Society ^afli^ve deoreed propel to he

This independance in matters of Doctrin^^ and sudi a 
new rule of Fmth, naturally alarmed the loamed SocUmi of 
ibeCathoGc Church :- the King of Spain, among others, eom<* 
plained of k to the Pop^^ and required the reform of the go« 
n^j <» that as on many -other pcwto. Clsme^ve VIII. on 
Im pwrt, iMunWy besou^t the Society tovr^form itaelf.ki ' 
oirdarrto prevent the evils wMflb would otherwise aiise^flT

'With regard to the writings of the Jesuits HA]n>oVtl^ 
and BEBkthfEk, tii^re was no room for doubt as to their re» 
mmdationiif trtith^ df th^ ttost irital importance, on the mAh»^ 
ject of the Trinity, the Incarnation, and the B^&apaitgk^ 
nor of their departure from the doctrineof Tradition so fisfidly* 
c^herished by the Catholic Cl^urdb, by which, in affecting to^ 
give the true sense of Scripture, that Church effi^ctudly stt<v 
ceeds in affixing her own. 

A cry of general indignation arose igainst tte works of 
BEBftVYEit : the Cathofic Clergy, twenty*four Kshops, wbA^ 
Popes Bknemct XIV. and Clement XIII. censured them 
pubBcly. The General Assembly of 1755 did the saaaoe on lii#i ' 
part of the whole Clergy of France; but the Jesuits were a(»4^f^ 
from admitting the charge, that they multiplied Tran^iotioii^ 
and Editions of the woric in France, in Spain, and even in 
Italy; , nor did the Geni^fal Congr^iticm of the.Sodeiy 
which was held in 1758, b^Mre the Su^qiresaon of ibe OrvUr^ 
pronounce a word against that writer or bts errera, altfaovgh 
the subject had agitated the whole of Christian Europe, , ^ j 

On these, as on so many other pcnnts, the Jesuits have al* 
ways left the Church and its Pastprs, to thunder at their lei- 
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M0p9 : ibis is beoausei fv6m die very xilttilDe of th?ii* Institute 
tbey depend iifx>n ihmiselvQS ido»f ; beic&use thftt Code iup*> 
pBai tbstt with no other ruk(^ doctrine than the dlfitiit«oM 
)^ the Sooetji ted oblige, themitoi the moat peiftet umfor- 
n&ty in error. On tliis Itftta: point* the UniVevtty o£ Paris 
observed, in 1644> that, *^bemg under their obligation of 
^ tmifamii^, instructed in the same schools, and animated 
^ by the same s{nrit, they were in the constant habit of sup- 
*^ porting whatever the individual Members of the Society ad-r 
^ vanoed in public ; and radier lent themselves in common to 
^ the 'defence of opmions replete .with absurdity, thim that 
^ they prdeeeded to the oonderanatbn of any one of their 
^ Company who maintained them *J* This circumstance 
alon^ rendered their felly invincible, and their danger iiTemei» 
dlable; since, on the one hand, their subjection to a general 
odttformity of doctrine gave the widest diffudon to their own 
errors; while, on the other, th«r determined adherence to suA 
tt system, m spite of. all attempts to shake itg left little hope 
fbr the World from any proportions of reform ^ the vice of > 
tlie^ Sodety being radical, and not superficial, and the object 
to be desired being not so much an outward change in some 
few particulars, as the entire suppr^on of an Order, whose 
tery eidstence was in direct hostility with the first elements 
toad most obvious prindples of His Religion, whose name they 
UssUmed, and whose laws they despised^ It was under some 
audi impresdons that the King of Pobtugal publicly declar* 
«d that ** the said Religious Professcn^ were too evidently in- 
^ feeted with vices of the most abominable, mveterate, and 
^'inooinigible character, to return to the observaiwe of any 
'^regulations which might be prescribed to them.** 

' If there needed any proof, in addition to all that has been 
^Btated, that the Sodety was destitute of any real Religious 
pnnciple ; that its aims were worldly, its means corrupt^ anil

CHAPTER XXXVIIL 

INDEPENBANCi: OF THE JESUITS WITH REGARD TO' THE 

PO^ES. 

It has been contended that the Jesuits are at all events de- "*• 
pendant upon the Pope, and that their fourth vow leaves no 
room to doubt it It is true, that, so far. as the terms of lan- 
guage can go-f, and so far as it concerns their own interests, 
to adhere to their own professions, no persons can be more 
completely subjected to the Pope : this subjection has ever 
been one great source of their danger to States and Empires. 
.Th^ obligation on this head is valid as against the Members 
of thdr own Church, when their own advantage requires that 
it should be so— their obligation to the Pope is further valid, 
at all times, as against Protestants, the persecution and de-

stnidion of whom diey hare always been pleased to r^;ard as 
essential to their own advantage. But the same prindple of 
Pi^mI obligation is never admitted in practice when it would 
operate against themselves,'^ and this is a distinction which it 
will be neceisary to keep constandy in mind through the con. 
mdenlOfm of the present h^ad : whatever of submis^6n may 
be found in Theory, let such Theory be attempted to be car- 
ried out into detail, and a primary cpnnderation with the Je-* 
suits will ever be, whether the practical application (^ such 
funndple will not be injurious to themselves. If that should 
appear to be the case, the balance will not be long in striking, 
and the maxima ^^ Ve quid detrimenti capiet respviblica^ will 
not fiul to be ajqihed with so mudi dexteri^ and dispatch as 
to have the fuUest operaticm on the individual case, whatever 
it may be. Unless this distinction be attended to, many of the 
< iastaaees which follow, and which prove the frequent inde- 
pendance of the Jesuits in reqpect of Papal authority, will ap- 
. pear unintdligible. The cases in which the Jesuits will lie . 
fiiund to have acted- either without the authority of the Popes 
or in direct opposition to it, are those in which their coQective 
or individual interests were oxicemed ; in all the same cases, 
had it equally answered their own purposes to have acted in 
conjuncticm with the great Head of the Catholic Church, none 
wouldhavebeen nu»re forward to assert the claims of Papal In- 
fallibility, and to avml themselves of the sanction which tiiey 
would have derived in the eyes of that whole Church from hav- 
ing its accredited Head on their own side : we find accordingly, 
in point of fact, that, whenever thdr own peculiar interests as 
a Society were not s^inbly involved, ther^ have been, in no 
instance, more strenuous asserters of all the unscriptural and 
impious pretensions of the Pope, nor more active and vigilant 
d^enders of his empire of darkness and corruption, than the 
Jesuits : none more ready than themselves to maintai n and 
perpetuate the rdgn of ignorance and superstition, and ncme 
more forward, on all occa^ons, to vex, harass, and destroy 
the Protestant cause and interest.

Altbouf^ the Profeasors of the four tows promise obe« 
£eiioe to the Pope by the Institute, it is <mly in reqiectof the 
^•^ ttflMTMi ♦, On the contrary, the obedience wWch every Je* 
mit owes to his Greiaral is without any limit, and extends gi^ 
nerally to every thing comprised in that Institute-^ey must 
obey him as if Christ were himself present in person f . 

As to what concerns the Misaons : the Pope, by virtue of 
Ae vow, may certainly send the Professors into such countries 
as he shall think fit ; but the General, as has been seen, by 
virtue of the Institute, may also recal Ihenv when A^ may 
thiok fit. Hie Pope cannot even send one Jesuit without the 
eoDsent of the General, and he cannot send the Greneral with* 
out the oKisent of the Society. 

The Jesuits are no more dependant upon the Pdpes in ^rfaat 
(oixsenis the Institute, and its privileges. They can make a com-* 
plete altnation of the Institute in all its parts, and fadiibn it 
anew, without any other refecence to the Pope than if no such 
parsonage existed; notwithstanding whidi, whatever may bo 
ccHKduded shall be clothi^ with all the authority of the Pope. 
Uhder the Bulls of the Jesuits^ whatever may be arranged m 
future shall bf, if^ofidto, invested with Apost<£c authority, 
and considered as fonfirmed by the Pope^ whether he majr 
have o^gmsanoe of it or not \. In this reqpect, the Jesuits

The Pope himself haa no power to tMsndssji J«siiit6rom 
tbe Soqefy wkhout the consent of the General r vhilst the 
£l^«cieral, on the oootiary, can dismiss whoever he pleaelesy 
ti^lSmit the omsent of any one. The Jesuits^ in ooder to 
ohiatn a diq)ensatiNi from the oUigaticms dther of their In^ 
stiytute^ or. their vows, are in no way depa:idant upon the 
Pope.; but the authority of the Gren^ral decides the<question* 
Ii^ a wocd, ^ery part of the Institute represents the General 
as tlie sole mastar of all ; and the Pope has even nominally 
but a cooqNirativdy subordinate interest With this principle, 
thw practice has correqxmded whenever it has answered their 
purpose; and the frimids and adherents of the Cathdie 
Church and cause (fiaritisto them that the present head 
mere particularly implies) will do well to con^der the Maki- 
MBSTo of THE EiKO OF PoBTUGAL, for the purpose of learn- 
ing that the Jesuits have shewed neither that Churdi nor its 
Head any favor, when their own immediate interests were in 
question. " Throu^oui the Pontificates,^ observes that

.'^ Sodpty inoessanUj invaded the Papal Ccmsdtutions and J9d- 
^^cseesy and embroiled' the Hcdy See with Secular Princes in 
^ support of her corrupt moraU^ ; she resisted the condeniBa- 
^< tions of the Holy Roman Church, .and encouraged her own 
^< Missionaries in their obstinate disobedience to the Bulls sent 
^^ out to Ana and America.^ 

This, however, is but a sketch. The work which was 
published with the authoritjr of the same Monardb (in answer 
to a Memorial presented to Pope Clsubnt XIII. by the 
Gaieral of the Jesuits in 1758), entitled, ^^ The Keflbc- 
^* TioKs OF a PoETUGUSSE,^ and particularly the Supplement 
of that waric, shew, tibat there has hem scarcdy a ^^ Pope 
■whom they have not cqiposed when it aiwwered their purpose. 
As the examples which are g^ven in tins pubticatioa andite 
£up|danent are of oonaderaUe importanie, it will be neets- 
sary to eidarge upon this pcnnt by Educing some of the 
more remarkable instances. 

Paul IV. wished to ertahlish the Divine Office .among the 
Jesuits, and also that the place of the General fiieidd be 
triennial, and not for life. Laikese became GrenenJ, bi^ his 
«nd bdng attained, no more was heard of a triennial General, 
or a Public Choir. At length compelled to yield the latter, 
at least in appearance, a Chdr was established for the Piofess- 
^ Hoi^ses alone, of which they had then but two ; one at 
Borne, and the other at Li^Ixm. In a few mcmths^ time Favl 
IV. died, not without suspicion of treachery, and with faira eK^ 
pired the Liturgical devotion of the Jesuits, who soon enw 
ployed at the B^mk the time 1^^ had passed at the Choir. 

Pius V. was dewrous of reverting to this usage, and also 
of abdidhing the vows so convenient to the Society, but so 
inconvenient to o&ers. The General promised to restore the 
Divine Office, \xX obtained leave to defer doing so until th^^ 
Breviary should undergo cpmplete, alterations.

The 

Doctrine of the Jesuit Molina Yms a source of con^derable 

disquietude to him t and Si^ey'^s History of the Congregae* 

tkm de AuwiUu^ displays ^ artifices and chicanery c£ the Je* 

suits to hinder the Holy See ftom oondeitining that doctrine^ 

aiid«hews sufficiently the spirit of Jesuitism. In Spain they 

maintained the following proportion as a The&is : viz. '^ It is

The Letter of thift arch-Jesuit Bsllaemins to this Pope 

to dissuade him from condemning the errors of the Jesuit 

Molina shotdd also be consulted, on account of its in- 

sd^iice aod fisd^elipod, The restless spirit of intrigue evinced 

by the Jesuits, and th^ disturbances which they excited in all 

|0rts, induced this Voipe to declare that he was so exhausted 

and disgusted by th^ perverse conduct, that he feared he 

should lose bis mind* Such was the embairassment occasioned 

to the Headof the Church by these its worthy sons ; and sudi 

was the result of that eroolc^ and mistaken policy by which 

that in£Edlihle Potentate was guided in ^ving countenance to 

duuracters who deserved it no better. 

Pa0l V. r!snewed the iiffair of the Jesuit Molina. The 
General, in the name of hi$ whole Company, carried his e& 
jrontery so &r, as to present a most offensive Memorial to the 
P<qpe, the obj^ of which was at onqe to insult and to intimidate 
him. ^^ If your Hdiqess'^ (said he to him) ^^ put this affl*ont 
f^ upon the Society^ (namely, the cdndemnation of its perni- 
cious doctrine), ^^ I will not answer that ten thousand Jesuits 
_ /*- wUl not take up thdr pens to Attack your Bull by wt^ 
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^juriou0totlieH0lj8ee.'' Had] 
m wh/fie Protesteat Cogdom, and ianfeed its peopfe to s^bel 
against their lawfiil Sovereign, and, if necessary, to destoof 
yjm ; the Jesuits, so far from opj^osing the Bull of difir Sjtf- 
ytual Father with their pens, would have ev«n taken up 
their swords as well as pens in aid of such a pkms and sorip^ 
tund design. 

Greooey Xy . by bis Bull, imposed, silence on die Catho^ 
lie coDtrorersy respecting the immaodate conoepticm of the 
Virgin Mary ; but it was to the interest of the Jesuits not to 
observe Urn pn^lntion, m order that diey might raider tlie 
Dominicans odbus to the popolaoe. After this pndiifaitioa^ 
they exhibited in Spain the figure of St. Thomas, seated on 
an ass, and* whipped the Saint through the streets : they dis-' 
diarged pistds at the do^rs and windows of the Domintcans, 
the whde b^g in honour of the Yic^n Maiy ; and afibrdkog 
at the same time a fresh specin>en of th^ir disobedi^ice to 
Papal Bulls, when they were (q)po6ed to their owit views. 

Ubbah VIII. issued strict [oohihitions to the Jesuit Mis-; 
fionaries, not to engage in commerce, to whidi they were sa 
fiur from submitting, that they oUiged Clemskt IX. CL&r. 
jtENT X. and Clement XT. to renew the same laws, audi 
with predsdy the same success. The account of the voyago^ 
of M. Du QuESNE ^ves a sample of the unlimited commerce 
which the Jesuits carried on in Europe. Incapable of all 
correct feeling, they traded with a^Ugh hand, and their Fa« 
tfaer Galeoti became a dii^guished personage so soon as Ua 
Colleagues had chosen him to supmntend the Bank of Romer 
Urban VIII. might as well have kept his BuU to himself. 
The Jesuits, so long as they eidst, will be merchants and tnu 
dcrs in spite of him. 

Even the Inquintion of Rome considered the open impfe— 
ties of the Jesuit Bauni, as tending to scandalize its cause,: 
and openly condemned them : so far, however, from paying 
any regard to the censure, the Jesuits immediately reprinted* 
Bauki^s work in Parisy and this even during the lifetime €if. 
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fcpe UuAK VXTI. and, in ord&t that tiodiiiig xtt^hit bt 
wtoidiig ti> die insult^ the doetrine of B Atmi wis cmoniaed itt 
dw Apology far the Jeiuiis. The Jesmit Akkat, the Ehigf« 
Ccslfeifisor^ amused biti^Ntf with huming into riiieule dte ceo- 
9lEi^ wloch Rome had pronounced uj^n the works of die J^ 
9aik4 Bauki, RABAtuiSAU, Cellot, and Pozca ; while, on the 
ather hand, the Spanish Jesuits, in their Apolo^es, honour* 
ed the Romish Inquisitors with the epithets of ^Forgers ci 
^ doeu^toents^ and ^* ignorant persons.** The Rooaiah Prelacy, 
which deserred so mudi harder measure iot its infiunous con* 
diiet, in ocmnecting itsdf with die murda*s and cruelties of die 
VbAy Inquisition, ni%ht wdl bear widi its l^rethren, the Je* 
^oits, while ^hey bestowed no severer epthets. 

Iknoc^nt X. condemned the Idolatrous CMnese Rites bj 
his Decree of 1645. He also sagadously wished to reform 
tiie Institute of die Jesuits ; and directed, by a Bull of 1646lj 
dn pain of IBxcommunication, that a General Congregatioii 
shoidd be holden every nine years. The Jesuits set no mora 
store by this Bull than by the Decree against the Chinese Idcd* 
atries. In a few years afterwards, they pubBshed a book 
written by one of their own meml^rs, in order to prove that 
this Bull was a nullity. They womd have been equally dis^ 
pensed, indeed, from obepng such Bull widiout the sanction 
of that work, but its appearance rendered their disobedience 
to die See of Rome the more marked and palpable. 
' Alexajkbek VII. by Ya^ Decree of 16^9, condemned their 
conduct in substituting the destructive doctrines of their own 
casuistry, in the place of the Grospel. They chey die Pope, 
however, no longer than his sentiments are to their taste. They 
admitted, indeed, that his motives were good in endeavouring 
to promote the peace of the Church ; but as far as the Doc- 
trine was concerned, they persisted in it with thdr Usual per- 
tinacity. In the same year, Alexandee Vll. proscribed the 
notes of the Jesuit Fabri, in answer to those of Wekbeock ; 
but in 1670, the same Fabri published his Apology Jbr the 
Moralkty of the JesuUsy and, in contempt of the Papal De- 
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$iqeev iofi^ied in hi^ work the flattie uote^ as Ins HoGptMs hdi 
fiOBd^nmed ; aofi 1^^^ he abould be oonfliclared as ancgating to 
jiiawelf the exclusive privilege of despiniig.the Holy See, ibe 
Provincial of the Jesuits, at the head of a band cKf Us own 
^hedogians, publi^ied an approbalioa of the work at its ooni. 
mencement. The General of the Jesuits, Oliva, pronouiioed 
an eulogium upop it, and all the Jesuits sliU regaid it as « 
chef Samvre. In 1664 appeared the -wcwrk rf the Jesqit 
MoTi^ a tissue of the most obscene propoati<xis: Vufpe 
ALEx^2q)£it YII. condemned it in the sevca^est terms in 16(9S. 
The obstinacy of the Jesuits obliged Clemsht X. to. reoeiw 
this censure in 1675; but the honour of the Company ivdueed 
them to renew their most humble opposition : they oooducteil 
themselves then as they have done ^nce with reference to their 
Colleflgue Bee&uysb, although he was condemned by twp 
Popes. Innocent XI. in 1680 (glared agsdnst tins boqic 
fdfresh, and ordered it to be burnt : this effected no diange '^ 
the system of the Jesuits. The Holy Pontiff often complained 
<Q(f the contempt with which his censures were treated, and 
of their pertinacity in crying up such a misdiievous work. 

To return to Alexander VII.: in 1665, and 1666j he 
condemned forty-five of the worst proportions of the Jesuit- 
ical casuistry, upon which event the obedioice of the Jesuits 
to Papal authority displayed itself in the usual manner. 

They afterwards persecuted the Church of HoUaad ynSii 
the utmost cruelty; upon whidi Ai^exa^^dee VII. gave the 
force of a law to the Concordat ot accommodation, which foU 
lowed, but it betrayed no little igQcnrance of the; Jesuits Jp 
suppose Uiem likely to be bound either by Conc(»dat& or 
Laws. 

The same Pope sent a. Brief to the Univeraty of Louvaiq, 
in favor of the doctrine of St Auoustin and St. Thomas, 
which being deddedly opposed to the views of the Jesuits, 
they gave out that such Brief was obtained by the vilest 
intrigues, leaving it as an interenoe that it ought not to h^ 
obeyed. .. 
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i Cti^isKY IX. and Clembkt X. both desir^ fo recall ishte 
*8oeieCy to its duty on tbe subject of the idolattous rites, and 
of commerce ; but both these Fopes, a& umncoessfQl as thiek 
f{nredece8torS) were obUg|id to go into the other^Vorld, to cbnt- 
:|)lain to St. FktBB^ th«t even his faeys oouM pot shut the door 
upon the Jesmts. 

WiA rqpurd to Clemekt IX. in partacular, the Holy See 
had sent Bishops, Vicars Apostolic, and other Ecclesiastic 
into Jndk. The Jesuits q[^)osed them (and especially the 
Viears Apostolic) with all their power, waging war upon them 
"with so mudi fiiry, that Aey were obHgied to complain to the 
FolltiliBal TlufOQe; upon vrhkSi CuraiENT IX. deckred them 
the Ddeffdea of the Holy See; and threatened their adver- 
jaries with the vengeance of that See. l%e Jesuits Ubdled 
fUs BuH, diatitig it twice on the ground,, and trampling k 
•imd^ £bot, (m its first veceipt : a fact which appears from ^ 
auA^Atic document seat by the Bishop of Belyta, to the Pko- 
pilganda Sodety. (N. (^) As to the Bidibps, the Jesuits 
went the l^agth of statbg every where that they were no 
Bishcqps at all, but mece Heretks; and that the 9acrmnen|» 
admii^ered . by them ware sacrOe^ous and null ; they de- 
dared that the Bulb were surreptitious and invalid: they 
^exocHumunicated those Christians who 8td>niitted to the Yieaili 
Apostolic, banidied or imprisoned the Missionaries who had 
acknowledged their authority. (N* 64) and even had the 
audacsty to excommunica^ ti^ Bbhop of Beiy ta, who was a 
-Vicar Apostdic, which was only stoppii^ sh(Nt of excommun>- 
cs^g the Pope himseE (N. 6S.) 

With respect to Clbmekt X. ; he attempted to impress this 
revolt by four or five diffiarent Briefis, and two Constitutions ; 
and the Jesuits of Borne bound themselves by oath never to 
opntravene those Dec]:ee8; but, in spite (X these oaths, ^they 
treated the Bulls and Brids with sovereign contempt. The 
^Society, de propaganda fide even had intelligence of comiter- 
}€tk^s^ sent out to the Mimonaries by the General Oliva, 
Sirectinff ffrnn not ta' o^them; from ii^hich it appeared 
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•««dBii% Ihlit the dbobedienoe of tht 8^ 
sl$ Chie&. They even dbpenied « pufalicitioii iti Jiiate i ^ it . 
order ta prove that k was the uHeredtof iDl MnfudiB to- 
cppoee the Vicars Apostc^. TM| ducaneiy wmki hme 
been incrediMe, had not the Candiiiils of tttt ftfopngiiaiii 
Socie^ supplied the most sadsfiKtevjevid^ioe of it^ mikt 
mHnriuury of. the irairk from Irhich these foets ace tidteiK (N.

IinkocxiiT X& hmring eaofamed the Debf^ of Uk^^v^u

oppose the Vicars ApostdBe, and to 'exat^ise Ecdkifiaa^rdckf 
fui|c^tf)Q8. New Briefii now became necestteiy^ against ^iese 
refhictdry subjeiet% and these Btiefs were dP as much ti^ as 
.the;lbrmer. Thus anudi tost the idoktrous worsh^ of thb ^ 
Jesuidoal Misnonaries. 

The same Pope, m 16T9) cdndetmed various^ ddetl&ial 
errors oi the Jeaoits en the 8ttb}ect of graee (as if such men 
could eitfaerJteamjor teadi niy ietipitoal triite rei^)ecting ilik 
i;race $)C 6e]>)i tmd he also oondemned sev^ty^^nhie pr6pbsi» ' 
ticms of Ui^ An&€hristian ^oaAraltf.

PnAtiors^ Thia cmduct onlthe part of the Society lieiiied 
ij^esasteaa^ of any power on the part of the Pope to pte», 
Mn» tkft pfority of Chrntian morality, from that period when 
tbt Jesuits first began to introduce their own in&etious prin* 



ImotcxMT XI. hamigi prohUHted the Jesnits from re* 
caving any more Noviets^' fliey made the Soverei^ Pontiff 
paaafor a JASsmnnr; and. caused posting Ulls to bt a£5xed * 
in the streets and dnaches tf£ Paris, in i^hich they incited 
tile peq[^ to ffny for the ccmyerapon of the Fbpe, uAo had 
itjcome a Jmnieniii. They also intrigued secretly to p'^udicei 
tbeKa^of Fiance agabist the. Pc^; and to sow discord and. 
confusion between die' Chuibb and the State. In conjunction 
with odier causes, they aooomi^hed dieir.'ol^ect, and the 
disputes which followed^ altboc^ they £aimd th^ maia 
source :in, tbi^ cofnqption into which the Chucdi of Franca 
bad fiUen, 'wen in no sli^t degree referable to the J^ttnts 
tbemsehres* 

These &cti are imixxrburt to diew that when the Jsfeutts. 
preadi up thdr own attachment and obedience to the See oE 
RdUie, they neither fed attachment nor render rbHJi en Ba 
beyond that point where the interests of their own body iqpfxar 
to stop t then* protestations of aB^^iance to Princes are quite 
as numerous and vithem^t, bacaose, without those proftssions^ 
diey ooidd not gorem the Courts of Princes; but the same 
piotestslions tt^ no better kept than in the other case, whex^ 
it iqppears that their ends will be betteranswei^ fay hwalciiy 
thm. There is na period of Instoty in wUdi Cadiolic Mo- 
narchs have not b^n duped by these designhi^ wodcttiags, nor 
me in whi6h even the Court of Borne, alflmig^ as oAett

well as in confirming that empire over the mind, which it waa» 
the utidevikdng object of that ^mrch to establish, aad peipe^ 
tui^. It was with no small amvictkn of the aeoeflBtjr of* tbe^ 
Jesuits to the Romish syston^ that FxxBamio 'joSs.Tfmmmf 
called them tJie Pope's Boi^^-guard^ abd that the Piqws thein«n 
selves designated them as limr SpirHmU mUitia. To expect; 
indeed, that troops who evinced no more fidelity towards .G<iii^S 
ahould have been invaridUy fiudifiil to dieir employ^n^ y^mi 
an absurdity into which only the Church of Rome could ba^is^ 
fallen; but so far f«iilh as their own immediate intardsts weiser 
oonoemed) it must be admitted that the' Jesuits did fully, 
answer the ekpectations wfaidh had been fiNsned o£ them* ^ 

Alexakose VIIL condeteiad tibe famous Dottruie.oft 
Philoscphical sin invented by the Society, or rather by its greatt 
Mastet, whose object from the bcginnii^ ww to decdve and. 
destroy the souls of men. So fiur, however^ -from eqxyiimng 
Ais doctrine the less, because the Court of Rome had pro^ 
nonnced agaiqst it, the Society had too mudf of fellow-feelii^ 
tx aU who were daarous of living in mhf to abandon it - Thu^ 
doctrine was op^y defended and professed by the Jesuita^ 
thnm^iout Spain, and Italy, and in France Boualy^ BesaiiM^ 
fon, Poictiers, Faraiers, S^as, and dsewheie, aa also in Lou*} 
vain, after the Decree had been pronodnoed against; it^ r 

Inkocbkt XII. in consequence of the Jesuits i^koaing. 
in the number of Jansemsts, all who held the doctrine of St«^ 
Av6vamnB> and who did not favinr thdr innovations^ prohi^ 
bited, by virtue of ike obedience due to the Pope, the giying 
the name of Jansenist to any o^^ imkss he should have been 
first convicted of bemg a Jansenist by a competent judge i 
The Jesuits Sad not admire the phrase aiobedimce due to thm 
Pope^ and in 1696; diose ci Fldnd^rs present^ to the S^

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rJl^&ptmi tn the name of the Sodety, a Memorial in which 
tlH^ accused of Jansenism scone of the Laily, some E^desd" 
asties^ md ^even whole Bel^oiis Orders, for the purpose of 
mining th^n ; sudii as the Premonstrat^oisiaiis, the Dominican^ 
the Augustinsy the barefooited CarmeHtes, the Capuchins, and 
idboVeall, the Fathers of the Oratory, and the Secular Clergy. 
Itiie InquisiticHis, both of Borne and Spaiii^ condemned them 
tar this coaduct Theiif interest further Speared, to requite 
the fall of ^me Noms, whom they cited to Rome, as a Jan-* 
aenbt. Pops Ikkocekt XII. uponthis^ examined his wprks^ 
and propounoed judgmei^t in favcn* of his orthodoxy, directed 
him to ooatinue bis labours f<tt> the Catiwhc Church, and made 
Imn a Cardinal. In 1714, howevar, the Jesuit Colonia 
liai^ii^ obtained suffident influence to silence the. Popes^ de^ 
d4^ lA hifr Dictionary^ with all the infallible Authority c;^ 
bis Company, that a great variety <£ persons tib^in named 
were Janaenists^ among whom were Cardinal Noeis ! This 
, may serve for another spedmai of the obedience, whidi the 
Pope had to expect from those who had not learned to dbeji 
the. Decalogue. 

The same Pope having lippcnnted M. MAioltOT^ the Bi- 
flliop ^ Concn, his .Vicar Apostolic, that Prelate ccmdemned 
I|1I0W the idolatrous w^nrship carried on by the Jesuits m China* 
AB Ae 'Missionaries obeyed himy with the exceptbn of the 
Jesuits akme, who of^posed him violently: they evoi endea- 
VOUKedto dispossess the Pastor of hb charge^ and to diq)etse 
Jhis flbok« The General of the Jesuits, and their Attorney 
General, d^end^ these men and their attempts. Bcme was 
Tiwn4ftt<*d with manuscripts and books, on the part of the 
Jesuits, in defence of the Heathen rites of idolntry, which 
publications wiU for ever afford a convincing proof of the 
ittiderstanding subsisting between the Schismatics of India, 
•ndthe Jesuits of Borne. (N. 71.) 

. The Pope cmisaited to examine this affair anew^ although 
it had heen mair)^ times dedded. The Congregation con- 
i tat' this puij^pose, held forty^^^ix sittings. There were 
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afterwardj^^any General Congregations befoi^ the Pop^, aad 
tlie matter was. nearly decided, when the- JesuitSi prdeiit«d 
«blicitatiOrts from several Sovereigns of Europe; proposed' tiife 
admirable expedient of cohvenififf a Cmrteilin (Mtm; and 
managed so well, that by mfeans of artifices and thr^te^ Aey at 
last obtained the resjrite which they desired. ' 

These Apostolic men, bouiid to God by the row o£ obe- 
^encetothe Sovereign Pontilfe; these Ecdeaa^dcAl heroes 
who had deserved so well of the Chuixih, preseirt^ ^ aftieAl, 
in ItOO, to the Tribunal of the IdolatitAis EmperOl*^iof 
China. They referred to him the caiisfe of the'dinstiah 
Rdigion, and obtmned from him a deciaon, thkt the ChiHe^ 
ceremonies Jutd viothing' in them which savoured eitAer of 
Idolatry or Superstition. Such is the iJetaree of whidi thc^ 
^ery \^ere boast, and which they ventured to'carry tdB^ocH^, 
In ord^ to close the mouth of the !Pope. (N. 78.) 

In «x years after this, the Jesuits obtaSned an Edlet <««& 
fbe Emperor of China, for the banishment of aD the MissJoii- 
aries who did not subscribe to this de«sion, anJ who hi coiose- 
quence had not the Piao; which was given to those bnfy 
\rho thought conformably vAi\i the Edict of the Emperor, and 
which was equivalent in China, to the FobMdlabv in Fran<*, 
a test of orthodoxy which had for its object the ekclusioii of 
all the adversaries of the Jesuits, in order tfeit they miglit 
reign aloiie. 

Clement XL published nuitieitras Decrees against* -tMe 
Chinese Iddatry, but died* without the ^sfifction orbfi% 
obeyed : a short detail upon this pblftt inay be jprdjfter. 

Clemxnt having coiitinued the Congr^atiotis conMi^ttced 
iltider Innocent 'XII. held many in person. His first disco- 
very was, that thfe Jesuits, preferring the deciA)n of a Pagifii, 
tb a Papal Tribunal^ had not ceased to persecute the bishops, 
and to teach and practise erroneous doctaines upOtt-Tddktry, 
Superstition, and Illicit contracts. (N.- 74,-76.) ^ He dis- 
jpatched to India a Legate h fa^^, invested Vith the ioadst 
amj^ powers (£he -Cardinal de ToimNON)* This I%ite 
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tbeing MasSedi (te his arrival, that the religious rites of the 
people were idtdatrous and superstitious, and thut the whole 
body of the Jestdts peiinitted, defended, and sanctioned thenii 
^i^erted all his z^ oh the occasion. It would be to6 long a 
det£(il to' enumerate the various oppositions made by the Je- 
sikits to' the authority of this Legate ; the measures which they 
induced the government of Pondicherry to adopt; thdbr 
banishment of the Missionaries; their intrigues against Dti 
TouENON at the Court at Pekin i the outrages offered to hi$ 
person, the insults, cruelties, and imprisonment, to which they 
Wbjecteid him^ and finally the death which they made him 
suifer, offierd, variety of* hardships, in the prison of Macad 

(N:7e.) 

The Pope, by his Decree of the 7th January, 1706, cott- 
6rmed thatof the' Legate; but the Jesuits caused k Defence of 
their Missions Xo he printed at Rome, with the mark of th^ 
jfHintidg'-'press ot the ApostoUc Chamber : but they took the 
precaution not to distribute any copies at Rome| and the Jesuit 
Lain£Z, oh his arrival in India, dispersed the book there^ 
boasdng that it had issued from the press of the Vatican, anct 
that the See of Rome had examined imd approved it. Th« 
Kimtio CoNTi, who was afterwards Pope Innocent XIII, 
sent a copy .of it to Clement XL for the purpose of enabling 
him to judge for himself of the sincerity of the submission of 
the Jesuits to his decrees. (N. 76.) 

The Jesuits went fiirjher— Lainjcz declared both yer- 
bdly and in writing, that, during his stay at Rome, Clement 
XI* had stii^ted to him vivd-voce, that he had annulled the 
D^CTee of the Legate, and that he had permitted the observ- 
arioB of the Chinese rites. (N. 76.) He not only asserted this 
both verbalTy and in writing, but on cm occasion of a solemn 
JesHvalf whilst the Church wasjull of Prench and Indians, 
the Jesuit Bouchet, clothed in his sacerdotal vestments, 
took ihe lloiy Sacrament into his lia/nds ; and, in presence of 
att the people, swore hy the hody and blood of JesiLS Christ, 
ihat i^jpe-CLEMBWr XL had expressly declared to him that

ike Deem qfihe Legate^ whkh he Jwd JuH cc^nhedyin f» 
woagfMigedorboimdeitherCatholksmgtn^Qtj orihe 
.ebmoriee in particular. Imjuety can hardly go ftmber diaa 
thii— and Cardinal DX)s8at may be excused, aftwr this, for 
baviiigasMted, as lie does in lus seventh letter, that tJ^eJemite 
4o wA believe m ChrUi. The Pope was no sooner aFt>ri2ed 
of the deception, than he considered it necessary to deny it, 
wMch he did by a pubfic Declaration on the 7th of September, 
1718, winch was sent to India. (N. 76, 77.) 

The Pope at length published his famous Bull, coift- 
mencing Ea iUa die, dated 19th March, 1716, by whidi h^ 
flattered himself he should reduce d&e refractory to subnns' 
«on; he even obliged the General to give them pretite 
orders. But the Secretary of the Propaganda Sodety lA. 
formed Benedict XIII. in 1725, that, there was reason to 
. appreJiend that the General had sent out a comUer4etter ai^thf 
. same time ; that such a tlung had happened before in certain, 
and the Institute itself sanctions the practice. 

The Pope felt it was necessary to suppOTt the reputation 
of his j8ull, and sent out a new Apostcdic L^te to Cluna. 
He chose M. Mezzabaeba. We hive the whole History rf 
this second Legation, the Journal bring yet extant in manu. 
script in the archives of the Propaganda Society, each p^ 
bring signed with the Legate's own hand; It displays Ae 
mcMlal hatred which the Jesuits bore to the Pope* and thrir 
' Representatives. This second Legate was obliged by the 
menaces and injuries which he experienced, to return to Bome^ 
without having had the least success. (N. 81,82.) 

The Jesuits, in the Refections on the Affn&rref Chika^ 
which they published, even ventured to contest with Ae Pope 
the pow^ of deri^g such questions, and represent 1^ 
derision as an attack on the authority of the '£inpei«Qr'of 

China! , ,. , 

PoBQUST the Jesuit had maintidned before the Cardmal pM 
TouKKON— first, that the Pope could not deride iikfalUUyiifnn 
omtroverries in Chinas — secondly, that n^tbetr die PeperjQor 
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the Church could decide infallibly that any thing in pturticular 
was an idd. (N. 84.) ^ The P<^ commands,^ said the Je* 
auit Fah; ^ who then is this Pope ? . He cannot conunand the^ 
.^^ Bngli^h and the Dutch ; and does he pretend to command 
^^< in China? We will find a remedy for this."" The Jesuits 
even imputed this decision to the Pope as a mortid sin. The 
Jesuit ^OUBAO went so far as to say, that the Pope could not 
make fais Decree i^gainst th«r Idolatries without ccHnmitting a 
vixij, from which he could not be absolved, so loi^ as he pei*- 
.iisted in requiiiaig the observance of a Decree so impious in 
. iisdff and tending so manifestly to the destruction of souls. 
JQe called the L^ate, Luciferj for endeavouring to get k 
dbeyed. (Ih. p. 216.) 

There was only a single Jesmt who declared himself ready 

to4mbmit, &om which time he became unfit for the Misadki 

ii)L the ^imon of the General, and the heads of the Society, 

who therefore recalled him ; and had not the Propaganda 

-Society withdrawn him fixnn the fangs of the Jesuits, he would 

have met with very severe treatment on his return to Rome, 

whiere m opposidon was prepared for him, which the Pope 

. hipisdf asastec]^ in terminating. That Jesuit, who afterwards 

, became Bishcp of EleutheropoEs, in writmg to the Jesuit 

w OovuxE, ih nS6^ observes,^ ^< Every one was astonished to 

„" find that the guilty escaped without punishment, t^eojde 

:-^* regret tp see them, on the contrary, honoured, raised to dig-

. natory letters Pastoralii officii, in which he deoliiii^ thit hi^

The Jesuits, however, in defiance of the Pope, took upoq(i 

wrote another Letter, which he ad4re8sed to the Jefiuit Philip Or^t 

M ALDi> which letter has been since found among others.

He 
jJsa addd (py 900), that the Jesuits stated tbm were three 
JKMnts n^Mch must be distinguished from each other : 1st, the

Ihnocbht XIII. pF07(^ced l^ sudi an obsdm^ ?ei^Btttiee$ 
was dearous of annihiljiting the Sodety as well as its Missions; 
He prc^bited them Stom receivii^.novkes; from sendiii^ 
any Jesuit upon Misaons, and £rom suqpendii^ such, as weil^ 
sent out by others. After thb (says the Sth.VbL of AnecdiOM 
$ur la Chimy p. 408), (tended with the insolence ofc« M«nio- 
rial, the object of whi^ appeared to be only to iaBuk mA 
ndi^ule him, be concerted measuKs widi the Caidinab Cd 
ei^tit^uisb a Sooety so hostile to the Chun^, and so ifimu 
nnUy opposed to its Deopees. Th^ began by delibeanitif^ 
not 80 much upon thepn^e^ of abolidiing the Ii^ttutje^'iai 
upon the best means of accc»npiiahiag that object; upon^Hddi 
the Jesuits declared in public that the Bcipe had Bot ^iit^ 
power of abolidiiiigiui Order, iriiich had been approv^ hj

> In the course of the years 1726 and 17S7 he issued fiist 
a Brief, and then a Bull, upon certain propositions in Theo- 
logy, whidi the Jeeuils were so far from admitting, that Ci.e- 
MJiVT XII. was obliged to publish two new Decrees, havwg

U^waa under the same Bope Benedict XIII. diat tte Je- 
mUs JcoiMl^eited no less a, document than a Decree of the 
JRop^ m^ his Coimcil, for the purpose of serving their own 
<»di; a orime whidi was till th^i altnosit iMknown, and ifhich 
•sfved to demonstrate more deaily the false foundation upon 
ii^uch'tbe Popes were resting, in coosidenng the Jesiiits the 
iMmk 'Of their own Church, any longer than their own intew 
pe«ats were ecMicemfd in being sa 

. ChEUMJfT XII. issued several Bulls and Decrees against 
idie ioDvetousnesa of the Jesuits as merchants, and thar errors 
fppd impieties as Thecdogians: but thdr warehouses and shopa 
Jif ire, not. diiainbhed;. their pubUeatkms in support of thdr 
timpi 0fi^ei[m^ wece not less numerous ; nor were the fires on 
timr Qeathen. Altars in India at all less frequent :-^the last 
9fiatds^«if an Apostolic visitor, sept out to that country by thi$ 
J^c^,.wei«,. " I die— the victim of the Jesuits T If inform- 
flapo. be desivsd as to the estimation in which jthe Jesuits held 
Ae two Briefs issued by Clement XII. in 1784 and 1789, 
^nwfijrming the Decree of CAftDiNAi. wt Tournok, it is only 
4|$ceiwry ^. considt the account given^ by M. Visdblok^ the 
J^ytlPf!i o£ Oau^opdis, who ivas himsdf a Jesuit, but vrl^ 
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^ tbe Mgvlir hmMy to traomit m undtiigiiiaed «iid-af^ 
fecting statement of the abominariopi and follies <^ his Bre^ 
thiov (N. 80.) 

Clsmbkt XII. also sent tbe Bishop of Halioarnaiwus to 
Codtin^hina, in the character of an Apostolic Visitor, wha 
wm^ howaver, overwhdmed with insults, injuries, and bar- 
barities: meetings were hjdd against him in the bouse c^ the 
Jesuits at Macao : he was earned befoie the Tribunal <^ the 
j^iyylarinttj chaiged with the care of the lU^al Hounds^ in 
tenttfupt of his dignity; attacked by masked assasnns, aod 
lift to lanyp<^ and expire without medical aid, in a i^ate of 
noarndete abandonment, as may be seen.in tbe xelation iof his 
Mission, which is preserved among the archives of tbe PtVr 
pigtun<h Society* Under the pretext of hb being a Heretic 
and. a Jamemtij the Jesuits evoEi refused to asast At h» 
fimeral. << Let us apt,"" said they, ^^ with caution. Home is 
^< A VILE Beast ; and the BuU, Ex ilia die^ is a tridc of tbe 
^ Court of Borne : Hb&ce are two Popes, one at Bnene, the 
^ dh^ at Lisbon.^ This was said with reference to the then 
Xing eS Portugal, who at that time.eqxMised thdr casise ; but 
fottunately for the interests of the world, the Pope of Poi^. 
^gal beoame subsequently too well informed of bisbown danr* 
ger, and ci thdr intrigues, to, i^t his eyes to his real inte* 
m^ (N. 89.) 

Beku>ict XIV. who regardedthe Jesmts as & race of mw 
tractable and artful characters, issued more Briefs, Decrees^ 
iuid Bulls, against them than any (me of his predeoesscnrs. In 
1740 he piohibited them puUidy from the sale f£ Dn^ 
.especially their compounds. He was oU^ed to renew the 
.same prohibition in 1756; but they no^ cmly refused obedience 
in the second instance, Imt added insult to the rrfusal, affiadi^ 
publicly in Rome a notice to tbe Public in praise of their noa* 
,trums, stating their quaUty,. and notifying, that, to ensure .ge« 
nuine articles, application must be made to their CoUegea, 
.where thcar Memberfi alone dispensed thenL In. Art,: 13^ 
^.16-) 
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. In lT41*he publish^ three Bulk against the Jesuits; 
the twcf first being against iheir related doctrines, on fastu^g ; - 
but they iaunediately preached the ccmj^ary in the Churdiea; 
they evQn released persons fro^n the obligation of fasting. The 
third Biill. was agmnst the slavery in which they held the In-^ 
dians ; thi« was also.resi3ted by them, ai^d muc^ ^^^urbfii^ 
ensued. 

In 174@ and 1744 he issued tiro Bulls agab^ their idcja^ 
trous pr$cticesy which they treated with the utmost conteaofipty 
publishing satirical and impertinent Letters, against the fi|pt 
in, particular; ainong which, that addressed to the Ma^u^s 
OP Febeaba was a masterpiece of impiety and insolence : 
they persisted in these prospribed Rites, notwithstanding afli 
the thunders of th^ Vatican. A Charge of the Bishop qf 
Mauricastr:^ published the ^^ July, 1745, is one conti- 
nued lamentation on the war which was waged by the Jesuk 
Missionaries in China with the Bull of Benedict XIV. Of 
course the interests of the Society rendered it necessary that 
.this IK^op should be dispatched to the other world. Bevs- 
DiCT XIV. stated in the Consistory held the 16th September, 
1748, that he lost his life in China, by defending the Christian 
fiaith. (N, 90.) As to the Bull of 1744 ; the Jesuits not. only 
.continued to practise the Heathen superstitions of Malabar, as. 
Is attested by the Propaganda Sodety ; but two years after 
thut Bull, a Jesuit printed in Paris the life of the Jesuit 
Beitto, the most obstinate defender of those superstitions, 
in which he e^ts hiiq as a Martyr to the faith, and speak» 
of the Bites cf Malabar predsely as if no condemnation had 
been prcmounced. (N. 90.) 

It b, however, well worthy of notice, that in 1628 the 
Jesuits in India held tiiat these Rites were incompatible with 
the Catholic Faith; but inasmuch as the Mandarins and the 
.jLeamed there were much attached to them, they wrote to 
tfab purport (not to the See of Rome^ but) to their own IX« 
vines at Rome, who decided, according to the interests of the 
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Society, that the Idolatrous rites were lawftd'^l Thus, be^ 
cause in ICStS the Jesuitical Thecdogians of the College a$ 
Rome judged that these Rites were to be permitted; what- 
ever Popes might have come after, nay, even if St. Petkh 
himself had descended, thor authority would not have availed 
iigainst a dedsion of thmr owq Conclave. (N. 91.) 

In 1745 Bekedict XIV. sent forth two fresh Decrees ; 
the one against a rule of the Jesuits, requiring their Peni- 
tents to name the aocomi^ices of their crimes, whidi expe- 
rienced the greatest of^position from the Jesiuts; aqd tiie- 
other against Usury, a subject of no small delicacy with those 
personages. 

Another Decree of this Pope was against the Dissertaf^ 
ft the Jesuit Barn, in which he justifies Us tUkntchemmi 
mamillaireSf practised by the Jesuitical Confessors with thdr 
female Disdples — a practice which only such miKreants< as 
assumed the garb of piety f(»* the most unhallowed eiods cwlfi 
have observed, in defiance of the first principles of morality, 
and which only such characters could have dared to defend, 
in oppotttion to the whole spirit and genius of Christbnity. 
It was only U> be expected, however, that persons who could 
thus set God and man at defiance, should not be very nice 
thont the cqpinion of the Tape. They accordingly, in con. 
tempt both of him and the Congregation, edited a finer edi. 
tion of the wcnrk at Lucca, and sold it publicly at it, very cheap 
rate. 

New evidences of their contumacy occurred in their st- 
cond Edition of the Jansenist Dictionary, in which they again 
inserted the names of Cardinal Noais, and the other Catholic 
writers, as Jansenists. The Pope, irritated by this step, coQ^ 
demned the book ; but these worthy Fathers, bound to tl^ 
Pope by th^r fourth vow of Obedience, printed a Letter 
against the Papal Decree of condemnation : and, as the C<%. 
gr^;ation lost no time in declaring i^gainst this Letter^ they

tried thanks to the Secretary, turning into ridicule at the 
iame time the Secretary, the Decree, and the Congregation. 
JkRer this, they reprinted the work under another title, ik 
which they associated with the iU-fated Noais, sudi Bishops 
and Ecclesiastics as had been proiioimced by the RomishiSee 
as approved Cathdics, declaring them to be, on the contrary, 
notorious Janseni^ts. . Benedict XIV. condemned this by a 
fresh Decree. It is only surprising, that, a(ler such pertina- 
cious conduct on the part of this Pope, he did not himself ob- 
tidn a niche in the Jesuits^ Dictionary as a notorious Jan- 
isenist 

In 1756, Benedict XIV. sent out his Encyclical Letter 
to the Bishops of France, which the Jesuits disapproved, and 
with which disapproval the Pope reproached the General to 
Ms face: they did not, however, rest there; but pipured 
fiNrtb a toiirent of abuse against the Pope, endeavoiuing to 
excite revolt and schism among the people, guch was the 
otgect of their work amcemvng dotdfUy in which the PontiflTs 
Circular Letter was turned into ridicule. . 

The Decrees of Benedict XIV. against the writings of 
the Jesuit BEaauYEB, and the estimation in which .those De* 
crees Were held by the Jesuits, are equally remarkable. 
After the Pope^s censures had aj^peared, those writings were 
translated into 'Spanish and Italian. The Sodety defekuled, 
ftnd vaunted of them, as perfect works ; multifdied Editions 
* of them ; and put them into the hands of the Bdigious-^c^ 
laymen, and of Females of condition,, as thefittest books to 
Imttuct them in the mysteries of Religion^ and to encourage 
101^ pety : notwithstanding which, they are works in whtdt 
lire revived the Heresdes pf Abius, of Nestoaius, of Pela- 
*4»itTS, andof SociNUs; in which the writing^ .of the ancient 
Vath^rs are invalidated ai^ suj^xdititibus, and infected widi 
:JUh^ism ; and in whidh the Scriptures are explained, and 
.Dditrina^ are advanced, upon principles deade<fly Soeieiaii 
and erroneous. In 1784 the $ee of Rome oondeHined^ the 
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fint port of Ae writii^ of the Jesuit BfiMCtrtEi. ¥li«^ 
mkitSy in bcnour of this damnatMry Decree, publiehed thcf se^ 
cond part in 1758^ whidi was more reprehen^ble than th^ 
fiM. In 1755 the See of RiMaaeeoiidetnned such second part; 
id answer to ifbkik^ the Jesuits published an Italian tra^dai' 
6tfn of the firtt part, whidi translation Was condemned at 
Borne in 1757. lie Jesuits afterwards published the seeond 
port in Itfldion, with an Apology t on 17tb Febroary, 1758^ 
BElTEniCT XIV. condenmed both the Transladon and die 
Apology. The Jesuits teplied in their turn, by the publiea- 
tioh <^ the third pait^ whicE was condemneii by GlemekI' 
XIII. on the 2d December following. The Jesuits, sh(^y 
after, translated thie second pait into Spanish, published two 
Tcdumes of Apolo^es at Nancy, and sdd the work accoj^pa- 
med by eulo^ums ; and also the Apologies, even at Rome 
itseIC Oti the 80th August^ 1759, the See of Roixie coif-^ 
demised' these Apolo^es, and there was then only waaitin^ an 
Italian translation of the thml part, soc/d of diPe Aik>l6gies, ia 
pixt the finishing strode to the scandal; ^ 

Benedict XIV. terminated his Tontifibate' by issuing « 
Brief' commiislsioning Cardinal Saibakha to reform the Je^ 
sidts of Portiiffai: and the Memorial of their General ib 
Cleiiekt Xtn. as well as their conduct with iegard to xri^ 
KiKO OF VoRTVGJLLf will suffibieiidy shew with what kind bf 
SfSxit this atitempt was reoeivecf, and whif^ weire the re^fs 
which It prodiiced. 

Clemekt XIII. in the tw<y years that he occicipied: the 
Pi^ Chait, issued two Decr^* against the works of the Je-^ 
•uit Bekeuitxs, a dmdar Letter againit€omineite' (whi^^ k 
pipdhiibited to all Ecdeoi^cs Iby the t)^^ti8), aiiid ^ JLmif 
and a Brief tipbn p^M^ and iiition. '!rh^:^e^t^ did^not; h^ 
oonse^uerice* of mR^tnea^^ure&v^'abiite 'a^"p(H:%o& "itf* thi& 
activity in dispersing these prohibitafwdrl^V ^^ ^^^ ia^ 
tkem one i>i«ndrof thar cbmm^gree '(^^ 134)*;* th^y'^tjAi* 
xtba-fheir tnithr ev^ ar%ome, and Wilder thl^eyeibi^titt 
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IPbpe, and Uenrup tlie oeak tX sdlism and: cKtiidofi whewver 
diey^ irere found. • , 

The above facts will dsemonstrate, that, as a general que»- 
tkm^ the Jesuits hare 'systemaiicklly' opposed the Roman Pon« 
^fib, wbenev^ their ofdets of^yeared to thttn to be in hostility 
to the Sodety ; and they may serve to justify the charge ttf 
the tTniversity of Paris in 16449 when she said to the JesUit% 
.« You ftittet «nd injure Sovereign Powers at the sAne mo- 
^^ ment : you despise the censures of the P(q)es, and the Kii^ 
** thority of Prelates, and the whole Hierarchy. Your pflrti^ 
^ cidal doctrine has been often fatal to the persons of our 
•** Kings ; and you display but too evidendy your de^re -of 
'•* attaining- to the i^ierase of a^crimiiial Sovereign^ Pm"^ 



CHAP. XXXIX. 

THJfc SOCTETT* tAflTES WITHIN ITSELF THE PRfVlLEGES 
AND^ IMMUNITIES or ALL OTHER SOCIETIES, PAST, 
PRESENT, AND future; IT CAN APPROPRIATE TO 11*- 
SELF, UNI^ER ITS INSTITUTE, ALL IMAGINABLE RIGHl^ 
AND PRIVILEGED, POSfeSSING THEM IN A MANNEH 
WHICH GIVES IT THE SUPERIORITY OVER ALL OTOER 
BODtES, AND WHICH MAT EVEN DIVEST THEBI OF 
THEIR ADVANTAGES, JN ORDER THAT THEY MAY BE 
SHARED BY THE SOCIETY ALONE. 

Tke Sodb^ could not hope to absorb all o&ar bodies within 
^M^ and t<^rend^ its owiiancHMfdiy univaMal, if any one of 
them'should possess privileges wBidi were TOt «goyed by tfe 
(Company. It ^as, tlierefore, requisite for the Sodety to 
unite the prerogatives of all others, and to be placed in 'a 
condition, by the pature rf its Instituter not wily to possess

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them aB, but to fouem di«nm a superior immnei', *> as i«k 
senably to deprive othera of them, in order that thejr migbf . 
he eventually enjoyed by the Sodety alone. 

Such is the brief developement of that hermaphrodite 
niture which PAsanlEa diarged upon the Sodetjr^ and wludk 
renders its members at once Seculars and R^iilars, MenA-' 
amts and men of wealth. It was necessary that it shotild be 
au8oeptH)le of these different forms, in order to appropriate to^ 
itself the privil^es of the classes in whidi other men artt 
found. 

. Thus, in the first place, Pius V. granted them in a an^e 
' aentence all the privil^es, pasty present^ and to came, wluch 
mendicants of all colours, d^rees, and sexes, ever have ob- 
tained, or ever shall obtain ; and by the same authority, the 
Sodety also has, and shall have, ipsoJactOj without any other 
more particular grants, all that may have been conceded by 
the Apostolic Bulls of prerogative, immunity, exemption, in- 
dulg^ice, and spiritual and temporal grace, without omitting; 
any thing ; or which might thenceforth be granted to their 
Congregations, Convents, and Chapters; to their persons^ 
thdr Monasteries, Houses, Hosjntals, and other places*; 
and not only shall the Sodety possess these |nivileges like 
other Relif^ous persons, but in a superior mannsr f .

•dislikedl 

Nor did it only answer their puipoae to possess, as.B<»gu- 
iars and Mendicants, all posable privileges in a superior man-i 
ner ; but as Seculars also, it was fit they should enjoy aU pos- 
sible privileges of all posmUe Seculars : they have all thoae 
of the several Congregations and Confratermties in the worldf ; 
and this, ds it IS stated, because the Dominicans have them ; 
so dial^ if the Jesuits admired neither the opinions nor the 
l^ei^ons of the Dominicans, they could, at least admire their 
^vil^es. 

They enjoy the privil^^ generally of. aU secular places, 
and bf all secular persons whatever. They hold these under 
a Bull of Gregory XIII. which grants them ^< all and every 
^Vone of the jHivUeges, immunities, exemptions, and rights, 
*f preset^ and futun?, of all male and female Mendicants ; of 
<^ all other Bel^;ious Ordars ; of all Congregations, C<»nmu- 
•*mties, Chapters, Monasteries, Hduses, Churches, Confira-

The Popes tbemselfes }ia:ve ikot thei right to dqnpive 
them of any ; or if a particular Pope should have the teme- 
fifty tb do-90, th« Oeneral will have the poirer of reverting to 
ilto ancient rule' at once, and of restoring every tfaii^, as if 
die P^ }|ad not interposed; and that as often as such a 
Pop^ shall i^pear|. It is even a &var if such P<q>e$ are not

It naghtbe ima^ned that all diis plenitude of privilege 
v^ould ooi^ient the Jesuits ; but they claim Collegiate privileged 
in addition, which may entitle ihem to the rank and adyan« 
tl^of Ife tJniveraities themsdVes. This was always a main 
osttsideratton with the Jesilits : their great object having inva* 
riably been to beccnne the dire<^ors of die Education of youth, 
in didef that they might at once extend their own power, and 
diffiise theii' own piinciples, vi4th die greatest fadfity.

In 1649 and 1550 appeal^ twd Bulls respecting these 
CoU^es: the first was gnmted to the General, empowmi^ 
hi«i to appottt Professors, either in Thedogy, or any otbeat 
Facuky, wherever he pleased, without ^pfifu^ to any dna 
fiyr pefmisaionf ; which was lonng no time, since die Socie^ 
had not then escisted above nine years ; and the cb}ect of the 
secdnd Bull was, to declare all the Ckdleges erected in €bivw 
of the Jesuits, to have been erected by authority of the Pope^ 
although the Pope might know notUng of them; on concli^ 
tion, however, that they should be weM endowed, and that 
Ih^y should not be any ^paice to the Popes }. 

The Jesuits did not stop there. In IMS, they oblaaied 
a Bull from Julius III. which gave, m the first ]dade, to-1^ 
Students (^ their C(^^^ erected out of the Univenities, whe« 
ther Jesuits or those who were not of the Society,^ a right of 
taking Degrees; and which extended the same privil^e, iii 
the next place, to those of their other Colleges, to whom the 
Univer^ties might refuse Degrees gratuitously §• In i^ther

- In 1561 they procured another Bull, wUdi dispensed the 
St«i4Mits firom even making their appearance at the Universi- 
^b$ in order to obtaki Degrees* The General: is empowered 
to bestow the h^hest, without the Candidate having passed 
the previou« stages. With Ireqpect to opulent Students, the 
Bull grants to the Jesuits this pre-eminence over the Univer&i^ 
lies — that they may give Degrees to such as the Univernties 
|il9y have refused. It is sufiident if the Society considers 
them worthy of the honour. They are, however, to pay the 
Umversity such pecuniary oompensatkm as may console it for 
the loss of its character; and thus the Jesuits appear to have 
^Uacoyered a rc^al road to Science, after which a certain 
yquag Monarch, who was trouUed with the vice of idleness^ 
J3^ rcfxnted to have onoe inquked in vain -f^.

Then obhgationi are wl mblied by 
the Jesuits ; aod th^ ewen mfinfnad the Pgpe that h mm 
partly with a view to save their Stadents fitka takiiq; Aam 
oaths (essential as they woe, both to Church' and* State), that 
they required the right of graduating them themselveS'^; fiom 
wfaioh it is ftirther evident what was the olgect of the Jesuits 
in deoring to conduct the Education of a country, nnce no* 
tUng could be more in favor of thdr own numardiy, not 
more hostile to the estabBdied order of things, than the fiKaE^ 
^afforded theni, by means of their Colleges and Sdiools, 
of opposing whafeerer was contrary to their own systeoft. 

The University of Paris observed to the S3i^, ^mth refer^^ 
ttioe to these Bulls, that << it was perfecdy new, and withMt 
^ any examj^ that Sdiohors, having studied in a town wfaer^ 
^ there was no Univertity, diould have a rigte to h& grai. 
^ dnated in the Univ«rntiek of other Towns ; and it can <mly 
^ be^ (they add) << f<nr some great olbject, and with some pe« 
*' cuUar designs, that such a rule should have been laid dowil 
*' by any particular body of men, and inristed on with a 
*' firmness and pertinacity whidi threaten with destruction the 
<< Rectors of our Universtdes, and, indeed, all others who 
*^ oppose such views f7* 

A Bull of 1671 provides further for the midntenance of 
these privileges, by prohibiting, on pain of the highest kind 
of excommunication, all Rectors of Universities and others^

firom inokglU^ tte Stodenfts of the Jesuits, 09: lefiiniig' to 
admit than to Deglces. ' Aaoiii&c BuM^of thdisame year, i^ 
permitting eTery Jesuit '¥te£etSt of Studies to ioonfer the' De- 
grees without nirahing •evta for the MegBttoti <^ the Generaf, 
enjoins the BiAcwps o£ Paris and Salamanca, as also the Arcli- 
bishop of Valencia, to pronounee their censinres upon all op- 
pbsers, and idso to Mvver them ^fver to the Sicuiar arms 
without concerning themselves with Cren^d Councils or Ajp- 
peals.^ The Bull expressly invalidates the prohiUticm of the 
Council of Lateran against taking any persons out of th^ 
IliDcese, for the purpose of trying them, although with tb^ 
authority of Letters Apostolkx 

In this way, not only does every CoUege of Jesuits be- 
come an University, and every Prefect of Studies am(mg the 
Jesuits, a Distributor of Dcgvees, but every Univerett^, imd 
every other power which ijffers any opposition to them, must 
SorfAt its rights and privileges, and find itself summoned be- 
fore a strange Judge, for the puTpcfte of h&Bg excoimmmj- 
cated; a- (^cumstance which might happen to any Power 
t>r XTmversity, while there was <me paramount University of 
-ibe Jesuits, oonnsting of six hi^idred and twdve Cdleges, 
imd thirty diousand Members, ns well as an innumerabte 
multitude of Scholars imbued with the qpirit of their mas- 
ters, refiifflng to take the* esNsential oaths required in the UiA* 
verrities, anxious only for the enlargement of their own Mo- 
narchy, and being all so many subjects of a single Chief, 
^hose interests they were bound to consult in the first degree. 
On the other hand, what University might not entertain just 
cause of alarm (as is ranarked by the University of Paris to 
.the King), at the project entertained by the Jesuits, of either 
Seizing upon other Universities, or rendering them useless, 
and of peopling the world with Graduates blindly devoted to 
their Society, and supported by its immense credit? 

In order to understand better the whole extent of the 
danger to be apprehended from the views of the Society, it is 
only necessary once more to open the Constitutions of the Je-

Their anxious desile to be atKxiated with the r^g;ular 
Uaiversitiea has been ahmdy seen, as well as the efiorts made 
by those of Paris, Bheims, Thouknise, &c. in ojqpodtkm ta 
4uch object All the French UmTeraties are regulated by 
Statutes^ granted to them by the Kings or Parliamants of 
Pranoe who hare the charge of carrying them iBto executioiv 
The Cdl^;es of Jesuits, cm the other hand, receive laws 
fitm their General alone*; and the Jesuits took but too suc- 
cc^ul measures to divest the regular Magistrate of all eepo- 
zance and superintendence over those Colleges' The Uni* 
verities in connexicm with the Society are in the same ocmdi- 
tkm as the CoU^es: the Greneral alone has the control and 
government of. them; and it lies with him exdu^vely to le- 
gislate the terms of their unicm, and to take charge of th^ 
property. The Rect(»*8 of these Univeri^ties are to renda- 
Jiim an account of thor administration f. It beknogs to him - 
also to a{qpoint the Rector of these Universities, who mustbe 
a Jesuit He is to have four Assistants; sometimes a Colla- 
teral or Assodate, and, besides these, a Chancellor. The Se- 
cretary, of the Company must also be a Jesuit, and so should ' 
iill the professeks of ^e Universities, unless wh^ re it is im- 
.possible to observe this rule|. Thus, the giedt object of the

Society is, the securing to itself all the Stidents o£ theM 
Universities, aad the Constitutums provicfe acoordingly. , Foe 
this end, when the Scholars shall have atta«led the Schools 
o£ the Jesuits for six or eight days, their names must be iiu . 
scribed in the Registers of the Society : they must give a pro. 
mise of obediem^ to the Rector ; and, above all, must sub- 
scribe an engagement to observe such Constitutions as shall be 
presented to them. They are, howeva:, dispensed from rati* * 
fying all this by any oath ♦. . 

** What" (inquires the University of Paris) " are these 
<^ Consritutioos which the Society shall present to the Students^ 
** orequiring from them a written promise of conformity ?- — ^Are 
*' they rules which have been sanctioned by royal authority-^ 
^' registered by the Parliaments, or known to the Magistrates? 
^< No, Sire: they are rules jnrep^red at Ronie in the CalHnet 
** of the Gren<»al and his advisers ; and something more than 
^* mere rules of discq[rfine. The deficacy of the Jesuits is re-

But mnce there might be some persons so scrupulous as 
to quit the Schools of these wdrtfiy Fathers, rather than sub-: 
tfcribe to their Constitutions, the Sodety should preserve the 
diance of gaimng them over at leisure, and tiierefore will not 
expel them : ** If any"' (say the Declakatioks) ** should 
^ refuse to make these engagements, or to enter their names 
•* in the Registers of the Sodety^ they must not be ex- 
* pelled from the Schools, provided they conduct themselves 
<* peaceably -in other respects. It unll suffice, in order to at- 
** tract them, to remind them that the Society is accustomed 
•* to take peculiar care of those who are inscribed in its Re^gis. 
•* tersf.** The Constitutions do not inform us what this pe- 
cuHar care is ; but we find dsewhere, that there are favors re« 
served for friends ; such, for instance, as receiving the De- 
grees without being subjected to a puMic examination ^ ; in 
other words, the privilege of beccmiing Doctors without leam^ 
ing : a charm sufficient to attract a crowd of idlers in every 
age. This indulgence suffidently shews^ that these Cbnstitu- 
^ns do not relate merely to rules of disopline, which might 
be necessary for the preservation of order; but involve mat- 
ters of a more important nature. 

We may add, that in these Universities every Faculty 
ought to have three Jesuits few its Dean apd Deputies, fiir the 
purpose of advising the Jesiut Rector ; who, however, is only 
to act as he shall tlunk most advisable. If, however, he

He is^ above all, to take care that only sudi 
doctrine reigns there as is best calculated Jbr the ends of Oie 
jSocwty^ and most accommodated to tlie drcumsiances of the 
tim£s. A further evidence of the extensive views of the So* 
ciety in spreading their own principles and doctrines every 
wh^re, by m^ms of their Schools and Universities J.

The system of espionage and inquUiUoD is aba prtmM 
for in these Universities, as in the Society. Thene is nc^ onlj | 
to be a Syndie^General, who nmy advertia^ the Rector, the 
Provincial, and the General, of ev&ry thing whidi may qob- 
eom the affaioB and persons of the Members ; but the Rector 
is to write every six mmiths to the Grenem>, and every »x 
months to the Provincial, respecting the conduct of the Pro- 
fessors; the Cdlaterals and Advisers, upon the condUict of the 
Rector and ail others ; and the Professors, approved Sc^dlars, 
«nd Coadjutors, upon the conduct of all, and of each*. 
** Among all these Letters Missive^ (says the University <rf 
Paris) " issuing from a Umversity confided to the caie of 
** the Society, there is no Letter for the Kill's Advoci^es^ 
<^ or Attomies General, nor for the Presida:its of the Courts^ 
*< nor even for the chief Administratis* rf Justice. AU these 
*^ Letters go to Rome: it is from thenoe itiai the enters ^ a

It is not necessat^ even to pro- 
dive Leti^r» of restitution, the attack on the Society being

However Numerous may be the laws against the privileges 
of the Society,' and from whatever power they may have pro* 
ceeded, tfadir privileges shall suffer no injury, but shall subsist 
Ik all their force ; notwithstanding any neglect of the Jesuits 
(or, a5 it is called elsewhere, their simplicity) in permitdng 
any invasion ci those rights. Thus, if Catholic States have 
opposed die greater part, and Protestant States the whole, of 
th^ privileges,' and the Jesuits have submitted where the/

If any doubts should anse on the extebt of the pihrileges 
granted to the Society, it . belongs to the fietieral to lesphre 
those doubts, and it must at leait he admilted that theSpdet}^ 
could hardly have {dated its intoests in safer hands f. All 
other Judges ought, in dstibtfUl loases^ to dec^eibc that inter*^ 
pretation which shaU he most injbt^. f^lJie.SocuHyX. 

The Society has found its aooovmt) in no small degree^ in 
what have been termed by the .RomiA Chmch 'oiv&^v6Ct. 
Orades^ under which the Jesuits have been enabled to wppo-^ 
priat^ tD themselves privilege wkhmit number or limit. . ^ 

This is a species of standing* tradition in that Chuvch^ bjT 
which, in additicm to her mode of afqpeaalii^ to imtaqnity ftnr 
doctrines and principles which are no where to be found in 
Scriptvure, die aj^als to the Pop^, fto* the time beii^y as the 
iitfalliUe rule of every man'^s consdaice^' for authority upcm 
sych points as he. may have ^ken to^ even in commmi ooii« 
versatipn, and without the formalities of a Papal dedadn. A 
wcnrd which may thus have escaped the Helad of the Churdr 
in his ordinary intercourse, became fcnr die Jesuits ^vwd^sooem^ 
Oracle^ which laid the founda^n of one privilege aRet aaoth^. 
The SuKMi^BiuM acc(»:dingly relies much, on thk argumtmty 
and collects together these oracular sayings, according to a pri*

A 9me^^pm-non^ howerer, of all these concessions, is^ after 
all, iM somijdi the wiHof the Pope, as thatof the Geiwrati 
for, 'whedief the quei^n be of the Bulls or othorwne, if tibe 
good {Measure 6( the General ^f be, that etAier the body of the 
Society, or any of i& Members irf particular, should not enjof. 
eertidn prifSe^e^ they wffl tet enjoy thCTu This is one of 
the myst^es of the Society, concealed under those words of 
thie SvHMAEiTTM^ ^^ these privileges ought to be used aoc(»»U 
<^ ing to the Institute, die Ccmstitutknis, and the usages of the 
'^ Society j.^ Amoi^the Jesuits, the privileges are Mke dsir 
vows : in order to understand diem properiy, it is necessary to 
be in the secret of the Society. 

Tliere are also hidden and secret privileges, whidi n« rew 
served fcnr pecufiar occasions. Thus, the ScHMABiuk doesiiiat 
state them ; contenting itself with announdng that there are 
others of a private nature beskles those which it mentions, but 
whidii it depends upon tlie Greneral alone, to bestow, when 
;pecessity shall require it§. What suspicions must not these

the Institute. 

Finally, if the Sodety has the privileges of other bodies, so bb 
to turn them to her own advantage, she has the prerogative of' 
H dispensation from all those laws by which odiers are bound. 
Thu8» cettun Bullsprohibit the Religious Orders frmn estabB^- 
ing themselves, withiti a distance of other Rdigtoiul Ordersi^ 
wUdi <fistance is predsely defined. The Jesuits, however^ 
are not so i-estrained. Two BuHs, of 1561 and 1571, permit 
their establishment in any part of die world, and exempt them 
from the restrictive law as to distance. The object of tMs^ 
law is admitted, even by the dispensing Bull of 1571, to bcf 
to prevent contewAam among the JRdigiaM, (^< tanteune est 
^ ammb oodestibus mt ?^ and to hinder ooca»ons of offence. 
With regard, however, to the latter, ** it must^^ indeed^ *^ needi$ 
** be that offbices ciMne'' where the Jesuits are to be found % 
and at to contentions, the only way of hiiving no contentions 
with the Jesuits is to leave them to act predsely as they think 
proper, without oppo^g them in any way,* and so^ ia 
effect, the Bull deddes with reference to certmn unfortuUate 
Franciscans di Palenda, who had comphuned to the Pope of 
an Establishment of Jesuits being too near to diem "f**

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In like numner the Catholic laws pix>hibit all Ecclesiastical 
and more especially thc^e o{ religious Orders, from carrying on 
oommeree : but a Bull Of th^ good friend Pope Gaegobt 
XIU. permits them to trade to both the Indies, and they 
took care to avail diemselves of the permission. If succeeding 
Popes, such as Urban Vill. or Benedict XlV. refused thb 
indulgence, what have Fapes to do with their privileges ? Be- 
tides ; theii: Genaral has the powet* of restoring by a single 
Word» whatever sudi ill-advised Popes might have conceived to 
need reform. - 

AiM)th&fexa]tttde to the isam^ point occurs in the cas^ofthe 
IDomikiitiins and Fradtiscand, who ccHiducted the Miis^ons in 
Japan and the neighbouring countries. These countries bdng 
remarkably favourable for (coikmieft^, and witnessed b^g in^ 
convenient personages, the Jesuits obtained from Geegory 
XIII. the ^ivilege of ihesiding there alone^ in exdumon of all 
otheirs * ; in consequence of which they sent away the Fran«> 
dscans and jEknoiinicans, and traded quite at their ease, at

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CHAP. XL. 

IHE SOCIETY CAN BIND TO HERSELF OTHER INDIVIDUALS 
AND BODIES, WITHOUT EVER BEING BOUND WITH RE- 
SPECT TO THEM ; SHE ALWAYS RESERVES THE POWER 
OF DEALING WITH ENGAGEMENTS AND CON'TRAerS AC- 
CORDING TO THE INTERESTS OF HER OWN MONARCHY, 
AND THE PRESSURE OF CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The stability ci engagements is the essential bmid of every 
Society ; but it was necessary to the enlarged views of the 
.Scxaety b£ Jesiuts, that engagements should not be redprocal, 
«nd that, although others might be bound by them, she h^rseif 
diould not It wasessential to her vast design, that she should 
sport with her own engt^;ement8, as well as with those of 
others, as her interest might require; and this liberty is apoprd- 
ingly secured to har by the Institute. 

The €reneral akme has oogmzance of the ccmtracts and 
crimes either of the Society at large, or c^its members in par- 
ticular. The General has also the right of removiiig from 
any other jurisdiction, in whatever part of the world it maj 
be, any dispute upon contracts, and of deciding upon it tmn- 
self in a summary maimer, as has been before stated more at 
large *. He is not even bound in these judg^ooents by the 
Constitutions of the Society ; either because he can, according 
to these Constitutions themselves, suspend at pleasure their 
different providons, or because he can change, destroy, and 
-feform them according to times, places, and circumstan<:es. 

ical writers extols in the highest terms. He certainly 011I7 exiM-essed 
the views of the Jesuits and of their Institute, which are ezplaified tf^ 
better by their universal practice in all their Missions, demng, m tbey 
invanably have done» to be first in all places, and striving at tbc same 
4ime to stand alone wherever they were found.

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The Institute of the Society deciding in suborditiation to' the 
General upon the nature and validity of the agreements and 
txmtracts which ate madji With others ; if the Institute be sub- 
ject to diange, it follows that these agreements and contracts^ 
tiiUst be mor6 or less so, and they are accordingly, like th^ 
Institute itself, sugc€^tH)Ie of alteratidn flik^rding to times^ 
pJaces, and circumstances. 

Thtis the Jesuits, in entering into a contract, bind them- 
selves accordmg to the customs and privileges of the Sociely; 
\3XiA&t which mode of proceeding, a mental reservation is in- 
volved on the point of avil treaties, as bn that of spiritual 
vows: m othef words, die Society is so far obliged in tibese 
i5otaitraets as she may think fit to be, but hot further or pdier- 
Wise. '-''*■. 

In the year 1S7S con^derable discussion took place in the 
iMfd Congregation on the question whetiier this formulary in 
xxMitracts should be retained; it being aliedged that great 
difficulties were experienced in some places, and that many 

" inobnveiuences liad arisen *. What man, indeed, in his senses 
WOtiM contract ctccordinffio cmt<ms and pritileges which he 
Jenorts nMingaboutf Men wish to treat according to the 
laws', ' because the laws are known to bind all men alike. 
'Hence, in many parts, persons refused to execute any instru- 

. rstebt^ ^th th^' Jesuits, the incoilvenience of whicJi was consi- 
derable, since their object was to acquire property and enrich 
thctesdveS ; while, on the other hand, the privilege of not 
hehr^ bound by their engagements was too precious to be 

- hastily renounced by the Jesuits. The matter, therefore, was 
-referred to the General. It wa:s not until 1581, that this 

ded»ap was obtfuned, when their Ge^eraJ Aqvaviva held that

If it should be inquired what these customs and privilq^ 
of the Society in matters of contract are; the fidlowing answer^ 
maybe 6U{q[died: 

It has been ahready shewn, that, in order to render any act' 
or contract valid among the Jesuits, no ddtberation of Chaptns, 
nor ccmsent of CdSeges or Houses, are rendered neoessaryr 
This may be proper enough among those Rdigious Orda^ who ' 
de^ that others may have some security in treating with 
them; but in the case of the Jesuits, who have no such views, 
such acts and contracts are ndther made by aggr^ated assem- ' 
blies, nor are the result of collective deliberatioDS. It is thdr 
General alone who has the power (^acting and contracting as,

. : We must not be surprised, after this, to find the Jesiifts 
cqiQceTmag themselves but litde about the disavowals and re* 
cantations made by themselves or their Superiors* They were 
acts which were invalid in consequence of thar Greneral having 
ne^er authorized them to be done, or never ratified them 
wih^i- they were done. Thus, the General having never rati- 
fied the Declaratkms made in 1611 and 16S6, by the Supe^ 
lioffs of the Jesuits in France upon the security of the Bves of 
Kings ; those c^ 1710, on the work of the Jesuit Joii« 
Ti^Kci ; those of 1758, and of 1768, on the Jesuits Berbuteb 
a^d. BusEMB^UM ; nor the recantations of the Jesuit Pichon, 
and of so many others; every Jesuit, by virtue of his own Con- 
titutiiHis, is bound to hold all these acts as null and void ; to 
oqnduotfaimfielf as if they had never taken place^ and to laugh 
in hia ak^ve at the nmplidity a( those who know so Uttle of the 
Jesuits as to dunk there b any ground upon whidi they stand 
in commim with other men. 

The Umversity of Paris observes, in its second Memorial to 
the Parliament, in 1644, *^ The Jesuits openly ridicule their 
<« own Declaration of 16S6 (presented by all the Jesuit Supe- 
^< riors of Franoe to the Assembly of the Clergy, respecting 
<< the rights of Bishops), and cause it to be understood that

If it shoidd be conteoded, that at all e<Fent8, when die 
General flhall have confirmed the act or contract, they wilf 
become inviolable; it may be replied, that nothing inU be fur* 
ther fiom the fact; for, although the General may even himself 
be a party to them, he will not be more bound by than on that 
account : the document in question will be in no leae jeopardy^ 
if ever the interests of the Sodety should require the obEig^-^ 
lion to terminate. Thare can be no instrument more sacred 
i n its nature than a Will, ncMr any du^ more obvious thaa that 
of executing the dying intentions of a Testator. Upon this, 
pmnt, however, the Institute observes, ^* the General may 
<^ change the destination (^ l^;ades bequeathed to his C<dlq;eiir 
<< or his Houses, and iqpply them to some necessary use, d&a- 
^ tinct from that for wbidi they were left : he may also, upon • 
^urgent neo^ty, or under circumstances still less premig^ 
<< (provided the necesaty be a^^rent), sdl, alienate, or ex- 
^ change the property bequeathed, wOiout concerning Am- 
^ self about the last Will of the Testator; and noC only can 
^^ the General dothis,buthecan^ve the same power to all the 
^^ Superiors under him*.'*' It is true, that, aocofdii^ U> the 
Institute, he must use this distincticm with prudence, and must 
espedally take care that those who are charged with the pay- 
mei^t of these legades, be not informed of his intention to divert 
tl^m from their proper destination; lest, bang offended thereby, 
they should determine not to pay them at all: but with the 
exceptum of this inconvenience, and provided ftg secret be

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%ell k^t^ the actual destination is left to the .discretion of the 
C^neral, or rather, as the Institute says, to his prudence, his 
ieonscience being the measure of its exerdse. 

In this way, the prudence of the General, of which he may 
have Tery Utde, regulated by his conscience, of which he is 
fikdy to have less, forms a sort of dernier resaort in the case 
of acts and deeds, to which the Jesuits are parties : but even 
this prudence and confidence are only to be understood in the 
wense of (he In^itute; that is, if motives of prudence would 
direet that they should be suppressed or destroyed, the con- 
science of the Jesuits would not be likely to stand in the waf 
of so much advantage to the Society. Thus, when the corrupt 
morality of the Jesuits is considered in connexion with the 
theory c^ their Insftitute, how nmny promises fAtall we find 
have been broken Upon prindfde^ how n^anjr engagements 
eluded ; what ter^ersations will appear both in public acts, 
and ki the mode of executing them ; or, to use the language 
of the Bishop of St. Pons, how many disavowals have been 
disavowed, and how many recantations retracted * ! And aH 
this with the sanction of Constitutions and ordinances, which 
legalize dupBcity, arid make a virtue of crime.

'<< tions, because they ware dispensed by their Coi^tutions 
** from keeping any; that it was impossible to jdace any eon*

*^ ciety alone supplied the rule and me^fure of their obligai* 
** tions ; that they advanced their own ends by fair and spe- 
f^ cious professions, which they mai^e no difficulty of violating,

We may farther eall to mind the account of the Jesuits, as 
givea by diemselves to the Pailiament of Pazis, in 1626^ 
monely, that ih^ were boiknd to another aUegicm^ than ordU 
fory reHgiaui chwader^; and that, if they should engage in 
France, to think as people did in France, thejf would^ ^t^ej/ 
moere at Rome^ do as they should do there : in other .word^ 
that 4iere was nothing of a fixed character in their 9pinion$ 
oreogi^iements^ ei^cept the rule of their owp advantage ; an4 
^at, varying both one and the other aityording to times an^ 
Ijlaces, they had literally neither a settled creed, nor cqmmoa 
integrity ; die Chpstian religion itself .being with them (as we 
J^ve seen aboive)^ but a religion of probability. 

As a further evidence of die genius of the Institute, with 
relation to contracts, we n^ay here notice two facts which were 
•ot ireeorded in their pitiper place, Th^y occurred not many 
year^ b^ore the suj^ession of the Order. 

A Canon of Autun, desiring to .establi^ a religious found- 
ation for missions, good worlfs, && offered the Jesuits of thai: 
city 21,000 livres in,^ready njoney, upon cey:tain conditians, to 
wluch they refulily assented ; after whi^h the Founder wished 
« deed tt> be prepared to confirm the establishij^enty and an 
inscriptioa to be itet up for the information of the public: these 
good Fathers, however, who had received the money, pleaded 
their Constituticms in ba^, which prevented them, they said^ 
Jrom contracting' anjf civil obligation in reJipegt of spirUual 
Jiinctians : at lepgtb]^ m order to get rid of the iopiportunifies

No deedof-fiatiittd obligaidoifiraiev^^ 
icuted^ and the Canon only received in exdkemg^' for tts iuimyf 
A single sheet of paper, with which he was obliged to content 
liimself*. 

The Lady of La Malle, residing at Bourdeaux, was desi- 
rous, without the knowledge o£ her husl^md, of founding 
;aiaong the Jesuits of that place, a religious service on every 
^laturday in perpetuity. * The Jesuits received from her a 
ihou$an4 fivres, and charged themselves with the execution of 
her inteBjdons. ' The engagement, l^owever, was only recorded 
in a private re^ster, destined by those Fathers to preserve the 
^memorial of the benefactions which they received. It was 
signed indeed, by the Founder, and. by the Supeirioir ind -S^*

CHAP. XLL 

THE SOCIETY IS ENABLED, FROM THE NATURE OF ITS 
INSTITUTE, TO AMASS IN THE HANDS OF ITS CHIEF 
ALL THE WEALTH, POSSESSIONS, AND OTHER MEANS 
WHICH ARE NECESSARY TO Vl^WS OF THE MOST EX- 
TENSIVE DESCRIPTION. 

BiCHXS being the sinews of government, great weahh became 
necessary to the extendve jdan of the Society. The Institute 
therefore opened three fertile soMroes of revenue^-'die system 
of its Vows — the Colleges-— and tl^ MkaicHis. 

With r^ard to the Vows; die use to whidi they are 
turned in the Sodety, has already been described. AD who 
enter into the Society are obliged to promise that they will 
divest themselves ot the pni^Mrty which they actually possess, 
or may afterwards attam, whenever the General diall require. 
Hence the precautions adopted by ttie Institute in order that 
the dispo^on o£ suc]| property may be always beneficial to 
the Society. The Jesuit may indeed rettta his substance, in

Ghraieral, who is the sole administrator of all the funds. 

When the period is arrived for the Jesuit to dispose of the 
cwpU3t of his property (which period depends exdunvely on 
the Greneral, who either accelerates or retards it as he thinks' 
£t), the Jesuit must obtain a spedal power frdm the General 
or the Provincial^, snc^ be cannot act of his own will, ^^nuiu 
" proprioi^ for this would be contrary to the vow of po- 
verty. He ou^t always to do this in the most perfect man- 
ner, and is bound to advise with his Colleagues, who are to 
recommend to him the greatest perfecticm, which perfection 
comdsts, according to the Institute, in, firstr-decHning to dis- 
pose of the property to relatives^ and, secondly^ in giving the 
whole to the Society—not to one of the Colleges, or to cme of 
the Houses, in which there -wonld he imper/iciumj but g^ie-^ 
raUy^to the Society, in order that its Head may do what he 
pleases with the bequest In this manner whatever property 
m^yvbe possef^ed by the Jeswts at large, virtually belongs to 
the Greneral on thw entrance into the Sodety ; and in con- 
junction with this source of accumulation, the sulgect of the 
succession of the Jesuits to the property of their relatives, or

The deeds and documents (add they), by 
iohich these possessions are assured to iheniy are too ntmierous 
to be concealed; and their Colleges in' many places are no 
other than Royal mansions^ not only in their appearance b%d 
in ikeir endowment. If this was the case in 16S6, what were 
thdr riches at a subsequent period, after they had enjoyed 
longer opportunities of plunder,^ and had attained, a- greater 
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i&gice of patronage? Even Suiiony ifcaetf it ipfenaiitbKl.'to-,^ 
tkem hy thebr Institute, when it beGfMim« jquefltioa <>f appKH.

Establishing their Colleges tlwoughout these regions, tfirir de» 
•rfgn was, to multiply their acquisitions, in which they were 
l-emarkably successful. 

' In addition to the advantages derived from these estabhsl^ 
ments ; the absolute davery in which the Jpsuits held their 
«tibjects in UraTj^uay^ and Paraguay, • under pretence of 
taaking them imitate the poverty dF'the primidve Church in 
'Jerusalem, contributed greatly to the increase of their wealth 
and to the extension of their influence. The ^tate Papers of 
"file KrNG or PbRTUGAL (so often referred to), and the Bull 
<0f Pope Benedict XIV. in 1740, leave no room for doubt 
*on this head:; nbr would it be easy^to estimate the advantages 
'derived to the Jesuits from the unremitted- kbours of from 

•five to six himdred thousand natives, who were retamed hi a 
^•tate of the most entiire dependance upcm tbem. 

The various and widdj-NCxtended Gctomerce of the Jesuits 
has been, from their eariiest history, the iaexhaustiMe soHrce 
of their wealth. They obtained from Pope Ghegoey XIII. 
under the plea of poverty, which has been always so useful 
to them, the privilege of trading in the most rem'pte countries. 
They contended that *^ they had no other means pf. subsisting 
"there; that they could not mointain their. CpU^gegBi'. their 
^* Seminaries, and thdr other Housea and Resideh£es,vwitli* 
" out merchandise ; and that it was, therefore, essential io4be 
'* good of the Church in general, and of thefnselves iixpar- 
** ticular, that they should cany on their conunerce with 
^ all possible facility f .'^

^ver, and exerdse every kind of sevwrity towards them: ** in

** my life, and I shall be constantly exposed to the danger cf 
^ being mther pimsoned or a^assinated ; for these persons hactti 
♦* an intelligence and a correspondence every where, and poin- 
^ sess peculiar ftdHty in influencing others to adopt th«r ojft- 
W'nions. Tliis state of things would be worse than deaib 
^ its^; for I thmk, wiA Caesar, that the mfldest death is that 
^ which is least foreseen or expected.'* 

We have already aeen how mistaken was H:fi:Kx)T in i£^ 
bne of policy which he pursued (See dote to p. 44, of life 
Vol.) ; but his reasoning, however erroneous in its conclurion^, 
auiBciently manifests the power and influence of tl^ Jesuits, 
and, above all, the nefarious means by which they were accus- 
tomed to accomplish their ends. 

So convinced of their danger was the Kikg of PoBTtrcXt, 
whose opinion has so frequently been referred to, that he 
declared' ^ th^ absolute necessity of a prompt and vigorous 
<* remedy, if Beligious and Civil Society were not tb Ise 
« entirely annihilated by the Jesuits ♦ ;'' and his subsequent 
conduct both shewed the nature of the remedy, to which he 
adverted, and demonstrated that its application was by no 
means so dangerous as his unfortunate brother Sovereign ia 
France had imagined. 

There is so much to this point in the Observations on tlie 
danger of Jesuits to the State, contained in the Seventh 
Article of the Supplement to the R^.eti<mi ^ a Portugve^ 
that some part of those remarks shall be here adverted to:

It b not a litde remadcaUe^^ that Portugal, which bad 
ened so greedy in her estiniate of tbe pretenmns of die 
Jesuits, was aqi^ong the fiiet to detect dieir bypooky ; a task 
whidi was reserved fiw their King Joseph, who, altboi^ 
eocnsed by die Jesuita of tarnishing the memmy of his smbe* 
die predecesscns, only avenged the abuse y/Aoxki had been so 
long put upon them. Thus, the same throne whidi had been, 
imn die begbning, the main suppcnt of the Sooiety, was 
finally instrumental in levelling the first Uows und^ wMch 
that CoIosBus eventually fell. 

The rdation of these events in Portugal has alree^ bem 
given, in the Reply to Mb. Dallas (see p. 843 et seqO> ^ 
has also the subsequent conduct of Pdpe Clsicekt Xf yi 
(see p S64 et seq.), who suppressed the Order; together w^ 
an expositicm of his designs and views in sudi Act, ia^^po^^ 
^on to the extraoidinaty and improbable n|odvet asciribed 'p> 
him by Ma, Dallas. 
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• ^ CONCLUSION. ' 



The History of the Jesuits from the period of their sup- 
pression to their itevival by the present Pope, lies witfiiii 
a very narrow compass. That they have by any means ceased 
to exist as Individuals, although they have done so as a Body, 
win hardly have been imagined for a moment, even by those 
Vho possess the fewest means of information on the subject. 
"They have still survived, in obscurity— *the ghosts of their 
3eparted greatness— in reduced numbers— with diminished re- 
sources, and an exhausted credit; hating, indeed, to look 
back upon their former flourishing condition, but not without 
the hope that, so long as Popery should maintjun her footing 
m'the world, and especially if ever she should Resume any 
considerable portion of her ancient power, they could not fail 
to be recognised by all who were not thoroughly acquainted 
\vith their History, as the most vi^lant and active friends of 
ihe Church of Rome. The eVent has shewn that they have 
not been disappointed. In spite of all the quarrels of that 
Church with the Jesuits ; in spite of the mutual struggle for 
pre-eminence which has been ever liiaintained between them t 
their agency is stijl too important to be overlooked or despised 
by that Mystical Woman of the Apocalypse who has her seat 
on the 'Seven Mountains *. There is still, too much in conu 
mon between the two systems : their corruptions are too 
'iieariy allied, and their interests too closely interwoven, to 
render it a matter of small import whether the Jesuits shall Bfe 
again invoked by Papal Rome as her auxiliaries, or not i the 
influence of light in the world is too strong — the diflPusion df 
1flie Bible has become too general — and the increase of true^ 
tleUgioa^ in consequence, is too certain to permit a Chur<&

The present Pope could not be ignorant that the sam^ 
oiuses which led to the formation of the Society were at th^ 
moment in active operation throu^UHit the world, and there* 
ibre appeared to require the application of the same remedy; 
** The Order of Jesuits'" (says Villbrs), " the most im- 
*^ portant of all the Orders, was placed in cppasUion to ^ 
^ Sefbrmatim^ and it acquired a preponderance proportioniBd 
^ to the enormous mass which it was intended to counterba^ 
«* lance*.'' It is with reference to the same great object of 
opposing the Refbrmaiiony that the present P<^ has dedared 
Aat he should ^^ deem himself guilty of a great crime towjutb 
^ God, if, amidst the dangers of the Christian Republic'^ {hf ' 
other words, of Ihe cause cf Popery)^ he should neglect to 
^ employ the aids which the spedal Providence of God had 
'^ put m his power, and, if placed in the bark of St. Peter^* 
*^ and tossed by condnual storms, he should r^use X^ ee^i^BHf 
^ tlie vigorous and experienced Rowers who volunteer ih^> 
•* services ar ' It is in vwn that the advocates ot His Holi- 
ness will contend that he desired the aid of the Jesuits^ 
agabst Infideli^ ; for wh^re is the danger to be apprehended 
from Infiddity now? It b against the Protestant €hurch' 
and cause that the Jesuits, ^ ihose experienced Rowers^ ha^ 
now embarked afresh, and it is chiefly with reference to th^ 
as^tance in making head against the vessd of the Reformat 
tion that the Pope has availed himself of their services. 

Neither Rusaa nor Portugal are satisfied indeed with this' 
reasoning of the Head of the Catholic Church. The Emperor 
Alexakdek,. who has, to his infinite honour, done more thaii 
any other Monarch in the world to ^ the drculaticm of tl^

Colleges and Schools ; on which point much more might have bceti 
adduced from the most authentic and unsuspected sources, but (ba^ 
the subject was* fromits nature, too offensive to be made in any de« 
gree pronunent, and that a regard to considerations of public decen<^ 
necenarily preduded enlargement. Such readers, however, as wish to 
acquire more accurate information upon this head, will do well to con« 
suK a Latin tract (now in the British Museum) which was published 
At Munich in 1S15; eatitled, ** Reverendi in Christo Patris Jacob!

.^int of fact, her present Bishops, Vicars- Apostolic, and subordi. 

. joate Clergy, do noin object to the reading of the Sacred Volume, 
without their own unscriptural comments and glosses — that they 
ySify Bible Societies, censure their Members, scandalize the 
jMtiyes of all who join those Societies ; and, in short, do still op- 
-pose themselves, on all occiteions, to the general use and free dr- 
xulation of the Scriptures of eternal truth. In this, however, it 
ttniBt be admitted* there is a perfect consistency, both in doctrine 
'^pfid practice, preserved by the Church of Rome, with the theo- 

' -Ipgioal dieory which she has ever maintained, and the practical 

. counse which she has never ceased to pursue :— ^upon this, indeed, 
as/on other points to which she has pertinaciously adhered, in de- 

. fiance alike of scriptural truth and of right reason, we are at a 
^loss whether to feel most astonishment and indignation at her ob- 
•atinate attachment to the grossest errors, or at the ignorant as- 
sertions of i^ertain ill informed Protestants, who contend that the 
Charcb €i Rome is influenced at present by more liberal prin'" 
ciples than she once^ivowed, and even approximates, in the spirit 
^ genuine Charity, to a cordial cO-operation with such <V Herp*

Covemment : and if (here be one tenet of Popery which that 
work is more anxious to uphold than another, it is the virtual de- 
fiial of the Holy Scriptures to the great mass of the population ; 
and, above all^ to Schools, and other places of instruction, in 
defiance and contempt of die observation made by St. Paul ii^ 
pr«se of Timothy,— <f and that ^ from a ciiild, thou hast knoivn the

We 
likewise find a sufficiently distinct avowal, on the part of the Ca- 
tholic Priesthood, that the most profound ignorance and vice are 
more desirable in the Children of Roman Catholics, than that they 
should be permitted to associate with other Children of difierent 
r<iligious denominations, fbr the purpose of Education, althou^ 
no mixture of religious instruction should be attempted to be in- 
culcated beyond the use of the Bible as a Class Book. 

It further appears, that a School in St. Giles's, which was 
founded upon this broad principle, and had been remarkably in- 
atrumential in cultivating the minds, and improving the morals, of 
the poor in that quarter of the Metropolis, had excited the indig- 
nation of an active Romish Priest, who publicly preached against 
the School, from his pulpit ; immediately after which the School 
was attacked by the Catholics, and a child of the Master was 
finally made a cripple for life *• 

Let it now be fairly considered by Mr. Canning, and the' 
other << enlightened advocates of the Catholic Claims,'' whetheir 
ikcts of this description, attested by the evidence of the Catholics 
themselves, before one branch of the Legislature, tend to encou^ 
fage any reasonable hope, that if the Religion of Popery were to

How long have you been so employed ?— Smce June 1813., 

Before that time were you employed in the education of Chil* 
4ren in that district? — ^In 1810 I was employed in Moorfield^; I 
had a School, consisting of ^bout H20 Children, boys and girla^ 
I found a general disposition among the parents to have their clui- 
dreA educated. 

, From your intercourse with the inhabitants of St. Giles's, ia 
which you have resided since that time, can you speak to tl^ 
state of the education and the situation of the lower orders gene* 
ridly ?;^I have t^ken a survey of the neighbourhood, and I have 
ascertained tl^at there are upwards of 6000 poor Irish in that 
Bioighbourhood, in the district of JSt. Giles, including the parts^of 
Bloomsbury that are connected .with it. ' 

Do you mean 6000 Irish fiimili^ ?— Six thousand poor Irish, 
exclusive of children ; and they have all a general di^osition to 
have their children educated ; and nojt only send them» but many 
of the parents, who could not read or write themselves, attend to 
be taught : about 100 of them attend four nights in the week, to 
be instructed ; $ome of them have been taught to read since Ja^- 
nuary last, who exceeded forty-seven years of age. 

Have you any means of informing the Committee how many 
children there are belonging to those parents ?— Nearly 3000. 

In what state are those children generally as to educajtioA?^- 
Entirely ignorant, and destitute of any information whatever 
unless those that are in Schools at present. 
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' In^whiC ftate are they with' respect to their morals ?— Most 
dieptKPedf^'they are expdired td every species of Vide with which 
tiieistfeetM'khmind : th^y geiteraHy associate with gangs df pick- 
pockets: they are to be found in etery quarter of the town, and 
particuUrly that quilrter.' 

l>o those children belong to labourers in very poor ci^dum- 
ttancetf .'-^teerally. 

Are the' morals of the parents themselves very dissolute ?— ^ 
Very dissolute) generally: on Sundays, particularly, they take 
tbe^' children with them to public-houses; and the children wit- 
lieis ^ke seeii(s» of riot and sanguinary conflict that happen among 
the parents in the streets. 

I0 Ae' whole Sunday «pent in those public-houses?— Entirely 
jk>; #hile they have afkrthing left of their week's wages, they 
Upeiid It in those pubUc-houses, and the children are left to the 
t>tiH^ for food, during the t^'t of the week. ^ 

1r<JU ttfe yourself a native of Ireland ?— I am. 

How many Schools, of all sorts, ore now established within 
Ibe di9tfii6t of St. Giles's and the neighbourhood ?— I do not know 
df any other, but on^, which I believe is only for Roman Ca- 
tholics. The St. Giles's Schools are called free : they are for 
Iri^ PraleBtants al well as Irbh Catholics ; we interfere not with 
lAhh o^nions. • 

Are the English ii^bitants of that district materially different 
to their morals and education from the Irish, of whom you hav^ 
been speaking? — They are; their morals generally are much 
bett€f^> and their strict observance of the Sabbath is exexnplaryy 
iVett of the lowe(»t orders.

By what nieans do you ascertain the number of which yoa 
have spoken?— J took a survey three years ag<^ and another six 
montha age ; I went from house to house, and from room to roofei, 
and am particularly acquainted with theatate of die familielk .

Htfve yo« had occasion to pay attention to the state c€ the 
lower orders of Irish in any part of the parish of Mary-le-bone I 
—I have paid particular attention to it; and in so doing* I have 
Mi vet^ greatly disappointed. What induced me to enter 
«pon the inquiry, was seeing a great. number of children, nof 
only in a state of Ignorance, but quite in an uncivilized state ; I 
faquiasd of their parenu, who were chiefly Irish, the cause of 
their children receiving no education^ and th^ told me they were 
so entirely without clothing, that they were not fit to appear ii| 
any Scbo<4. By the assistance of a charity called the Irish Cal- 
mel Society, I gave them clothing, the greatest^ part of which 
was soon sold : I then lent them clothes ; but when tliey found it 
was t\6i their ownproperty, a great many. discontinued attending 
the School* I found the greatest difficulty in procuring proper 
musters, and at last gave it up entirely to a. School that was insti- 
tuted by die TecommendatioD of the Calmel Society, I may s^^' 
ins t i t ut e d by the Associated CAtholio Charities. I particularlj^

— I object to 
the religious or moral instruction of the children given by Pro- 
testants ; and beg to add, that such are the occupations of the 
Catholic Clergy on Sunday s, in the public Chapels, that on those 
days they would not have leisure to attend to the instruction of 
those children according to their wants. 

And you could not allow children to be instructed by the Lay- 
men in the Catholic Church in the articles of their faith?— Cer- 
tainly we could not, consistently with the practice and discipline ' 
of our Church. 

Do you know of any School lately established at ShadweU for 
the instruction of both Catholic and Protestant diUdrenf-^I faavt 
heard of such a School. 

Was any question proposed to you, whether Roman CathoHe 
parcsits could conscientiously send their children to that School ? 
—Yes, such was proposed by Mr. Charles Butler. 

What was your reply to the inquiry ?—C<Masidering that the 
reading lessons were to be taken from the Protestant version of 
the Scriptures, I answered Mr. Butler^ that he knew that I should 
act in dfarect repugnance to the constant and universal practice of 
the Catholic Church, were I to approve of the reading by Ca- 
tholic children^ in a public School, of a version of the sacred 
Scriptures, eliminating from a body not in comraufl|ion.with the 
Catholic Church.

The Pope's Bull, entitled "Unigenitus/' having been re- 
ferred to in the preceding Evidehce of Charles Butler, Esq. and 
of the Rev.. Mr. Bramstone, an extract is here given from the 
Bull ; and also a copy of the Propositions, respecting the reading 
of the Scriptures by the common people, which it condemns. As 
this document is now considered to be in full force, and of uni- 
Tersal obligation, it is important that all Protestant readers should 
notice the spirit and principle so clearly displayed therein. If it 
be not a Christian duty to ** search the Scriptures/' then may it 
b^ allowed in this land of liberty « to forbid the use of light to 
the children of light." 

To explain the origin of this Bull, it may be proper to observe, 
diat about the beginning of the last century, the celebrated Fa- 
Aer Qoesn^l, a learned Roman Catholic Priest in France, pub- 
lished •* The New Testament, with Moral Reflections upon every 
«« Verse.'* Pope Clement XI, and most of the Roman Catholic Bi- 
shops in Frknce, entirely disapproved of this work. By order of the 
Pope, one hundred and one Propositions were extracted from 
^uesnel*s Reflections, and were solemnly condemned by this Butt 
as erroneous and heretical. Father Quesnel being involved in a 
con^oversy on some, points of divinity, did not think himself secure 
in France, and he retired into the Netherlands. He was, how^ 
ever, imprisoned at Brussels, but escaped and fled into Hdland, 
where he died.
